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PREFACE. 

IT is hoped that the great variety 
of new, ufeful, curious and en- 
tertaining articles which will be 
found in the following work, will en- 
title it to a favourable reception from 
the public. No pains nor cxpence 
have been fpared to give it as much 
iaccuracy and perfedion as the nature 
of fuch a work will admit of. And 
though we do not flatter ourfelves 
that it will be abfolntely free from 
errors or imperfedions, yet we doubt 
not but the candid reader will find 
ib much to commend, that he will 
eafily be inclined to excufe fbme un- 
avoidable deficiencies. 

The 
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, The Envirpns of London, though 
ihey contain, many of -.the moft tsc 
markable feats and places in the 
jiingdom, have never before been in^ 
eluded in any account of that metro- 
polis ; and we are perfuaded, that the 
moft intelligent enquirer vsrjU here 
find nurnberlefs curiofities, not hi- 
therto taken notice of by any other 
writers: befides, we have not only 
been particular in our defcriptiqns of 
whatever is remarkable twenty miles 
round ; but to aflift his obfervation, 
we have added a map, which we 
Batter ourfelves will be found to havp 
fome advantages over any other that 
has yet appeared. This map, and 
thefe defcriptions, will ferve both as 
a guide and an inftrudor to the trar 
veiling Virtuofi, whether natives or 
2 foreigners, 
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foreigners, .in their li'ttjeexcurfions to 
any part of jthefe delightfully 'adorn- 
cd and richly cultivated environs. 

In. order to render the knowledge 
of this, metropolis as complete aspof? 
fible^we.h^ve neceflarily been obliged, 
ia conformity with our plan, to treat 
of .what may to fome. appear little 
aod, uninti^f^fting, as well as of what 
is great and important. Among thefe 
the citizens are particularly intereft- 
ed in knoiwing: the extent and limits 
of the. wards in which they refide : 
and it vi^as abfolutely neccflary to 
mention in their proper places all the 
feveral companies that compofe their 
whole body : and as every inhabitant 
of the kingdom may, at one time or 
another, have occafion to vilit or, 

write 
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write to their friends or relations re- 
fiding in this great city, the names 
and fituation of all the feveral ftreets, 
lanes, rows, tourts, yards and allies 
could not be omitted. With regard 
to thefe an ingenious gentleman has 
furnifhed us with a key, which has 
let us into the origin of many of their 
names ; and this part of our work is 
farther illuftrated by a new and cor- 
re<Sfc plan. 

The prints with which the v^hde 
is decorated, are all engraved by the 
beft hands, after original drawings, 
which were taken on purpofe for this 
work, from the feveral objei^ them* 
felves, at a very great erpence ; and 
we imagine they will not only be 
confidered as an ornament, but that 

they 
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they will be found of ufe in illuftrat- 
ing the verbal defcriptions. 

We beg leave in this place to make 
our grateful acknowledgments to fe- 
veral of the nobility and gentry, who 
have been pleafed to favour us on 
this occafion with lifts and accounts 
of their pi<9:ures, curiofities, 6cc. 
which have greatly enriched and 
added a value to our work ; and be- 
ing entirely new, cannot but be ac- 
ceptable to the public.

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ABBEY Church of St. Peters, 
Wejiminfter. Many have been the 
, fables invented and propagated by 
the monks, relating to the original foun- 
dation of this ancient edifice; but the 
VoL.L B . moA 
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moft probable account is given by ihaCc 
who place it under Sebert, King of the 
Eaft Saxons, who died in 6i6. Thcfe 
fay^ that ^thi^ Prince being ..converted ta 
chiiftiaoity %. Auftin's^ifcourf^s,; and his 
uncle Ethelbert's example, erected thid? 
church on the ruins of a temple dedicated 
to Apollo, ^n tl|||i8ar^ of Thorney, and 
caufed Mellitus^Biihop of London,, to 
confecrate it to* St. Peter. 

As many ridiculous niiracles have Bee» 
related of its foundation, it is the lefs fur- 
prizing that, its dedication (hould alio . be 
reprefcnted as miraculous, and that St* 
Peter himfelf, five hundred years after hi& 
deceafe, fhould bie .reprefcnted by the 
monks, as doing honour to tihie new .^fa- 
bric, by performing the cerernony hun- 
jfelf. For - according tp. the legjsnd, - the 
King having ordered Mellitus to perfom* 
the ceremouy, St. Peter over-night called 
upon Edricus, a fifherman,, and defired to 
be ferried, oyer to Thorney, which hap- 
pened (o be then overflowed by the Heavy 
rains that had lately fallen ; the fiflieriftan, 
corifented, and having carried over the 
Apoftle, he faw him confecrate the churcb 
araidft a grand chorus of celeftial mu- 
fic; and a glorious appearance of heavenly^ 

lights- 
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iigbts. After which the Apofll^ retijrn-r 
ing^ difcovered himfclf to the fifhernian» 
knd bid him teU Mdlitus what he had 
heard and feen^ and a$ a proof of his 
divine mifIion> gave h\m a nuraculoi^ 
draught of falmon, sujd then affured him, 
that none of his profeflion fhould ?ver 
want that kind of hflt iijt tjy proper feafori, 
provided they made an^ftering pf the 
tenth fifh for the ufe of the new chijrch ; 
which cuilom, it ieems, was continued by ' 
the fifhermeh four hundred years after. 

This church and it$ monaftery were 
afterwards repaired and enlarged by OfFa, 
King of Mercia, but being deftroycd by 
the Pagan Danes, they were rebuilt by 
King Edgar, who endowed thetn with 
lands and manors, and in the year 969 
granted them^^many jample privileges. 

The phurch and monaftery having agaia 
iuiFered by the ravages pf the Danes, were 
again rebuilt by JEdward the ConfeiTor, 
who pulled down the old church, and 
erefted a moft magnificent pije, fpr that .age, 
in its rpom, in the fprm of a crofe, which 
afterwards Hiteame a pattern for tliat kind 
ofbviilding. The work being finiihgd in 
the year 1065, he caufed it tp be confe-^ 
crated wi0i ,the .greateft ppmp >ai>d folcm-

nity, and by feveral charters not only dMf 
firmed all its ajicient rights and privileges^ 
hut endowed if with many rich manors^ 
and additional knffiunities :• ordained that 
all its lands and poffeffioris, ftiould be fob- 
jedt to iK)ne but its own jurifdiftion, and 
the coffvcnt be free from the authority of 
theBifhop of London; and the church, by 
a bull of Pope Nicholas I. was conftituted 
the place for theinauguration of the Kings 
of England^ In Ibort, he gave it a char- 
ter of fanc^ary, in which he declares^ 
that any perfon? w^hatfoever^ let his crimes 
be ever {& great, who takes fan<ftuary in* 
that holy place, fhall be aflured of life^ 
liberty, airtd limbs, and that none of his 
minifters, nor thofe of his fufcceflbr8> fhould 
leize any of his goodg, lands or pcffcf- 
fions, onder pain of everlaftlfrg damnation,, 
and that whoever prefumed to akft contrary 
to this grant, (hould lofe his name, wor- 
fhip, dignity, and power, - and with the 
traitor Judas, be in the everlafting fire of 
hell. This was the pious language of St. 
Edward the Confeflbr, and fi-om this char- 
ter, Weftminilcr Abbey became an afyluni 
for traitors, murderers, robbers, and the 
moft abandoned mifcreants, who livfed 
there in op^ij defiance of the laws. 

. This, 
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This, and King Edward's other charters, 
tn which he recites the ridiculous ftoiy of 
its confecration by St. Peter, as above re- 
lated, its deftruftion by the Danes, the 
gr^its and privileges of his predeceflbrs, 
and thofe beftowed by hiihfelf, drew people 
thither from all parts, fo that in a fhof t 
iime there was not fufficient room in the 
Abbey church for the accommodation of 
i^e numerous iohabitants, without inccm^ 
inoding the monks ; he therefore caufed 
a church to be ereded on the nprth fide 
of the monaftery, for the ufe of the in- 
habitants, and dedicated it to St. Margaret. 

William the Conqueror* to fhew his re- 
«rd to the memory of his late iriend 
King Edward, no fooner arrived in Lon- 
<k)n, than he repaired to this church, and 
ofiered a fun^tupus pall, as a covering for 
ids tomb ; he alfo gave fifty marks of fil- 
ver, together with a very rich altar cloth, 
4Uid two caflcets of gold ; and the Chrift- 
mas following was folemnly crowned 
there, his being the firft coronation per- 
/prmed in that place. 

The next Prince who imptovod this 

^eat Virork, was Henry III. who in the 

year 1200 began to pred a new chapel 

to the bjefled Virgin; but about twenty 

J3 3 ' year* 
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years after, finding the walls an<l ftecplq 
of the old ftruftwe much decayed, hfc 
pulkd them all dow'n, with a defign tb 
enlarge, and rebufld them in a more Te- 
gular manner -, but he did not live to acr 
complilh this great work, which was not 
compleated till 1285, about fourteeii years 
after his deceafe. And this k the date df 
the building as it now ftahds. 

Abopt the year 150^1, King Henry be- 
gan that magnificent ftrudure which is 
hdw generally called by his nafne ; for this 
purpofe, he pulled down the diapd of 
Henry III. already mentioned, and an ad- 
joining houfe called the White Rofe Ta- 
vern; this chapel, like the former, he de- 
jdicatcd to the bleffed Virgin, and defign-r 
ing it for a burial place for himfelf and his 
pofterity, he carefully ordered in his will, 
that none but thofe of royal blood ihoulifj 
be permitted tq lie there. 

At length on the general fuppreffion of 
religious houfes, th^ Abbey was furr^nr 
dered to Henry VIIL by William Benfon, 
• the Abbot, and feventecn of the frionk€, 
"in the year 1539, when its revenues a- 
mounted to 3977 1. 6s. 4d. j^ per annum/'2L 
fum at leaft equal to 20,000 1. a y^r at 
prefent* Befides its fapiture, which was 

of 
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cf.lneftimahic value, it had in different 
jparts of the kingdom, no kfs than two hun- 
dred, and fixteen manors, fevehlcen ham- 
lets, and ninety-feven towns and villages. 
And tho' the Abbey was only the fecond in 
rank, yet in all other refpedts it was the 
chief in the kingdom ; and its Abbots 
liaving epifcopal jurifdidion, ' had a feat ih 
the houfe of Lords, '/' . • 

"'The 'Abbey thus diflblved, that Prince 
creifited firft into a cbll%e of fecular Canons, 
under' the government of a Dean, an ho^ 
^our which he' chofe' to confei- on the laft 
Abbot. This eftablifhment, however, was 
of no long duration, for two years after 
he converted it into a bifhopric, which was 
'dilTolved nine years* after by Edward Vf, 
\vho reftored the government by a Dean, 
[which continued till Mary's acceffion to the 
crown/ when fhe,'.in 1557, reftored it to 
^it^ ancient conventual ftate; but Queen 
J|lizabeth again ejedted' the monks, and 11\ 
' 1 560 ereded Weftnlinftcjr ' Abbey into 'a 
college, under the gbvernmeiit of a Deari, 
and twelve fecular Canons or Prebendaries, 
a Schoolmafter, Ulher, and fdrty Scholars, 
denominated the Queeh'^, to be educated 
in the liberal fciences preparatory to the 
univerlity, and to have all the necefTaries 
B 4 ' of 
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bf life, except ploathing, of which they 
were to have only a govra every year. Ta 
this foundation al(o belong chorifters, fing- 
ing-men, an organift, twelve alms-men, 
&c. 

The Abbey church, which was ftrippc4 
pf many of its decoratipns by Henry VIII. 
and was much damaged both within ancl 
without during the unhappy civil commo- 
tions that defaced the ancient beauty of 
moft of the religions houfes in this king- 
dom, has continued from the death of 
Henry VIJ. almpft to the prefent time, 
without any other confiderable repairs, and 
was gradually falling tp ruin, when the 
Parliament interpofedj, and ordered a tho- 
rough reparation at the national expence. 

This venerable fabric has been accord- 
ingly new coated o?i the outfide, except 
that part called Henry the Seventh's chapel, 
which is indeed a fep^irate building : and 
the weft end has been adorned widi two 
new ftately towers that have been lately 
rebuilt, in fuch a manner as to be thought 
equal in point pf workmanfliip to any part 
of the ancient building; but though fuch 
pains have been taken in the coating, to 
preferve the ancient Gothic grandeur, thjjt 
this church in its diftant profpedt has all

the venerable majcfty of its former ftate, 
yet the beautiful carving with which it 
was once adorned, is irretrievably loft; 
the buttrefles, once capped with turrets, 
are now made in plain pyramidical forms, 
and topped with freeftone; and the ftatucs 
of our ancient Kings that formerly ftood in 
niches, near the tops of thpfe buttrefles, are 
for the moft part renioved, and their bro- 
)cen fragnaents lodged in the roof of Henry 
the Seventh's chapeL . Three of thefe ftatues 
are ftill i]tanding neit the towers on the 
north fide, and indeed that is the only fide 
where you can take a view of the Abbey^ 
the other fide being fo incumbered with 
buildings, that even its fituation cannot be 
diftinguifhed. 

What next to the ucw towers principally 
engages the attention on the outfide, is 
the Gothic portico which leads into the 
north crofs, which by fome has been ftiled 
the Beautiful, or Solomoris Gate. This was 
probably built by Richard IL as his arms 
carved in ftone was formerly over the gate. 
It has been lately beautified, and over it is 
a new window admirably well executed. 
Befides thefe there is little in the outward 
appearance capable of engaging the atten- 
tion, 
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ixon, arid its principal be^ities ^^ to bp 
ibund fWitbin. 

The author of the work eotitlpd En^/i/ff 
ArchiteSurCj fcems to prefer thp .Oothip 
to the Grecian ajcchijtefturc, ?s;p;ioft,fuitc^ 
^ the purpofes of devotion^ ^d gives ,this 
^ifice as an in^ftanqe, " There is in it, 
>* fays he, a majeffy aqd grandeur, jt 
// Jledate^ and if we vs^iy Xo fpeak, reli- 
*> gious dignity, .which immediately ftrikes 
^f* the imagipation; and npver failed to 
/* imprels on the moft infenfible obferver, 
/* *that holy awe .which ihqul4 attend, and 
** which always difpofes itl^e .mind to de- 
/^ yotion." But this .hgly Awe, .thus me- 
chanically incited, would ^He as friendly t,o 
Paganifm as to Chriftianity ; and indeed, 
this awe is fo far from heixjg holy, th^t it 
is a thing ijjtirely diftin^S from rational 
•piety and devotion, and may be^felt with- 
,out any inclination to enter the choir. 

Indeed the multiplicity of puerije ^orna- 
ments prpfufcly laviflied, tlje ftrong and 
l)^autifttl pcrfpedivc, and that toni^nUc 
.air of grandeur io vifihle in this ilru(3:.ufe, 
dod above all. the height of the . middje ille 
at pur firft enitrance, .fill the eye,.ftrike us 
in ayery forcible manner, and at once raife 

our 
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war adnuratioQ ta^ad aftocuihmeiit . To w|u€|i 
let it be added# thurt the ranges pf vm^l* 
xafaie mpmiments ao e^h hand> fome cf 
tfaem xnoft magmfieeDft, have ^ natural 
tendency to Alike ifee OBind widi a?n linjr^ 
^common degree of fokowtity^ .^d tPrrs^ 
the moft feriOQ^ redeidibns. 

The extent jof the buUding is v<ef y cgn- 
.fid<irable; for it is 36P Jeet wi^fem tfep' 
waQs, at the iiwive it :i5 7:2 feet .bf.o^> jand 
at the crofs :ig^.

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it is worthy of obfervation, that as far « 
the gates of the choir, the pillars arc fil- 
letted with brafs, but all b^ond with 
ftone. Anfwering to the middle range of 
pillars, there are others in the wall, which 
•as they rife, fpring into femiarches, and 
are every where met in acute ai:»r5les by 
their oppofites, and meeting in the roof 
arc adorned with a variety of carvings. 
On the arches of the pillars are galleries of 
double columriS fifteen feet wide, covering 
the fide ifles, and enlightened by a middle 
range of windows, over which there is 
an upper^ range of larger windows, and 
by thefe, together with the four capital 
windows, facing the north, eaft, fouth 
and weft, the whole fabric is fo admira- 
bly enlightened, that in the day you ape 
never dazzled with its brightnefs, nor 
incommoded by its being too dark. But 
before wc leave thefe capital windows, 
which are all finely painted, it is neceffary 
to obferve, that in the great weft window 
is a curious painting of Edward III. to the 
left of which in a fmaller window i$ a 
painting of one of our Kings, fuppofed to 
be Richard II. but the colours being of a 
water blue the features of the face cannat 
bc4iftinguifticd. On the other fide the 

great 
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^€at window is a livdy rcprefentation of 
Edvidird the Confeflbr in his robes^ and 
under his feet are painted his arms. At 
the bottom of the walls between the pillars 
are fhallow niches, arched about eight or 
ten feet high, on which the arms of the 
original benefadlors are depidled, and over 
them are their titles, &c. but thefe are 
almoft all concealed by the monuments of 
the dead placed before them, many of 
which are extremely noble, and which we 
ihall particularly examine after having gone 
through the feveral parts of the edifice. 
. After viewing the open part of the 
church, the next thing to be Jben is the 
choir, which can only be done during the 
times of divine fcrvicc. The grand en- 
tran/ce into it is bv a pair of fine iron gates, 
on each fide of which is a very magnificent 
tomb. The floor is paved with the fineft 
black and white marble. The ancient 
ftalls are covered with Gothic acute arches, 
fupported by fmall iron pillars, and are 
painted purple ; but what is moft worthy 
of obfervation, is an ancient portrait near 
the pulpit, of Richard IL fitting in a gilt 
chair, dreflfed in a green veft flowered with 
gold, with gold fl:ioes powdered with pearls. 
This piece is fix feet eleven inches in leogth* 
. - and 
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and diree ktt feven inches in breadth ; but 
the lower part is much defaced. 

The next thing wortliy of d^&rvation is 
the fine altar enclos'd with a curious baluf^ 
traddy within wMch is a payement of mo-^ 
faic wdrky laid at the expence of Abbot 
Waf^9 in the year 1272, and is faid to be 
erne c^ the mofl beautiful of its kind in the 
world : the ftones of which it is cothpofed 
are porphyry, jalper, lydian and feitpeniine^ 
Th^ altar is a beaut^l piece of marUcy 
rtitejved from Whitehall, and prcfcnted to 
this church by order of her majefty Q^eh; 
AiUie. On each £de of the ahar Ace doors, 
d^&niAg itito St. Sdward's chapd. 

Of tik Jmerd Qhapeb in W^mnfter 
jtbhey. Befides that of ifcnry VIL winch, 
as we have ahre^y ob&rved^ is a fepamtc 
building, aiid wili therefore be mentioned 
by itfcif when we have finilhcd our fkcvey 
df the Abbey, there are ten d^pelsj raund 
tliat of St. Edward theOonfe^icr, which 
ftands as it wsre in the center, and^ as has 
been faid> is -iholofed in the body of the 
ehurch, at the eaft end of the choir, txehind 
the alt4r; thefe, beginning from the north 
crofs, and paffing round to the ibuth crosfe, 
are in die following order : St. Andrew's, 
6t, Michael'^, St. John the £vangcM's, 

•Iflip's 
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Mip*s chapel, St. John the Biaptift'sv -St: 
PduJ's, Heilfy the Fifth's^ $t. Nichd^'Si 
St. Edmunti's; and St. Bcnedia's. 

The Ch'dpel tf St. Edward. The firft 
fcurlofity that here fixes oUr kttention^ \% 
the ancient fhrihe erefted by Henry IIL 
upon the cahonteation of Edward King of 
England; the third of that nanie before the 
conqueft, arid the laft of the Saxon race ; 
a Prince who owed the title of Confeflbr 
and Saint, to the vaft Itims he beftowed on 
the church, kiid the fbUicitations of the 
monks, thin tto his own perfonal merit: 
for he was a bad foh, a bad hufband, and fo 
bad a kinjg;, that he (hewed greater favotir 
to dieNormians than to his own people, and 
by his folly prepared the way for tne con- 
queft. Hfetiicd in the year .1066, and was 
cafionized by Pope Alexander III. in 1 269. 
This flirine, which was once cfteemed the 
glory of England, is now much defaced 
and negletldd. It wascompofed of ftofiesof 
various colours, beautifully enriched With 
all the coft that art could devife* No 
Iborier Was it ere<fted, than the wealth bi 
the kingdom flow^d.to it from all quarters. 
Henry IIL ki the firft example, though Ho 
iafterwards made ufe of the jewels and trea- 
fure he ofiercd there, to defray the changes 

of 
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of an expedition into France v Before this 
ihrine was a lamp kept continually burn- 
ingy on one fide itood a iilver image of the 
bleiTed Virgin, which with two jewels of 
immenfe value, were preiented by Queen 
Eleanor, the wife of Henry III. on the 
other fide ftood another image of the Vir- 
gin Mary, wrought in ivory, prefented by 
Thomas Becket, Archbiftiop of Canter- 
bury. Here alfo Edward L offered the 
Scots regalia and chair, in which the kings 
of Scotland ufed to be crowned, which is 
flill preferved and ihewn to all Arangers^ 
And about the year 1280^ Alphonfo, third 
ion to the laft mentioned king, oifered 
here the golden coronet of Llewellyn, 
Prince of Wales; and other jewels ; but it 
would almoft fill a volume to enumerate 
the offerings made at this fhrine. Yet it 
is now fo ftripped as to afford no fatis- 
iadion, except to the curious; however 
ibme of the ftone-work with which it is 
adorned, is ftill to be feen. This ftone-work 
Is hollow within, and now enclofes a large 
cheft, which Mr. Keep, foon after the 
coronation of James II. found to contain 
the remains of St. Edward i for it being 
broken by accident, he difcovered a num- 
ber of bones, and turning them up, found 
z a cru- 
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k <:nuHdx5 richly ornamented and enamell'd 
with a gold chain of twenty inches long* 
both which he presented to his Majeffy^ 
who ordered the bones to be replaced in 
the old coffin^ and enclofed in a new one 
made very ftrong» and clamp'd with iron. 

On the ibutn fide of this'ihrine lies 
Editha^ daughter to Goodwyn, Earl of 
Kent^ and Queen to St. Edward, with 
whom ihe lived eighteen years, and tho* 
fhe was the moft accomplifhed woman of 
that age, confeiTed on her death-bed, that 
he fiifffered her to live and die a virgin ; 
and, as an ancient manufcript in the Cotton 
library has it, " nathelees, tho' the Kinge 
** had a w)rfe, he lived cv'moe in chuftete, 
** and clennes, wythowten any flethley 
*' dedes doynge wyth his wyfe the Quecn^ 
'* and fo dyd the Queen on her fyde/' She 
{iirvived her hufband eight years, and be- 
held all the miferies confequent upon his 
dying tyithout iffue. She was however 
treated with great re^edt by William the 
Conqueror, who a^wed her an apartment 
in the King's palace at Wincheftcr, where 
fhe died» and was interred here^ by 4iis 
cxprefs orders^ 

Near the., remains of this Princefs lie 
Vol, I. G thofc 
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thofe of Qj^en Maud, furnam'd lie Goodly 
the daughter of Malcolm Conmair, King 
of Scotland, to whom £he was e^oufed, 
in order to unite the Saxon and Norman 
lines, and. thereby to reconcile the aifec* 
tions of the EngUfh to the future Kings 
that fliould fpring from them- She died 
on the I ijth' of May 1 1 18. This excels 
lent Princefs was diftinguifhed by her ma- 
ny virtues, particularly her humility, and 
her placing her chief delight in rdieving 
the ppor. . 

On the north fide of this chapel is the 
tomb of Henry III. the pannds are of 
polifh'd porphyry, and around them is mo- 
faic work of gold and fcarlet. At the cor- 
ners of the table are twifted pillars, gilt, 
and enamell'd, and upon it is placed the ef- 
figy of that King in brafs gilt, finely exe- 
cuted. He died in 1272, aged 65, after 
a troublefome reign, of 56 years. 

At the feet of die laft mentioned Prince 
lies the effigy of Eleanor, Queen to Eid- 
wai:d L On the fides of this monument 
are engraven the arms of Caftile and Leon, 
quarterly, and thofe of Ponthieu, hang- 
ing on vines and oak-trees, and round the 
copper verge is emboflTed this infcriptioft in 
Saxon charadlers ; . .

Here lies Eleanor ^ once ^een of England^

It is remarkable, that the body of this 
Queen was only interred here, and that 
her heart was placed in the choir of the 
friars predicants in London^ 

There is alfo here a large plain coffin of 
grey marble, compofed of feven ftones^ 
four of which form the fides, two the ends, 
and one the cover. This rough unpolifhed 
tomb enclofes the body of the glorious 
King Edward I. juft mentioned, who was 
bom on the 1 7th of June 1 239. He was 
named Edward, in honour of Edward the 
Confeflbr, and afterwards furnamed Long 
Shanks, from his tall and flender habit of 
body. This brave Prince died on the 7th 
of July 1307, aged 68. 

In this chapel is a tomb of black mar- 
ble, to the memory of Philippa, the third 
daughter to William Earl of Heinault, 
and Queen to King Edward III. who be-^ 
flowed' a profufion of expence on her tomb, 
round which were placed as ornaments, 
the brazen ftatuea of no lefs than thirty 
- - C 2 lyings. 
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Kings^ Princes, aiid noble peribnages bet 
relations. 

Tho' Edward III. was interred in the 
fame grave as the Qgeen, he has a monur 
ment eredted for him adjoining to hers, 
covered with a Gothic canopy. The ef- 
figy of this Prince, who died June 21 
1 377, lies on a tomb of grey marble, and 
4it his head are placed the ihield and fword 
carried before him in France : the latter is 
feven feet long, and weighs eighteen 
pounds. This tomb was, like the former, 
furrounded with ftatues, particularly with 
thoie of his children. 

Next to this is the tomb of Richard II. 
and his Queen, over which is a canopy of 
wood, remarkable for a painting of the 
Virgin Mary and our Saviour ftill vifible. 
This Prince was murdered on Valentine's 
day 1399, and on the robing of his effigy 
are curioufly wrought, peafcod ihells open, 
and the peas out, perhaps in allufion to 
his being once in fiill poffeflion of fove- 
reignty, which before his murder, was re- 
duced to an empty title. 

Between St. Edward's flirine, and the 
tomb of Queen Philippa, under a large 
ftone, once plated witli brafs, lies the great 

Thomai 
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Thomas ofWoof^ftock, Duke of Glouceftcr, 
and uncle to the above Richard .II. who 
murdered him on the 8th of September, 
1397, for being too free and too faithful a 
monitor. 

Here is alfo a table monument in me-f 
mory of Margaret, daughter to Edward IV. 
by his Queen Elizabeth Woodville ; and 
a finall monument of black Lydian mar- 
ble finely polifhed, in memory of Elizabeth 
Tudor, the iecond daughter of Henry VIII. 
who died at three years of age. 

Henry the Fifth's ChapeU is only parted 
from St. Edward's by an iron fcreen, on 
each fide of which are ftatues as big as the 
life. His monument, which is furround- 
cd with iron rails and gates, is of black ^ 
marble, and upon it is placed his ftatue ; 
but what is very remarkable, it lies with- 
out the head. Your guides fay, that the 
body is heart of oak, and the head of beat- 
en filver; as were ajfo the fceptcr and 
other enfigns of royalty with which this 
ftatue was adorned; but that the value of 
theie occafioned their being facrilegioufly 
taken away. Thiaisby fome writers repre- 
fented at a ridiculous tale. Over this tomb 
is a chauntry chapel, in which the weapons^ 
C 3 surmouri 
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armour, and caparifons df Heniy V. wAre 
carefully laid up, and femdn to this day. 

Near this tomb lies enclofed in aft old 
wooden dbeflr, the remains of Catharine, 
daughter of Charles VI. King of France, 
and the confort of Henry V. She died 
on the 2d of January 14371 and was ho- 
Murably interred in the chapel ere(Sted by 
f^enry III. but when her grandfon Hen- 
ry VII. pulled down that to build his 
own chapel, her body was taken up, when 
the bones appeared firmly united, and 
thinly covered with flefh ; but the coffin 
being decayed, was put into a wooden 
chefl, and removed to the place where it 
is now feen. This is the account given 
by thofe who ihew this venerable dufl, the 
miferable remains of a lady of royal blood» 
and of diftinguifhed beauty. 

The Chapel of St. Andrew^ which is 
next the northern crofs, has in the center 
a magnificent monument eredted to the 
memory of Sir Francis Norris, anceftor to 
the late Sir John Norris. In the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth he diftinguifhed himfelf 
by his bravery in the Low Countries, and 
was created Lord Norris of Rycot. This 
monument has a i&ne reprefentation of an 

encamp- 
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cocampment in relief^ and is othenvi& 
beautifully ornamented ; but has no in* 
fcription. 

Againft the eaft wall is a table monu- 
ment to the memory of Sir John Burgh, 
whp was killed in 1594, in taking a large 
Spaniih fhip, kden with gold, filver and 
jewels of ineftimable value. 

In one corner is an ancient monument 
of Robert Kirton, that has feveral labels 
in black letters round his portrait, which 
rcfts upon eagles crowned. He died 0&. 3^ 
1466. 

St. Michaers Chapel has only one mo- 
nument worthy of notice, which is that 
of Sarah, Duchefs of Somerfet *, and mo- 
ther to the laft Duke of that branch of the 
family. On the bafe fit two charity boys, 
one on each fide, lamenting the lofs .of 
their great benefadrefs, who is reprefent- 
ed retting upon her arm, under a cahopy 
of ftate, and looking earneftly upon a 
group of cherubims, ifluing from the 
clouds above her. Underneath is a Latin 
infcription, enumerating her many chari- 
table foundations, and informing us that 
this excellent. Lady died on the 5th of 
September 1692. 

St. John the Evangeliji's Chapeh has ia 
C 4 the 
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liie center » curious monument to Sir 
Francis Vere, a gentleman of the firft re- 
putation for learning agd bravery^ who 
particularly diflinguxlChed himfelf at the 
battle of Newport, in which he command- 
ed in front under Prince Maurice, in the 
fervice of the States, againft the Spaniards. 
This great warrior was 30 years in the 
Dutch fervice, and in 20 of them com- 
manded the auxiliary troops of England. 
He died on the 28th of Auguft 1608, in 
the 54th year of his age. His monument 
is a table fapported by four knights kneel- 
ing, on which lie the feveral parts of a 
complete fuit of armour, and underneath 
the effigies of Sir Francis, lying, as if un- 
dreiTed, in a looie gown, on a quilt of ala- 
bafter. On the bafe is a fliort Latin in^ 
fcription in gold letters, fhewing to whom 
it belongs; that he was nephew to the 
Earl of Oxford, and Governor of Portf- 
mouth and the Brille , and that his di(^ 
confolate widow confecrated this mopu- 
rocnt to his memory, 

Clofe to the wall is a monument of Sir 
George Hollis, nephew to Sir Francis Vere, 
and a Major General under him. On, the 
pedellal is reprefented the fiege of a town 
m relief, where the principal figure is a 

General 
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General on horfeback hol4pg a battoon^ 
and having one eye blemifhed^ perhaps al- 
luding to the fic^jj^ of Newport, in which 
Sir George alfo gained great honour, and 
had a horfe killed under him. On each 
fide of this pedeftal fits a Pallas, lament- 
ing the death of the great warrior, who 
is reprefented above in the Roman habit, 
ftanding eredt upon a lofty altar, with a 
cherub fupporting the plinth on which he 
Hands. Sir George died in January 1626. 
An ingenious author fpeaking q£ dhis mo- 
nument, fiiys, that Sir Gcdtjf was tlic 
firft ered: figure fet up in the Abbey; 
** an attitude, fays lipe, which I am far 
from difeommending, for 'tis my opi- 
nion, ilatues fliould always reprefent life 
and action: ^tis peculiarly adapted to 
*• heroes, who ought never to be fuppofed 
** at reft, and fhould Jiave their charac- 
*^ ters reprefented as fltrong as poffible ! 
** this before us is bold and manly, though 
^' not chafte and elegant: 'tis finely ele- 
** vated too, and the mourning Pallafes, 
^* at the bafe of it, are both well fancied 
^^ and well applied." * 

Near Sir Francis's tomb is that of Au- 
bery de Vere, the laft Earl of Oxford of 
that name, and Lieutenant General of 

Queen 
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Qi^en AnnJ| forces, who died March i2» 
1702. 

In this chapel there amalfo ibme antique 
monuments; particularlyon the right hand, 
is that of John de Eaftney, one of the Ab- 
bots, who who was a great bfenefadror to 
this church, and died on the 4th of May 
1438. A brazen ftatue of this Abbot in 
his mafs hkbit, lies upon his tomb. It is 
remarkable, that in breaking up a grave 
about thirty years ago, his body was dis- 
covered ii^ cofHn quilted with yellow fat- 
tin, havi^|K)n a gown of crimfon iUk, 
girded round him with a black girdle ; on 
his legs were whi^ filk flockings, and 
over his face a clean napkin doubled up, 
and laid corner wife. His body and legs 
are faid to have been plump and firm, but 
his face fomewhat difcoloured. 
. There is likewife here .the monument of 
Sir John Harpeddfc, Knt. who died in 
1457. ^^ ^^^^ ^^ armour, rtifting his feet 
on a lion, and his head on a greyhound. 

St. Era/muss, or IJlifs Chapel^ has but 
two monuments worthy of notice ; the fint 
that of John Iflij^ Abbot of Weftminfter, 
the founder of this chapel, which he de- 
dicated to St. Erafmus. It is adorned 
with much carving in device^, intaglios,. 

• and 
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Knd f ebufes, alluding to the Sname of the 
founder, as a perfon flipping boughs off a 
tree ; an eye with||ke flip of thq tree ; and 
a youth Aiding from a bough, .\v*th IJltp^ 
in a label proceeding out of his mouth. In 
the middle is Iflip's tomb which is a plain 
marble table, fupported by four fmall brafs 
pillars; over it was anciently painted on 
the roof, a pidlure . of our Saviour on the 
crofs. He died in January i5iOt 

The other is the tomb of Sir Chrifl:opher 
Hatton, fon to Chriftopher Hatton, Lord 
Chancellor of England. Tl!^ principal 
figures are a jknighf In armour, and a lady 
in deep mourning refttng on the afcending 
fides of a triangular pediment, parted in 
the middle by a trunklefs helmet/ Over 
their heads is a neat piece of architedturc, 
jn thi center of which is a fcroU with 
their ^ariiis, held up by naked boys, one of 
whom holds an extihguiflied torch re- 
verfed over ^liie Knight, to fliew that Sir 
Chriftopher died firft ; the other over the 
Lady holds his torch upright and burning, 
to fignify that flie furvived him. The in- 
fcription informs us, tha't Sir Chriftopher 
died on the loth of September 16 19. ^ 

Over this chapel is a chauntry, in which 
are two, large .wainfcgt preflTes, filled with 

the 
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the cfHgics ef Princes, and others of high 
quality, interred in the Abbey. Thefe 
dHgies, 'tis faid, refeiAlied the deceafed as 
near as ^flible, and were formerly expojfed 
at the funerals of our Princes and other 
great pcrfbnages, in open chariots, with 
their proper enfigns of royalty or honour. 
Thofe here depoute^ ^re all maimed, ibme 
ftripped, and others in tattered robes ; but 
the moft ancient are tlie lead injured^ 
which feems as if the value of their cloaths 
had occa^ned this ravage ; for the robes 
of Edwara TI. that were once of crimibn 
velvet, but now appear like leather, are 
left entire ; while thofe of Qgeen ' Eliza-- 
beth and King James I. are taken away, 
as is every thing of value from all thd reft. 
St. John Baptt^'s Chapel, contains feve- 
jal monuments : one at the entrance is to 
the memory of Mrs, Mary Kendall, the 
daughter of Thonias Kendall, Efq; Ihe 
died in her thirty-third year, and her epi- 
taph informs us, that '* her many virtues 
'* rendered her every way worthy of that 
*^ clofc union and friendfhip, in which fhe 
♦^ lived with Lady Catharine Jones j and 
** in teftimony of which, fhe defired that 
*^ even their aflies, after death, might not 
i^ be divided; and therefore grderedher^ 

". m 
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** felf here to be interred^ where fhe knew 
** that excellent Lady defiened one day to 
" reft, near the grave of her beloved and 
^^ religious mother^ Elizabeth Counteis of 
« Kendall." 

Next to this is a monument ereded to the. 
memory of Col. Edward Popham, and his 
Lady> whofe ftatues in white marble ftand 
under a lofty canopy^ reiting their arms in 
a thoughtful pofture upon a marble altar^ 
on which lie the gloves of an armed 
knight. This gentleman was an adtive 
officer in Cromwell's army, and his at- 
chievements were here infirribed on his 
tomb. Upon the reftoration, the monu- 
ment was oo-dered to be demoliihed, and 
the infcription erafed ; but at the intercef- 
fion of fbme of his Lady^s relations, who 
Jiad eminently ferved his Majefly, the flone 
whereon the infcription was cut was only 
turned inwards, and no other injury done 
to his monument. 

In the midfl: of this chapel is a large 
table monument for TJhomas Cecil, Earl of 
Exeter, Baron Burleigh, Knight of the 
Garter, and Privy Counfellor to King 
James L whereon is placed his flatue lying 
down, with his Lady on his right fide,, 
and a vacant fpace on his left for another. 

The 
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The Lady on his right fide is his firft wife . 
the Lady Dorothy Nevil, daughter to the 
Lord Latimer ; and the vacant ipace was 
left for his fecond wife, Frances Bridges, of 
the noble family of Chandois ; but as the 
right fide was taken up, {he- gave exprefs 
orders in her will, not to place her effigy 
on his left, however, according to the in- 
fcription, they are all buried together in 
one vault. 

But the moft magnificent monument in 
rfiis chapel is againfl the eaft wall, where 
ftood the altar of St. John Baptifl ; this was 
eredted to the memory of Henry Carey, 
firfl coufin to Queen Elizabeth, whd, on 
being denied the honours of peerage, laid 
the difappointnient fo much to heart, that 
he languifhed for a long time on a fick bed, 
at which the Queen being moved, too late, 
created him a Baron, and ordered the pa- 
tent and robes to be laid before him, but 
without efFed:. He died on the 23d of 
July 1 596, aged feventy-two. 

Here alfo is a monument to Thomas 
^ Carey, fecond fon to the Earl of Mon- 



mouth, who is faid to have died of grief 
^ ^ in 1648, at the age of thirty-three, on ac- 
I count of the untimely fate of his royal 

mailer King Charles !• 

Here 
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Here are llSatwiCc a few antique monu- 
ment, particularly one in which the jfigure 
of a Bifliop propedy habited, lies under a 
Qothic canopy. This isi fuppofed to be 
created for Thomas Rathal, Bifhop of 
Durham, who died in 1524. 

And an ancient ftone monument for 
William of Colchefter, whofe effigies lie 
with the head fupported by an angel, and 
the feet by a lamb. 

St. Paul's Chapel J has on the left hand, 
a lofty monument eredled to the memory 
of Sir John Puckering, Knt. and Lord 
ChanceUor in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
in which office he died on the 20th of 
April 1596. His epitaph in Latin over 
his effigies, is thus trahflated : 

The publick care and laws engaged my breaft. 
To live was toilfome, but to die is reft ; 

Wealth, maces, guards, crowns, titles, things that fade. 
The prey of Time and fable Death are made. 

Virtue inspires Mbk. 

His Wife this ftatue rears to her lov'd fpoufe. 
The teft of conftancy and marriage vows. 
/ truji IJhaUfte thi Lvrd in the Land of the Living. 
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Adjoining to this monument, is mt^ 
much decay d, for Sir James Fullcrton and 
his Lady, whofe effigies lie upon it, and 
on a table of black marble is the following 
quaint inlcription : 

Here lie. the Remains df Sir J&mes Fuller- 
ton, Knt. firft Gentleman of the ,Bed- 
chamber to King Charles the Firft (Prince 
and King) a generous Rewarder of all 
Virtue, a fevere Reprover of all Vice, a 
profeft Renouncer of all Vanity. He 
was a firm Pillar to the Commonwealth^ 
^ a faithful Patron to the Catholic Church, 

a fair Pattern to the Britifti Court. He 
lived to the Welfare of his Country, to 
the Honour of his Prince, to the Glory 
of his God. He died fu//er of Faith 
than of Fear, /u/kr of Refolution than 
of Pain, Ju//er of Honour than of Days. 
There is a monument erefted to the 
memory of Sir James Brdmley, Chancellor 
to Queen Elizabeth, who died on the 12th 
of April 1587. This monument is of 
alabafter, with pillars of Lydian marble 

filt, and Sir James is reprefented lying in 
is Chancellor's habit, with his four fons 
and four daughters kneeling on the bafe. 

In the fame chapel is a plain monument 
of Sir Dudley Carlton, who for his fer- 

vices 
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vices to King James I. and King Charles I. 
was made Vifcount Dorchefter, and Secre- 
tary of State. He died on the 15th of 
February 1631, and is reprefented on his 
tomb fitting in a half rais'd pofture. 

To tlie eaft of this monument is another 
of alabafter to the memory of Frances the 
wife of Thomas RatclifFe, Earl of Suflex> 
who diftinguifhed herfelf by her humanity -^ 

and generofity, and died on the 15th of 
April 1589, She is reprefented in a re- 
cumbent pofture, refting on an embroider- 
ed cufhion, drefled in robeS, and with a 
coronet on her head. 

Next to this is the monument of Francis 
1/Ord Cottington of Han worth, who died 
on the 9th of June 1652, and of his Lady 
who died in 1633. This monument is of / 

black touchftone, and remarkably dijfiFerent 
from every other in the Abbey. Oa the 
top is a circular frame of gilt brals, en- 
clofing the buft of the Lady, and beneath 
is his Lordfhip on a table monument reft- 
ing on his left arm, and over a fatyr's head 
is the infcription in Englifh mentioning 
his Lordfliip's titles and employments. 

St. Nicholas's C/jafiel cont^ns feveral re- 
markable monuments : near the entrance is 
one of black marble, finely polifhed, to the 

Vol. L D memory 
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memory of th6 Lady Jane Clifford, youngcft 
daughter to the Duke of Someirfet, and 
wife to Charles Lord Clifford and Dungar- 
van, who died Nov. 23, 1679. This black 
monument is adorned with cherubims and 
a fcroU of alabafter, whereon is written a 
long infcription in Englifh, containing an 
account of the Lady's defcent and marriage. 

By the door on the fame fide, is a mo- 
nument of alabafter erecfted for Lady Cecil, 
the daughter of Lord Cobhara, who havr 
ing married Sir Robert Cecil, fon to Wilr 
liam Lord Burleigh, Treafurer of England* 
died in child-bed in 1591. The Latin inr 
fcription is a dialogue between herfelf and 
hulband, exprefling their mutual affeftiori. 

At ibme diftance is a magnificent temple 
of various coloured marble, erefted to the 
memory of Anne Duchefs of SomerJfet, 
V wife to Edward Duke of Somerfet, She 

died on the i6th of April 16 18, aged 
twenty-eight. The infcription i-s in Latin 
and Englifh, and contains a pgmpous dcr 
tail of the noble lineage of this great Lady, 
her alliances and ifliie. 

In this chapel is likewife a very expen- 
five monument, ered:ed by the great Lord 
Burleigh, to the memory of his wife Mil- 
dred, and their daughter the Lady Anne, 

Countefs 
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CoUntefs of Oxford, reprefenting a flitely 
temple built with porphyry, and other kinds 
of marble gilt* It is divided into two 
compartments* one elevated over the other. 
In the lower lies Lady Burleigh, in a re- 
cumbent pofture, with her daughter Lady 
Jane in her arms i and at her head and 
feet are her children and grand-children 
kneeling* In the upper compartment is 
the figure of a venerable old man, fuppofed 
to be the Lord Burleigh* on his knees, as if 
at fervent prayer. The Lady Burleigh died 
April 4, 1589, aged fixty-three, after be- 
ing forty years married* and her daughter, 
the Lady Oxford, June 5, 1588. On the 
tomb is a long Latin infcription, explaining 
the figures, and difplaying their relpeftive 
virtues and accomplifhments. 

The next monument 1 fhall mention in 
this chapel, is that of the Lady Winifrid, 
married firft to Sir Richard Sackville, Knt. 
and afterwards to John Paulet, Marquis of 
Winchefter. On the bafe are the figures of 
a Knight armed and kneeling, and facing 
him a Lady in mourning alfo on her knees; 
behind whofe back lies an infant on a bap- 
tifmal font with its head fupported by a 
pillow.

In the middle of the chapel is a fine raiied 
monument of polifhcd marble, to the memory 
of Sir George Villars and his Lady, whofe 
fon was raifed by King James L to the dig- 
nity of Duke of Buckingham. 

In this chapel are two beautiful pyramids; 
the largeft erefted to the memory of 
Nicholas Bagnal, a child of two months old, 
overlaid by his nurfe ; the other to the 
memory of Anna Sophia Harley, a child of 
a year old, daughter to the Hon. Chrifto- 
pher Harley Embafladorto the French King. 
She died in the year 1 600, and her father, 
as appears by the infcription, caufed her 
heart to beinclofed in a cup, and placed upoa 
tlie top of the pyramid. 

There are alfoin this chapel, a monument 
to the memory of the LadyElizabeth Fanes, 
and one or two others, fcarcely worth 
notice. 

' T^be Chapel of St. Edmundy has at the en- 
trance a lofty monument with Gothic fpires 
eredted to the memory of John of^Eltham, 
fecond fon to King Edward III. and fo called 
from Eltham in Kent. His ftatue in ar- 
mour is of white alabafter, the head in- 
circled by a coronet. He died in Scotland 
at nineteen years of age, unmarried, tho' 

three 
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three dlfFerent matches had been propofed ^ 

to him, the laft of which, to Mary daughter 
of Ferdinand King of Spain, he accepted, 
but lived not to confummate it. 

Next to this is a fmall table monument, 
on which lie the effigies of William of 
Windibr, and Blanch of the Tower, thefon 
and daughter of Edward III. They took 
their furnames from the places of their 
birth, and both died in their infancy. They 
are drefled in the habits of the times, the 
young Prince in a fhort doublet, of the in- ^^ 

decency of which Chaucer's parfon com- 
plains, and the Princefs in a horned head- 
drefs, which Stow fays, was frightful. 

On another tomb lies the ftatue of the 
Lady Frances, Duchefs of Suffolk, repre- 
fented drefled in her robes. She was the 
daughter of the famous Charles Brandon by 
Mary the French Queen, daughter to Henry 
VII.. and became Duchefs of Suffolk by 
marrying Henry Grey, Marquis of Dorfet, 
who, upon her father's deceafe, was created 
Duke of Suffolk. On her tomb are two in- 
fcriptions, the firfl in Latin verfe in praife 
of her virtues, and the other in Englifh, 
fhewing her different marriages. 

The next is an elegant monument of 

.white marble, erefted by John Earl of 

. D 3 Clare. 
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Clare, to the memory of his fon Francis 
Hollis, a youth of great bravery, who, 
after returning from making a campaign in 
Flanders, died on the i ath of Auguft 1622, 
aged eighteen. He is reprefented clad in 
Grecian armour, fitting on a Greek altar, 
A gopd author mentioning tlxis ftatue, fays, 
that it expreiTes more juvenUe fweetnefii 
and beauty, than any thing of the kind he 
ever faw, and that if this figure has any 
fault in charadter or defign, it is being 
placed in a languid fedentary pofture, the* 
cloathed in armour,^ and defcribed as a hero 
in his bloom ; a more fpirited attitude, he 
obferves, would have been more fuitablc to 
the perfon reprefented, would have given 
.the fl:atuary greater latitude to exert hia 
genius, and afforded more fatisfaftion to 
the Ipedlator. The epitaph on this 13 a$ 
follows J 

What fo thou haft of nature or of arts. 
Youth, beauty, ftrength, or what excelh'ng parts 
Of mind and body, letters, arms, and worth. 
His eighteen years, beyond his years brought forth 5 
Then Oand, and read thyfelf within this glals. 
How foon thefe perifti, and thy felf may pafs j 
Man*s life is meafur'd by the work, not days, 
I^Q aged floth, but a^ve youth hath praife* 
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On an altar, in the fame taftc, but differ- 
ently ornamented, fits the flatue of the Lady 
Elizabeth RufTel, the daughter of Lord 
Ruflel. This flatue is of white alabafler, 
and the Lady is reprefented in a fleeping 
poflure. Your guides fay, that fhe died 
with a prick of her finger ; but this flory 
has no other foundation, than a mifappre- 
henfion of the flatuary's defign ; for having 
reprefented her afleep, and pointing with 
her finger to a death's head under her right 
foot, it has been fuppofed, by the poiition 
of her finger pointing downwards, that it 
was bleeding, and that this had clofed her 
eyes in death ; though the artifl's defign 
fcems rather to allude to the compofed Si- 
tuation of her mind at the approach of 
death, which fhe confidered only as a pro- 
found fleep, from which. fhe was again to 
wake to a joyful refurredtion, of which the 
motto under her feet, is an evident illuflra- 
tion ; Dormity non mortua eji ; *' She is npt 
dead, but fleepeth/* The Latin infcription 
on the fcroU beneath, only tells that this 
monument was eredted to her memory by 
her afHifted fifler Anne. The device is an 
eagle, the emblem of eternity, rcfling on a 
florilege of rofes, &c. 

D 4 Withia 
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Within the iron rails that inclofe this 
laA monument, is a magnificent one to the 
memory of John Lord Ruflel, fon and heir 
to Francis Earl of Bedford, and of his young 
fon Francis, by Elizabeth the daughter of 
Sir Anthony Cook, Knt. This monument 
is of various coloured marble and alabafler, 
and is adorned with gilding. Lord Ruffel 
is reprefented lying in his robes, with his 
infant fon at his feet. His Lady, who eredted 
this tomb, was efleemed the Sappho of the 
age, and was not only an excellent poetefs, 
but miftrefs of the learned languages ; and 
five epitaphs on this tomb are of her com- 
poiition, three of which are in Latin, one 
in Greek, and the other in Englifli, which 
laft is heie tranfcribed as a fpecimen of the 
reft, that are to the fame purppfe ; 

Right noble twice, by virtue, and by birth. 
Of Heaven lov'd, and honoured en the earth : 
His country's hope, his kindred's chief delight. 
My hufband dear, more the world's fair light. 
Death hath me 'reft. But I from death will take 
. His memory, to whom this tomb I make. 
John was his name (ah, was !) wretch, mull I fay ; 
I^ord Ruflel once, now my tear-thirfiy clay. 

la 
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In this chapel is a monument partly en- 
clbfed, to the memory of Talbot Earl of 
Shrewfbury and his Lady, who are repre- 
fented lying on a black marble table fup- 
ported by an alabafter pedeftal. This 
monument is adorned with variegated 
marble finely carved. The infcription con- 
tains his titles and charafter, which is a very 
noble one, and informs us that he died on 
the 8th of February 1617, in the fifty- 
feventh year of his age. 

In this chapel are feveral other monu- 
ments, adorned in their ancient manner, 
with ftatues lying flat on the backs ; and 
alfo fome other monuments affixed to the 
walls. 

T'ie Chapel of St. BenediBy which is that 
next to the fouth-crofs, has a monument 
eredted to the memory of Lionel Cranfield 
Earl of Middlefex, Lord High Treafurer 
of England in the reign of King James I. 
This monument was erected by his relidt • 
the Lady Anne, and is of black marble, on 
which are two ftatues in a recumbent pof- 
ture, reprefcnting his Lordfhip lying in his 
robes, with his Lady. It has a long Latin 
infcription, reprefcnting his various employ- 
ments and honours, and that hefiniihcdhis 

life 
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life in a retired leifure, and died on the 6th 
of Auguft 1645, aged feventy. 

On the eaft fide, where ftood the altar 
of St. Benedicfti is a monument of various 
kinds of marble, in memory of Lady 
Frances Countefs of Hertford, who died on 
the 14th of May 1598* in the forty-fourth 
year of her age. It is of various kinds of 
marble, and the Countefs is in the old tafte 
reprefented in her robes, lying with her 
head refting on an embroidered cufhion, 
and her feet on the back of a lion. 

On the fouth fide of this chapel is a table 
monument of white marble to the memory 
of George Sprat, the fecond fon . of Dr. 
Sprat, Bifhop of Rochefter, an infant of a 
year old. 

Near it is the monument of Dr. Gabriel 

Goodman, the firft Dean of this church, 

who founded an hofpital, and inftituted a 

fchool at Rathven in Denbighfhire, where 

*he was born. He was a perfon of great 

{)iety, and was the firft who raifed the 
earned Camden from objfcurity. He is 
reprefented kneeling, in his proper hatbit. 
He died in 1601. 

Tthe Tombs in the open parts of the Abbey. 
I . At the corner of the laft mentioned 

chapel 
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chapel is a plain neat monument to the 
memory of Mr. Dryden, adorned with 00 
other ornaments than an elegant buft of 
that great poet. It was erefted by the late 
Duke of Buckingham, who thought no in- 
fcription neceffary to tranfmit the fame of 
that great poet to pofterity; we therefore 
only fee thefe few words, J. Dryden, 
born 1632, died May i, 1700. and under- 
neath, John Sheffield Duke of Bucking- 
hamfliire erefted this monument^ 1720. 

2. High on a pillar is a neat table mo- 
nument to the memory of Mrs, Martha 
Birch, who died in 1723, in the fiftieth 
year of her age. The infcription alfo in- 
forms us, that flie was daughter to Francis 
Viner, Efq; and was firft married to Franep 
Millington, Efq; and after his. death to 
Peter Birch, Prebendary of this Abbey ; 
and that ihe was pious, chafte, ai:j[d 
prudent. 

3. At a fmall diftance is a plain n^at mo- 
nument, to the memory of Abraham Cow- 
ley, on which is placed a flaming urn, begirt 
with a chaplet of laurel ; expreffive eqa- 
blems of the glory he acquired by the Ipirit 
of his writings. The Latin infcription and 
epitaph on the pedeftal have been thus 
trapiflated,

Near this place lies Abraham Cowlet, the Pin- 
dar, Horace, and Virgil of England ; and the de- 
light, ornament, and admiration of this age. 

While, facred bard, far worlds thy works proclaim. 

And you furvive in an immortal fame. 

Here may you blefs'd in pleafing quiet lie. 

To guard thy urn may hoary Faith ftand by ; 

And all thy favourite tuneful Nine repair 

To watch thy duft with a perpetual care.' 

Sacred for ever may this place be made, 

And may no defperate hand prefumet* invade 

With touch unhallowM, this religious room. 

Or dare affront thy venerable tomb ; 

Unmov'd and undiilurb'd till time (hall end. 

May Cowley's duft this marble flirine defend. 

So wifhes, and defires that wifli may be facred to pof- 
terity, George Duke of Buckingham, who erefted this 
monument Lr that incomparable man. He died in 
the forty- ninth year of his age, and was carried from 
Buckingham-houfe, with honourable pomp, his exe- 
quies being attended by perfons of illuftrious charac- 
ters of all degrees, and interred Auguft 13, 1667. 

His grave is juft before) the monument, 
as appears by a blue ftone> on which is en- 
graved his name. 

4. The 
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4. The monument of that ancient poet 
GeofFery Chaucer, was once a handfome 
one in the Gothic ftile ; but is now de- 
faced by time. Chaucer, who is ftiled the 
Father of the Englifh poets, was the fbn of 
Sir John Chaucer, a citizen of London, 
employed by Edward III. in negociations 
abroad relating to trade. He was firft a 
ftudent at Cambridge ; but afterwards 
fludied at Merton College, Oxford j and to 
perfect himfelf in the knowledge of the 
laws, entered himfelf of the Middle Temple : 
thus accomplifhed, he foon became a fa- 
vourite at court, and was employed as 
ihield- bearer to the King ; was a gentle- 
man of the bedchamber, and by Edward III. 
was fent Embaffador abroad. However, in 
the fucceeding reign he fell into diigrace, 
and was committed to the Tower for high- 
treafon, where he wrote his Teftamcnt of 
Love : but upon the death of Richard II. 
he became a greater favourite at court than 
ever, from his hiving married the great 
John of Gaunt's wife's iifter. He was born 
in 1328, and died in 1400. 

5. The plain monument of Mr. John 
Phillips, has his buft in relief, reprefented 
as in an arbour, intervoven with vines, 
laurel branches, and apple-tree$i and over 

it 
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if this motto, Honos erit hutc qiioque poM6i 
alluding to the high qualities afcribed to 
the apple, in his excellent poem called 
Cyder. He was author of but few pieces ; 
but thofe were mafterly performances* 
His Blenheim, Splendid Shilling, and Lyric 
Ode to Lord Bblingbroke on Tobacco, have 
been much admired. He was the fon of 
Dr. Stephen PhUlips, Archdeacon of Sa- 
lop, was born at Brampton in Oxfordftiire 
on the 30th of December 1676, and died 
ofa confumption at Hereford, on the 1 5th 
of^February, 1708, in the prime of his 
life. The infcription on his monument 
contains an account of his virtues and abili- 
ties, and is the ftrongeft teftimony of his 
merit, fince that alone could inipire his 
great patron Sir Simon Harcourt, Knt* 
with fuch a generous fricndfliip for him, as 
to countenance and encourage him in the 
ampleft manner when living ; and to ex- 
. tend his regard for him even after his death, 
by ereifting this monument to his memory. 
6. Next this" is Mr. Michael Drayton's 
monument. This gentleman was eftcemed 
an excellent poet, and learned antiquarian. 
The infcription and epitaph were formerly 
in gold letters ; but are now almoft oblite- 
rated, and are as follow : 

Mi- 
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Michael Drayton, Efq; a memorable Poet of his 
Age, exchanged his Laurel for a Crown of Gloiy^ 
Annp 163 1. 

Do, pious marble ! let thy Readers know 
What they, and what their Children owe 
To Drayton's Name, whofe facred duft 
We recommend unto thy truft; 

Protedl his memVy and preferve his ftory ; 

Remain a lafting Monument of his dory ; 
And when thy Ruins fhall difclaim 
To be the Treafurer of his Name : 
His Name, that cannot fade, (hall be 

An everlafting Monument to thee.* 

7. Ben Johnfon*s monument is of white 
marble, and his buft is executed with great 
happinefs and fpirit; 'tis inclofed with a 
tablature ornamented with a few proper and 
elegant decorations, confifting of emblc-r 
matical figures : and has no other itifcrip^ 
tion but the words O rare Ben Johnson ! 
This gentleman was the fon of a clergy- 
man, and educated at Weftminfter fchooU 
while Mr. Camden was Matter ; but after 
his father's death, his mother marrying a 
bricklayer, he was forced from fchool,, 
and being obliged to work for his father, 
'tis faid, that at the building of Lincoln's- 
Inn, he was fometimes feen at work with 

2 his 
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his trowel in one hand, and Horace in the 
other, iloweveri Mr. Camden having an 
efteem* for him on account of his abilities, 
recommended him to Sir Walter Raleigh- 
He attended that brave man's fon in his 
travels, and upon his return, entered him- 
felf at Cambridge ; afterw^ards he wrote a 
confiderable number of plays ; became Poet 
Laureat to King James L and died on 
the i6th of Auguft 1637, aged 63. His 
tomb was ereded by the Earl of Eflex, 
who has infcribcd his own name on the 
ftone. 

8. Spenfer's tomb is of grey marble, 
and has fiifFered greatly by time. It was 
jerefted in an age when tafte was in its in- 
fancy, in EngUpd, ai>d yet has fomething 
in it venerably plain, and not abfurdly or- 
namental. The infcription upon it is as 
follows : 

Here lies (expeding the fecond coming of 
our Saviour Chrift Jefus) the Body of 
Edmund Spenfer, the Prince of Poets in 
his time, whpfe divine Spirit needs no 
other witnefs than the works he left 
behind him. He was bom in London 
in 1 5 10, and died 1596. 
9. Above Spenfer's monument is that of 
Samuel Butler, the author of Hiidibrafs. 

By 
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By the Latin infcription, it appears, that it 
was ercdted by John Barber, Efq; Citizen 
of London, and afterwards Lord Mayor in 
1 73 1, that he who was deflitutc of all 
tnings when alive, might not want a monu- 
ment when dead. Mr. Butler was bom at 
Shernfham in Worcefterihire in 1612, and 
died at London in 1680. 

10. A plain and neat monument of 
white marble in memory of that divine poet, 
John Milton, who died in 1674. Under 
a very elegant buft made by Ryfbrack is this 
infcription : 

In the year of our Lord Chrift 1737, this 
buft of the author of Paradife Loft was 
placed here by William Benfon, Efq; one 
of the two auditors of the impreft to his 
Majefty, &c. 

1 1 . A monument erected to the memory 
of Thomas Shad well, is adorned with his 
buft crowned with a chaplet of bays, an urn, 
and other decorations. It was eredted to 
his honour by his fon Dr. Thomas Shad- 
well, and the Latin infcription informs us, 
that he was defcended from an ancient fa- 
mily in StafFordfliire; was Poet Laureat and 
Hiftoriographer-mg^e reign of King Wil- 
liam, and 'died NcT^ember 20, 1692, in 
the fifty-rfifth year of his age. This poet 

Vol. I. E was 
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was the author of feveral plays ; but falling 
under the lafh of Mr. Dryden, was fatirizcd 
by him under the character of Ogg, in the 
fccond part of his Abfalona and Achitophcl. 

12. The monument of Matthew Prior> 
is adorned with great expence. On one 
fide- of the pedcSal ftands the figure of 
Thalia, one of the Mufes, with a flute in 
her hand ; and on the other Hiftory, with 
her book ihuti between thefe flatues is 
Prior's bufl upon a raifed altar, and over itk 
^ handfome pediment, on the afcending fides 
of which are two boys, one with an hour- 
glafs in his hand run out; the other holding 
a torch reverfed. On the apex of the pedi- 
ment is an um, and on the bafe of thp 
monument is a long infcription in Latin^ 
mentioning the public pofts and employ- 
ments with which he had bebn intruiled ^ 
and above we are informed, thatwhile he was 
writing the hiftory of his own times, death 
interpofed, and broke both the thread of 
his dffcourfe and of his life, on the 1 8th 
of September 1 72 1 , in the fifty-feventh year 
of his age. 

13. The monument of St. Evremond is 
a very plain one, adorned with a buft. The 
infcription obferves, that he was of a noble 
family in Normandy, and was employed in 

the 
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the army of France, in which he rofe to 
the rank of a Marflial ; but returning to 
Holland, was frona thence invited by King 
Charles 11. into England, where he lived 
in the greateft intimacy with the King and* 
principal nobility 5 more particularly with 
theDfuchefs of Mazarine. He was of a very 
fprightly turn of humour, as well in his 
converfatipn as jvritjngs, and lived to the 
age of ninety, when he was carried off by 
a fit of the ftrangury, on the 9th of S,ep- 
tember 1703. 

14. The monument ere<fted to the me- 
mory of the immortal ^nakefpear, ^print 
of which wc have here given, is wcfthy of 
-that great dramatic w'riter, and both the 
defign and executiori are extremely ekgant. 
Upon a handiooie pedeilal ilaiids his ftatue 
in "whitQ marble in the habit of the time 
in which he lived, with one elbow leaning 
upon ^me bpols^, and his head reclined 
upon his hand, in a pofture of medita- 
tion. The iattitude, the drefs, the ihape, 
the genteel air, and fine Compofiire ob- 
fervable in this figure of Shakefpear, 
cannot be fufiicieiftly admired, and the 
beautifiil lines c£ his upon the fcroU are 
happily chofcn..^

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The cIoud-capM towers, .the gorgeous palaces. 
The (blemn temples, the great globe itfelf ; 
Yea, all which it inherits, (hall diflbive, 
And like the bafelefs fabric of a vifion, 
' Leave not a wreck behind. 

Immediately over his head upon a curi- 
ous piece of dark^coloured marole, is the 
following infcription, ill capital letters 
raifed in gold : 

GULIELMO ShAKESPEAR 

Anno Post mortem cxxiv. 
Amor Publicus posuit. 

The heads on the pedeftal reprefenting 
Henry V. Richard IIL and Queen Eliza- 
bedi, three principal chara<flers in his plays, 
are likewife proper o^iaments to grace 
his tomb. In fliort, the tafte that is here 
(hewn, does honour to thofc great names 
under whofe dire<5tion,by the public favour, 
it was fo elegantly conftrudted ; thefe were 
the Earl of Burlington, Dr, Mead, Mr. 
Pope, and Mr. Martin. It was deiigned 
by Kent, and executed, by Scheemakers; 
and the expence defrayed by the grateful 
contributions of the public. 

Mn 
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Mr. Fleetwood, then Mafter of Drury-^ 
l»ane Theatre, and Mr. Rich of Covent- 
Garden, gave each a benefit, arifing from 
one of his own plays, towards it, and the 
Dean and Chapter made a preient of the 
ground. 

15. The next monument is a very fine 
one to the memory of Nicholas Rowe, Efq; 
and his only daugnter. On a pedeftal about 
twenty inches high, which ftands on an 
altar, is a fine buft of Mr. Rowe ; near it 
is his Lady in the deepeft afflidion, and 
between both, on a pyramid behind, is a 
medalion, with the head of a young Lady 
in relief. On the front of the pedeftal is 
this infcription : 

To the memory of Nicholas Rowe, Efq; who died in 
J 7 18, aged forty-five, and of Charlotte his only 
daughter, wife of Henry Fane, £iq; who inheriting 
her father's fpirtt, and amiable in her own innocence 
and beauty, died in the ajd year of her age, 1739. 

Underneath upon the front of the altar 
are thefe lines : 

Thy reliques, Rowe ! to this fad (hrine we truft, 
And near thy Shakefpear place thy honoured buft^ 
Oh! ikill'd, next htm, to draw the tender tear.

16. Near this laft, is a fine monument 
ereiSed to the memory of Mr. John Gay, 
by the Duke and Duchefs of Queenf- 
berry, his great patrons. . His buft is 4 
very good one, and the mafks, infttuments 
of mufic, and other devices, are blended to- 
gether in a group, in allufion to the various 
foecics of writings in which he excelled, as 
farce, fatire, fable, and paftoral. The 
fhort epitaph in the front, was written by 
himfelf, and has given fome offence, as the 
fcntiment at firft view feems by no means 
proper for a monument ;

goodnefs alone can give, throughout the whole courfe 
of his life. Favourite of the Mufes, he was led by 
them to every elegant art, refined iii tafte, and 
fraught with graces all his own. In various kinds of 
poetry, (uperior to many, iilferior to none : his 
works continue to infpire what his example tatight| 
eodtempt of folly, however adorned ; deteftation of 
E 4 vice. 
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vice, however dignified j reverence of virtue, however 
diigraced. 

Charles and Catharine, Duke and Duchefs of 
Queenfberry, who loved his perfon living, and 
regret him dead, havecaufed this monument to b9 
ereded to his memory. 

17. The next is a moft magnificent, 
lofty and elegant monument, ered:edto the 
late Duke of Argyle, enclofed with rails, 
and decorated with figures finely executed. 
The ftatue of the Duke is fpirited even at 
the verge of life. On one fide of the bale 
is Pallas, and on the other Eloouence ; the 
one looking forrowfiiUy up at the principal 
figure above, and the other pathetically dif- 
playing the public lofs at his death; Above 
is the figure of Hiftory, with one hand 
holding a book, and with the other writ- 
ing on a pyramid of moft beautiful varie- 
gated marble, admirably polifhed, the name 
and titles of the Hero in large gold letters, 
JOHN DUKE OF ARGYLE AND 
GR. at which point the pen of Hiftory 
refts. ' His adions are fuppofed to be con- 
tained in the book ftie holds in her other 
handj, on the cover of which in letters of 

gold 
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gdd arc infcribcd the date of his Grace's 
death, and the years of his life. Above is 
infcribed on this beautiful pyramid in gold 
letters, the following epitaph, faid to be 
written by Paul Whitehead, Efq; 

Briton, behold, if patriot worth be dear, 
A (hrine that claims thy tributary tear : 
Silent that tongue admiring Senates beard : 
Nervelefs that arm oppofing legions fear'd : 
Norlefs, O Campbell ! thine the powVto pleafiry 
And give to grandeur all the grace of eafe. 
Lrong from thy life let kindred heroes trace 
Arts which ennoble ftill the nobleft race. 
Others may owe their future fame to me^ 
I borrow immortality from thee. 

On the bafe of the monument is this in« 
fcription : 

In memory of an honeft man, a cooftant friend, Johk 
the Great Duke of Argyle and Greenwich, a General 
and Orator exceeded by none in the age be lived* 
Sir Henry Fermer, Baronet, by hi»laft will left the 
fum of five hundred pounds towards ere&Ing this mo- 
nument, and recommended the above infcription. 

19. The monument of Ifaac Barrow, 
p. D» is remarkable for a fine buft of that 

^eat 
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great divine and mathematician, who, as 
the infcription ihews, wasChaplain to King 
Charles II. Head of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge ; Profeflbr of Geometry atGrefham 
College in London, and of Greek and Ma<- 
thematics at Cambridge. He died on the 
14th of May 1677, aged forty-feven. 

19. A table monument of white marble, 
erefted to the memory of Sir Richard Cox, 
who was tafter to Queen Elizabeth, and 
King James I. and to the latter fteward of 
the houfhold. 

20. A neat monument erefted to die 
memory of the learned Ifaac Cafaubon, by 
Dr. Moreton, Biftiop of Durham. That 
profound fcholar and critic whofe name is 
infcribed upon it, was born in France, and 
in his younger years was keeper of the royal 
library at Paris ; but at length being dif- 
fatisfied with the Romifli religion, he, up- 
on the murder of his great patron Heniy IV. 
quitted his native countty, and at die 
earneft entreaty of King James I. fetded in 
England, where he died in 16 14, aged 
forty-five. 

21. Above this laft monument, is an- 
other for John Earneft Grape, a perfon well 
fkilled in oriental learning, who is repre- 
fented as large as die life, fitting in a 

thought- 
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thoughtful pofturt upon a marble tomb^ as 
if contemplating on death- 

22. Next to the weft corner of the fouth 
crols is an ancient monument to the me- 
mory of that great antiquarian William 
Camden, who is reprefented in a half 
length, in the drefs of his time, holding a 
book in his right band, and in his left his 
gloves. He refts on an altar, on the body 
of which is a Latin infcription, which men- 
tions his indefatigaWe induftry in iUuftratr 
ing the Britiih antiquities, and his candour^ 
fincerity, and pleafant good humour in pri- 
vate life. He died Nov. 9, 1623. 

In this Ibuth crofs are feveral ftones to 
be met with on the pavement, worthy of 
notice. Among thcfe is one over the body Q 

of Thomas Parr, of tihe county of Salop, 9^r^ya/ff 
born in 1483. He lived in the reigns of 
ten Princes, King Edward IV. King 
Edward V. .King Richard III. King 
Henry VII. King Henry VIII. King 
Edward VI. Queen Mary, Queen Elizabeth, 
King James I. and King Charles I. and was 
interred here Nov. 15, 1635, aged anhuo^ 
dred and fifty-two. 

At a finall diftance from Parr, is a fmall 
white ftone, over the body of Sir WiUianj 
Davenant, who fuccceded Ben Johnfon as

Poet Laureat to King Charles L and died in 
1688, aged fixty-threc. On this ftone is 
infcribcd O rare Sir William Da- 
VENANT ! and this probably gave the 
thought of putting the like infcription on 
the monument afterwards eredted to his 
prcdeceflbr Ben Johnfbn. 

Under the pavement near Drydcn's tomb, 
lie the remains of Francis Beaumont, the 
dramatic writer, who died in London in 
March, 16 1 5, and was buried here without 
cither tomb or infcription, 

Affixed to the pillars in this fouth crofs, 
are alfo two table monuments ; which we 
ihall but juft mention, one for Samuel Bar- 
ton, D. D. a Prebendary of this church, 
who died in Sept. 17 15, aged fixty-two : 
and the other to the memory of Anthony 
Horaeck, D, D. who was bora at Witten- 
berg in Zealand, but was educated at Ox- 
ford, and became King's Divinity Profeflbr 
and Chaplain, a Prebendary of tnis church, 
and a Preacher at the Savoy. This gentle- 
man, who was remarkable for his piety, 
died of the ftone on the 30th of January, 
1696, aged fifty-fix. 

23. On entering the fouth fide, there is 
next the wall a monument eredted to the 
memory of Sophia Fairholm, Countefs of 

Anan^ 
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Anandale. It is the reprefentatioji of an 
ancient fepulchre, over which a ftatdy 
edifice is raifed, ornamented at the top 
with the family arms. She died in inc 
year 1716, aged forty-fix; and the monu- 
mental infcription informs us, that it was 
erected by her fon the Marquis of Anan- 
dale, as a mark of his duty and gratitude. 

24. The monument ef the brave Sir . 
Cloudefly Shovel, who here appears a very 
unmeaning figure, with a large ftifF wig, 
repofing himfelf upon velvet cufhions under 
acanopyof ftate; and on the bafe is repre- 
fented in has relief, the {hip Aflbciation in 
which the Admiral laft failed, ftriking 
againft a rock, with feveral others perifliing 
at the fame time, and at the top are two 
boys blowing trumpets. 

This monument has been highly cen- 
fured by allperfons of tafte,tho' it is ere<3:ed 
to his memory at great expence, and even 
by his Sovereign Queen Anne. The great 
Mr. Addifon has juftly expofcd it in the 
SpeiStators, and complains at this brave 
rough Engliih Admiral's, being here repre- 
fented by the figure of a beau; and alfo 
cenfures the infcription, which inftead of 
celebrating the many remarkable actions he 
had performed in the fervice of his country, 

onl/ 
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only informs us of the manner of his death, 
from which it was impoilible to reap any 
honour, tho' it may excite our pity. The 
infcription is as follows : 

Sir Cloudefly Shovel, Knt. Rear Admiral 
of Great Britain, and Admiral and Com- 
mander in chief of the fleet — the juft 
reward of his long and faithful fervices. 
He wasdefervedly beloved of his country, 
and eileemed, tho' dreaded by the 
enemy, who had often experienced his 
condudl and courage. Being fhip- 
wrecked on the rocks of Scylly, in his 
voyage from Toulohj, the 22d of Octo- 
ber 1707, at night, in the 57th year 
of his age. His fate was lamented by all, 
but efpecially by the feafaring part of die 
nation ; to whom he was a generous pa- 
tron, and a worthy example. His body 
was flung on the fhore, and buried with 
others in the fand ; but being foon after 
taken up, was placed under this monu- 
ment, which his royal Miflrefs had caufed 
to be ereded to commemorate his fteady 
loyalty and extraordinary virtues. 

25. The monument of George Stepney, 
Efq; has his bufl under a canopy, and two 

naked 
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naked boys weeping and holding handker- 
chiefs at their eyes. This mcmument^ 
though the materials are very rich, is al- 
lowed to be void of defign, and but poorly 
executed. The Latin infcriptions give an 
account of his virtues, his learning and 
abilities, and the many negociations in 
which he was employed at foreign courts. 
He died at Chelfea in 1706. 

26- A lofty and much more elegant 
monument for George Churchill, whofe 
merits are mentioned in a long Latin in- 
fcription, where it is faid that he was the 
fecond fon of Sir Winfton Churchill, of 
Porfetfhire, Knt. and a not unworthy bro- 
ther of John Duke of Marlborough : that 
he was early trained to military affairs, and 
ferved with great honour by fea and land, 
under King Charles IL King James IL 
King William IIL and Queen Anne : that 
he was Admiral of the Englifh fleet, at the 
burning of the French fleet at La Hogue, 
in King William's reign; and for his braveiy 
there, made one of the Commiflioners of 
the Admiralty : that in' the fucceeding reign 
he was made Admiral in chief, and died on 
the 8th of May 171 8, aged fifty-eight, 

27. Near that of Churchill's, isaftately 

monument eredled for Sir Palmes Fair- 

4 borae. 
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borne.. Two pyramids of black marble 
landing on cannon balls, have two Moorilh 
Emperors heads in profile on their tops j 
thefe pyramids arc adorned with relievos, 
on one Sir Palmes is fhot while viewing 
the encm/s lines before the town ; and on 
the other is. a hearfe and fix horfes bringing 
him ofiF wounded to the caftle. Above in 
a lofty dome are the arms of the deceafed, 
with this motto underneath, tutus si 
FORTis, and over his arms a Turk's head 
on a dagger, by way of creft, which he 
won by his valour in fighting againft that 
people in the German war. On this monu- 
ment is the following infcription : 

Sacred to the immortal memory of Sir Palmes Fair- 
borne, Knt. Governor of Tangier, in execution of 
ivbich command, he was mortally wounded by a (hot 
from the Moors, then befieging the town, in the 46th 
year of his age, 0£lober24, 1680. 

, His epitaph, wrote by Mr. Drydeh,runs 
thus : 



Ye facred reliques, which your marble keep, 
Here undifturb'd by wars, in quiet fleep : 
Difcharge the truft, which (when it was below} 
Fairborne's undaunted foul did undergo.

26. On a tabic monument enriched with 

military trophies, and raifed againft the 

wall, is the following infcription : 

To the memory of the honoured Major 

Richard Creed, who attended his Ma- 

jcfly King William the Third in all his 

wars, every where fignalizing himfelf, 

and never more himfelf than when he 

looked an enemy in the face. At the 

glorious battle of Blenheim, Ann. Dom. 

Vol. I. F ^7^4-9 
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1704,^ he commanded thofe fquadrons 
that began the attack; in two fevcral 
charges he remained imhurt; but in a 
third, after many wounds received, ftill 
valiantly fighting, he was fhot through 
the head. * His dead body was brought 
off by his brother, at the hazard of his 
own life, and buried there. To his 
memory his forrowful mother erects this 
monument, placing it near another which 
her fon, when living, ufed to look upon 
with pleafure, for the worthy mention it 
makes of that great man Edward Earl 
of Sandwich, to whom he had the ho- 
nour 'to be related, and whofe heroic 
virtues he was ambitious to imitate. 
ij. The monument of Sir John Chv- 
din, who diftinguifhed himfelf by his tra- 
vels into the eaft, is adorned with a globe, 
which exhibits a view of the different coun- 
tries he vifited, and around it are repre- 
fented a number of geographical inftru- 
ments. 

28. The monument of Sidney Earl of 
Godolphin is adorned with a buft richly 
dreffed, and has an infcription which nien- 
tions the employments and honours through 
which he paffed. He died on September 
15, 171 2, aged fixty-feven. , . 

zp. The 
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29. The next is a double monument 
Cf edted to the memory of Sir Charles Har- 
bord, and Clement Cottrel, Efq; On the 
bafe is reprefented in relievo a dreadful 
fea-fight, and on the top in a wreath of 
laurel is this infcription, " To preferve and 
unite the memory of two faitibful friends, 
who loft their lives at fea tbgether. May 
28, 1672." Thefe two young gentlemen 
both periihed in the Royal James, with 
the Earl of Sandwich, who commanded in 
that fhip as Vice- Admiral againft the Dutch 
in that memorable fight off the coaft of 
Suffex in the reign of King Charles 11. 
The Royal James being fet on fire. Sir 
Charles Harbord, firft Lieutenant, though 
he might have faved himfelf by fwimming 
as many others did, yet out of pure affec- 
tion to his Worthy Commander, chofe to 
die with him: Young Cottrel was a volun- 
teer, and after being the firft inan who had 
boarded a Dutch fhip of 70 guns, and 
pulled down her cnfign with his own 
hands, returned to the Royal James un- 
wbuhded, and . alfo periihed with his 
friends. This gentleman underftood ifeven 
languages, tho* but twenty-two years of 
age. This moving ftory is recited at large 
on the monument.

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30. A tomb ercdted to the memory of 
Anne Fielding, the firflf wife of Sir Samuel 
Morland, Knt. and Bart, chiefly remark- 
able for having two very learned infcrip- 
' tioris : the firft, in Hebrew, is to this 
cflta: : 
O thou faireft among women! O virtuous 

woman ! The hand of the Lord hath 

done this. 
The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 

away, bleffed be the name of the Lord. 

Under this is an Ethiopia infcription, 
which has been thus tranflated : 
Come let us lament over this monument^ 

raifed for thee by a beloved hufband; 

but in certain hope that thou art united 

with Chrift. 
This Lady was truly religious, virtuous, 

faithful, and, as a dove, mild and chafte; 

while flie continued in life, ftie was 

honoured, and, through mercy, is happy 

in death. 

Under the Ethiopic is this infcription in 

Englifli : 

Anne, daughter to George Fielding, Efq; 
and of Mary his wife, the truly loving 
(and as truly beloved) wife of Samuel 

Mor- 
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Morland, Knt. and Bart, died Feb. 20, 

Ann. Dom. 1679-80. 

31. Near this laft is a tomb much in the 
fame tafte, eredled to the memory of Carola 
Harfnet, the fecond wife of the fame 
Baronet, who died in child-bqd of her fe- 
cond fon, 06t. 10, 1674, in the 23d year 
of her age. Here are two infcriptions, the 
firft in Hebrew, and the other in Greek, 

which have been thus tranflated :

BlefTed be the Lord, my wife was precious : 
blefled be thy remembrance, O virtuous 
woman. 
When I think of thy mildnefs, patience, 
charity, modefty, and piety, I lament 
thee, O moft excellent creature, and 
grieve exceedingly : but not like fuch 
as have no faith ; for I believe and expedt 
the refurredtion of thofe who fleep in 
Chrift. 

32. Between the two former is a beauti- 
ful monument to the memory of John 
Smith, Efq; a fine buft in relievo of that 
gentleman, is fupported by a weeping figure 
reprefenting his daughter, both which afe 
defigned and executed with great judgment 
and fpirit. The Lady fits upon an urn^ 
which, with its bafe and a pyramid behind, 
unite the whole in a moft harmpnious and 
F 3 agreeable 
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agreeable ftilc. On the bafe is a Lathi in- 
fcription, fetting forth his defcent -^nd 
iffue. . 

33. Over the door that opens into the 
cloifters is a noble and elegant monument 
eredted for General Wade. In the center 
is a beautiful marble pillar, enriched with 
military trophies moft exquifitely wrought. 
The principal figures, are Fame pufliing 

, back Time, who is eagerly approaching to 
demolifh the pillar, with all the enfigns of 
honour, with which it is, adorned; the 
General's head is in a medalion, and the 
whole is executed with great beauty and 
elegance. The infcription underneath 
runs thus : 

To the memory of George Wade, Field- 
Marfhal of his Majefty's forces, Lieute- 
nant-General of the ordnance. Colonel 
of his Majefty's third Regiment of Dra- 
goon guards. Governor of Fort- William, 
Fort-Auguftus, and Fort-George, and 
one of his Majefty's moft honourable 
Privy Council. He died March 14, 1748, 
aged feventy-five. 

34. A plain neat monument erefted to 
the memory of Robert Cannon, D. D. 
Dean of Lincoln, and Prebendary of this 

churcbji 
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church, who died on the 28th of March 
1722, aged fifty-nine. 

35. An elegant nrronument of Mrs. 
Katharine Bovey. Faith is here reprefented 
with her book clofed, and Wifdom lament- 
ing the death of her Patronefs, between 
which is the Lady's head in relief enclofed 
in an annulet of black marble curioufly 
veined. The infcription, which is in Eng- 
lifh, gives an excellent charadrer of the 
deceas'd, who died on the 21ft of January 
1726, in the feventy-fecond year of her 
age; and informs us that Mrs. Mary Pope, 
vsrho lived with her near forty years, in per- 
feft friendfhip, erefted this monument to 
her memory. 

36. A fmall table monument to the 
memory of Mr. Henry Wharton, which is 
only remarkable an account of the diftin- 
guifhed charadier of the perfon whoft name 
is infcribed upon it. Mr. Wharton was 
Red:or of Chartham in Kent, Vicar of the 
ehurch of Minfter in the Ifle of Thanet, 
Chaplain to Archbifhop Bancroft, and 
one of the moft voluminous writers of 
his years. He died on the 3d of March 
1694, aged only thirty-one, and was fb 
univerfafly reipedied by the Bifliops and 
Clergy, that Archbifhop Tillotfoji, and fe-* 

F 4 veral 
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veral other j>relates, with a vaft body of the 
clergy, the choir and King s fcholars^ all in 
folemn proceflion attended his funeral, and 
joined in an anthem compofed on this occa- 
fion by the great Purcel. 

37. A plain neat monument eredted to 
the memory of Dr.ThomasSpratt, Bifhop of 
Rocheftcr, who died in 171 3> agedfcventy 
feven, and of his fon Mr. Thomas Spratt, 
Archdeacon of Rocheftcr, and Prebendary 
of the churches of Rochefter, Winchcfter, 
and Weftminfter, whofe remains lie near 
thofe of his father. This monument was 
created by John Friend, M. D. as a tefti- 
mony of his refpeft for thofe two worthy 
perfbnages. 

38. A monument for Sir Lumley Robin- 
fon, Bart, of Kentwell-Hall in Suffolk, 
who by an untimely death ended his life 
Aug. 6, 1684, aged thirty-fix. It is 
adorned with columns fupported by death's 
heads, and the arms upon the bafe by a 
cherub. The fides of the pediment have 
enrichments of laurel branches, &c. and on 
the top is a vafe. 

39. The monument of John Friend, 
M. D. has an admirable buft of that gentle- 
man, ftanding on a pedeftal of fine white 
veined marble, and under it is a long in-- 

fcription 
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fcription in Latin, fetting forth the diftin- 
guifhed acquirements, and great abilities of 
that eminent phyfician. 

40. Mr. Congreve's monument has an 
half length marble portrait of that gentle- 
man, placed on a pedeftal of fine Egyptian 
marble, and enriched with emblematical 
devices relating to the drama. Underneath 
is this infcription in Englifti : 

Mr. William Congreve died January 19, 
1728, aged fifty-fix, and was buried 
near this place. To whofe moft valuable 
memory this monument is fet up by 
Henrietta Duchefs of Marlborough, as 
a mark how dearly {he remembers the 
happinefs {he enjoyed in the fincerc 
friendfhip of {b worthy and honeft a man; 
whole virtue, candour and wit, gained 
him the love and efteem of the prefent 
agcj and whole writings will be the ad- 
miration of the fiiture. 

41. The monument of the Right Hon. 
James Craggs, Efcj; his {latue is reprefented 
leaning on an urn, and was one of the firft 
in the Abbey reprefented {landing. The 
inlcription, which is in golden characters, 
(hews that he was Principal Secretary of 
ftate, and a man univerfally beloved, whiqh 
is there particularly remarked, becaufe as 

he 
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he was only a fhoc-maker*s Ion, it is the 
more furprizing that in the high ftation to 
which he was raifed by his merit, he fhould 
efcape envy, and acquire the general efteem. 
He died on the ihth of February 1720. 
Upon the bafe of this monument are the 
following Unes, written by Mr. Pope : 

Statefman, yet friend to truth, of foul fincere. 
In action faithful, and in honour clear ! 
Who broke no promifc, ferv'd no private end ; 
Who gain'd no title, and who loft ho friend ; 
Ennobled by hitnfelf, by all approved ; 
Praised, wept, andhonour'dby theMufehelov'd* 

42. On the fouth fide of the great weft 
entrance is a noble monument eredted to 
the memory of the brave Captain Corn- 
wall, who after diftinguiftiing himiclf by 
his heroifm, was unhappily llain in the 
battle between the EngHfli fleet, com- 
manded by the Admirds Matthews and 
Leftock, and the French. This monu- 
ment was eredted to his honour by order 
of Parliament, and is a noble teftimony of 
the public gratitude for his diftinguiihed 
merit. On the back is a lofty pyramid of 
Egyptian marble beautifully variegated, and 
finely poliihed, ftanding on a bafe of the 

fame 
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iame marble. Upon this bafc is a rock of 
white marble, along the different parts of 
^hich run fea weeds. Near the top iftand^ 
a fine figure of Fame, placing a medalion 
of the Captain on the fummit of the rock, 
underneatn which is a naval crown, ^, 
globe, the trumpet of Fame, and other 
ornaments, and behind rifes to the top of 
the pediment a palm, entwined with a 
laureL On the other fide of the medalion 
ilands a beautiful figure of Britannia, with 
the Britifh Lion couchant at her feet. Be- 
neath, in an opening of the rock, is a La- 
tin infcription on, a fine piece of polHhed 
porphyry, mentioning Jiis defcent, and the 
jnauner of his death, which happened 
while fighting for his country, on the 3d 
of February 1743, in the 45th year of his 
age, and that the Senate of Britain confer 
crated this monument to his niempry. In 
Another opening of the rock* a little lower, 
is reprefentcd in bafs, relief a view of :lrhe 
engagement in which this ^great man pCr- 
rimed, and at the bottom of the rock oij 
the fides lie cannons, flags, apchors, &c, 
all of white marble. 

43. The next Is an elegant monupien^ 
^or Sir Thomas Hardy, Knt* On thd. 
I^ack is a lofty pyramid of a blu^ colourecj" 

jparbie, 
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marble, at the foot of which the ftatue of 
the deceafed is placed, reclining upon a 
tomb of elegant workmanfhip, witli a 
naked boy on his left fide weeping over an 
um : the enrichments round the pedeftal 
on which he ftands are juft and proper ; 
and the infcription fontains the following 
(hort hiftory of his life: 
Sir Thomas Hardy, to whofe memory 
this monument is eredted, was bred in 
the royal navy from his youth, and was 
made a Captain in 1693. 
In the expedition to Cadiz, under Sir 
George Rooke, he commanded the 
Pembroke ; and when the fleet left the 
coaft of Spain, to return to England, he 
was ordered to Lagos Bay, where he got 
intelligence of tlieSpanifh galleons being 
arrived in the harbour of Vigo, under 
convoy of feventcen French men of War: 
by his great diligence and judgment he 
joined the Englifh fleet, and gave the 
Admiral that intelligence which engaged 
him to make the beft of his way to Vigo, 
where all the aforementioned galleons 
and men of war were either taken or de- 
ftroyed. 
After the fiiccefs of that a6bion, the Ad- 
miral fent him with an account of it to 

the 
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the Queen, who ordered him a confi- 
derable prefent, and knighted him. 
Some years afterwards he was made, a Rear- 
Admiral, and received feveral other 
marks of favour and efteem from her 
Majefty, and from her Royal Confort 
Prince George of Denmark, Lord High 
Admiral of England* ' 

44. The monument of John Conduit, 
Efq; is allowed, in point of defign, to be 
not inferior to that laft mentioned, and 
there is fomething in the manner which 
(hews them both to be the workmanfhip 
of the fame hand. In the middle of 
the pyramid is a large medalion of brafs, 
round which is a Latin infcription, thus 
englifh'd, John Conduit, Master of 
THE Mint ; this medalion is fuipended by 
a cherub above, and refts on another be- 
low. This gentleriian fiicceeded his rela- 
tion the great Sir Ifaac Newton in that of- 
fice, and defired to be interred near him, 
as appears from a long Latin infcription on 
the bafe. He died May 23d, 1727, aged 
forty-nine. Catharine his wife died Jan. 
20, 1 739, and lies interred under the fame 
tomb. 

45. The monument of William Hor- 
neck, Efq; is enriched with books, plans, 

and 
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and inftraments of fortification, alluding 
to the employments of the deceafed ; who 
was chief engineer to the royal train of ar- 
titfery, and, as his itifcription informs us, 
learned the art of war under the great Duke 
of Marlborough. He died May 10 1743. 

46. The monument of Sir Godfrey 
Kneller, Knt. has a buft of Sir Godfrey 
under a canopy of ftate, the curtains of 
which are gilt and tied with golden firings, 
and on each fide the bufl is a weeping Cupid, 
one refling on a framed picture, the other 
holding a painter's pallat and pencils. This 
monument is not however much efleemed. 

On the pedeflal is a Latin infcription, 
fignifying that Sir Godfrey Kneller, Knt. 
who lies interred here. Was pdintef to 
King Charles 11. King James IL King 
William III. Queen Anne, and King 
George I. Underneath is his epitaph 
written by Mr. Pope, which has been alfo 
much cenfured : 

Kneller ! by Heav'n, and not a maftcr tauglit ? 
Whofe art was nature, and whofe pidiures thought ; 
Now for two ages having fnatch'd from fate 
Whate'er was beauteous, or whatever was great, 
Refts crown'd with Princes' honours. Poets* lays. 
Due to his merit, and brave thirfl; of praife. 

Living 
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Living, great Nature foir'd he might outvie 
Her works; and dying, fears bcrfelf may die. 

47. We come now to the monument of 
Anna Countefs Dowager of Clanrikard, 
which is adorned with excellent carvings 
and a fine ftatue of that Lady refting upon 
a tomb. The infcription gives an account 
of her defcent, marriages, and ifliie, and 
informs us, that fhe died on the 14th of 
January 1732, in the 49th year of her age, 

48. The monument of John Woodward, 
M. D. is a very beautiful one, and the 
figures moft adniirably finifhed. The head 
of the deceafed is reprefented in profile, in 
a very mafterly manner, and the Lady who 
holds it is inimitably performed. The in- 
fcription contains a panegyric on the parts 
and learning of the deceas'd^ 

49. A neat plain monument ereded to 
the memory of Heneage Twifden, a young 
hero, who fell in tlie ba|tle of Blairgnies 
in Hainault, while he was Aid de Camp to 
John Duke of Argyle, who commanded 
the right wing of the Confederate army. 
He was the feventh fon of Sir William 
Twifden, Bart, and a youth of the greateft 
expeftations; but the fortune of war put a 
flop to his rifing merit, in 170^, and ifl 
the 2'9th year of his age. 

Near 
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Near this monument arc two fmall ones 
to the memory of two of his brothers, 
Jofiah and John ; Jofiah was a Captain at 
the fiege of Agremont, near Lifle in Flan- 
ders, and was flairi by a cannon (hot in 
1708, at twenty- three years of age. John 
was a Lieutenant in the Admiral's fhip, 
under Sir Cloudefly Shovel, and periflied 
with him in 1707, aged twenty-three. 

50. A monument erefted in honour of 
Col. James Bringfield, ornamented with 
military trophies, cherubs, &c. and fur- 
rounded by a mantling enclofiqg a tablet, 
on which is infcribed the military prefer- 
ments of the deceafed, the manner of his 
death and burial, and the praifes of his 
piety and virtue. He was born at Abing- 
don in Berks, was Equerry to Prince 
George of Denmark, and Aid de Camp to 
the Great Duke of Marlborough ; but was 
killed by a cannon ball, as he was remount- 
ing his General on a frefh horfe, at the 
battle of Ramelies, May 12, 1706, and 
was interred at Barechem in Brabant, in 
the 50th year of his age. 

51. The monument of Mr. Killegrew 
has been reckoned one of the beft pieces of 
fculpture in the whole church, and what 
is remarkable, is cut out of one ftone.

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The embellifhments are diftind and very 
pi<5hirefque, and the infcriptioii, fliort, 
modeft, and foldier-like. It is as follows :

52. The next is a monument eredted to 
the memory of Mrs, Mary Bcaufby, who 
is reprefented in a devout pofture, with 
cherubs crowning her: on each fide arc 
Cupids lamenting the early decay of a vir- 
gin beauty, and underneath the arms of her 
family quarterly upheld by cherubs* On 
the bafe is the following infcription : 
Reader! whoever thou art, let the fight of 
this tomb imprint in thy mind, that the 
young and old without diftin<ftion, leave 
this world ; and therefore fail not to fe- 
cure the next. This Lady was only 
daughter and heirefs to Sir Henry Beau^ 
foy, of GuysclifFe, near Warwick, by 
the Hon. Charlotte Lane, eldeil daughr 
ter of George Lord Vifcount Lanfbo- 
- rough. She died July 12, 1-705.

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53. After pafling by a few monuments 
unworthy of notice, we come to that of 
Admiral Baker, adorned with a roftral 
* column of curioufly veined marble, deco- 
rated with the prow8 of galleys, a Medufa's 
head, and odier naval and military tro- 
phies, with this ihort infcription under- 
neath : 

To the memory of John Baker, Elq; Vice- 
Admiral of the White Squadron of the 
Britiih Fleet; who, when he command- 
ed . in the Mediterranean, died at Port 
Mahon, Nov. 10, 1716, aged fifty-fix. 
He was a brave, judicious and experi- 
enced officer; a fincere friend, and a 
true lover of his country.

54. Next to this is Mr. Prieftman^s mo- 
nument, to which is fufpendcd by a knot 
of ribbons, faftened to a column of varie- 
gated marble, a fine medalion, with the 
words Henry Priestman, Efq; round 
the head. Underneath are naval trophies 
and fea inftruments ; and upon the bafe is 
an infcription, fhewing that the.perion to 
whom this monument is eiefted, was Com- 
mander in chief of a fquadron of ihips of 
war in the reign of King Charles II. a 
Coromiflioner of the Navy, and. one of the

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Coirimlflioners lor executing the office of 
Lord High Admiral of England in the 
t^ign of King .William IIL He died. Aug, 
20, 171 2, aged 65. 

^^. The monument of Philip Carteret, 
fbn to Lord Geqrge Carteret, who died a 
King's fcholar at Weftminfter, ripe for the 
tiniverfityi ort the 19th of March 1710, 
aged nineteen* On the upper part is an 
admirable buft of this noble youth, and 
underneath a very fine figure of Time ftand- 
ing on an altar, and holding a fcroU in his 
handi wherdon is written in Sapphic verfes, 
lines to the foUdwing import^ which he is 
iijppoied to be repeating 2 

Why flows the mournful Mufc^s tear^

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56. A neat monument ercded for Ed- 
ward de Carteret, the fon of Sir Edward 
de Carteret, Gentleman Ufher to King 
Charles 11. who died on the 30th of Oc- 
tober 1677, in the eighth year of his age. 
It is ornamented with cherubs and with 
fcftoons of leaves and fruit. 

57. The monument of Thomas Lcving- 
fton, Vifcount Teviot, is decorated with 
the arms, fupporters, and creft of that 
nobleman, and with military trophies, al- 
luding to his profeffion of a foldier. On 
the face of the monument is a long infcrip- 
tion in Latin, fhewing that he was born 
in Holland, but defcended from the Leving- 
ftons in Scotland; that from his childhood 
he was trained to arms; and having attend- 
ed the Prince of Orange into Britain, as a 
Colonel of foot, rofe to the rank of a 
Lieutenant-General in the army, and Ge- 
neral of the Scotch forces, was made 
Mafter of the ordnance, and a Privy Coun- 
fellor; that he fecured Scotland to the 
King by one decifive aftion on the Spey, 
for which he was advanced to the dignity 
of a Vifcount, and that he died on the 
14th of Jan. 1 7 10, aged fixty. 

58. A handfome monument eredled for 
tl^e Lord Conftable, ornamented with a 

2 , cherub 
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cherub below, and the family arms above. 

It has this (hort infcription : 

Near this lies the Right Hon. Robert Lord 
Conftable, Vifcount Dunbar, who de- 
parted this life Nov, 23, 1714, in the 
fixty-fourth year of his age. 

59. A plain neat monument for Peter 
Heylin, D. D. and Prebendary of this 
church, who died on the 8th of May 
1 662. It is adorned with a pediment, and 
the arms of the deceafed, and contains a 
long infcription in Latin, mentioning the 
moil remarkable incidents in his life. 

60. The tomb of Charles Williams, 
Efq; adorned with very remarkable fcroll- 
^vork, and fcollopping; what is very Angular 
is, its being fupported by a death's head on 
the wings of Time. This gentleman died on 
the 29th of Auguft 1720, aged eighty-feven. 

61. A finall but elegant monument 
created to the memory of the celebrated 
Henry Purcell, Efq; well knovni by his 
admirable mufical compofitions. The in- 
fcription confifts of this fhort and com- 
prehenfive fentence : 

Here lies Henry Purcell, who left this life> 

and is gone to that bleffed place, where 

only his hanliony can be exceeded. He 

died Nov. 21, 1697, in his 37th year.

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62. The next is the monument of Wfl- 
liamCroft, Doftorinmufic. Onthepedeftal 
is an organ in has relief^ and on the top, a . 
buft of the deceafed^ 

63. The tomb of John Blow, Dodorin 
mulic, is adorned with cherabs, flowers, 
ftnd a canon in four parts fet to mufic, lu 
the center is an Engli(h infcription, by 
which it appears he was organiftjCompoferj^ 
and matter to the children in the chapel 
royal thirty-five years, and organift to mis 
Abbey fifteen years; that he was fcholar 
to Dr, .Chriftopher Gibbons 5 and mafter 
to the famous Mr. Purcell, and to moft of 
the eminent piafters of his time. He died 
06t. I. 1708, in his fiftieth year ; and hi$ 
epitaph obferves, that his own mufical com- 
pofitions, efpecially his church mufic, are 
a far nobler monument to his memory than 
any other that can be raifed to him. 

64. We come now to the neat and ele- 
gant monumeiit erefted to the memory of 
Dr. Boulter, . Archbifliop of Armagh in 
Ireland. It is of the fineft marble beautified 
with an admirable new invented poliih» 
The buft of this worthy Archbifhop is 
finely executed 5 his long flowing hair has 
all the gracefiilncfs of natuf-e, without the 
finalleft degree of that ftiffnefs which be-. 

longsr 
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longs to ftone ; and his venerable counte- 
nance ftrikes the beholder with reverence, 
Theenfigns of his dignity wherewith the 
monument is adorned, are moft exquifitely 
fine, and every part about it difcovers a 
mafterly genius in the fculptor. The in- 
fcription is inclofed in a beautiful border of 
porphyr*y, ahd is as follows : 
Dr. Hugh Boulter, late Archbifhop of Ar- 
magh, Primate of all Ireland, a Prelate 
fo eminent for the accompliflimcnts of 
his mind, the purity of his heart, and the 
excellence of his life, that it may be 
thought fuperfluous to fpecify his titles, 
recount his virtues, or even creft a mo- 
nument to his fame. His titles he not 
only deferved, but adorned ; his virtuei 
are manifeft in his good works, which 
had never dazzled the public eye, if they 
had not been too bright to be concealed^ 
and as to his fame, whofoever has any 
fehfe of merit, any reverence for piety, 
any paflion f6r his country, or any cha- 
fity for mankind, will affift in preferving 
it fair and fpotlefs, tha:t when brafs and 
marble fhall mix with the daft they 
cover, every fucceeding age may have thfe 
benefit of his illuftrious example. He 
was born Jan. 4, 1671, was confecrated 
' ; ^ ' G 4 ^ • Biflidp 
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Bifhop of Briilol, 1718, tranflated to 
the Archbifhopric of Armagh, 1723, 
and from thence to Heaven, Sept. 27^ 
1742. 

65. A plain table monument erefted to 
<be memory of Dr. Samuel Bradford, Bifhop 
of Rochcfter, who died on the 14th of 
May 173 1, in the feventy-ninth year of 
his age. It contains a long Latin infcrip- 
tion fcarce legible, furrounded with the 
arips, and proper eofigns of his feveral 
dignities. 

66. The next is a monument ere6te4 
to the memory of Richard Kane, Elq; 
Governor of Minorca, adorned with a . cu- 
rious buft of that gendeman in white 
marble, placed upon a handfome pedeftal^ 
whereon are inlcribed the moft remarkable 
paffages of his life. He was born at Down 
in Ireland, Dec, 20, 1661, In 1689 he 
firft: appeared in a military capacity at the 
memorable fiege of Derry ; and after the 
redu<9ion of Ireland, followed King Wil-^ 
liam into Flanders, where he diftinguiflied 
himfelf, particularly by his intrepid behavi-^ 
our at the fiege of Namur^ where he was 
grievoufly wounded. In 1702, he bore a 
conmiifEon in the fervice of Queen Anne^ 
a^d aililled in the expedition to Canada ; 

from 
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from whence he again returned in to Flanders, 
and fought under the Duke of Argyle and 
Greenwich, and afterwards under Lord 
Carpenter. In 17 12, he was made Sub- 
Governor of Minorca, through which ifland 
he caufed a road to be made, which had 
been thought impra6ticablc. In 1720 he 
was ordered by King George I. to the de-* 
fence of Gibraltar, where he fuftained an 
eight months fiege againft the Spaniards, 
when all hope of relief was cxtinguifhed. 
For which gallant fervice he was after- 
wards, by King George 11. rewarded with 
the government of Minorca, where he died 
Dec. 19, 1736, and was buried in the caftie 
of St. Philip. 

67. The monument of Percy Kirk, 
Efq; is adorned with a fine buft of that 
gentleman, on each fide of which is a wing- 
ed feraph, one with a dagger in his right 
hand inverted, and in his left a helmet ; 
the other rcfting on a ball, and holding iq 
his left hand a torch reverfed. The infcrip- 
tion lets us know, that he was Lieutenant-^ 
General of his Majefty's armies ; that he 
was fon to Percy Kirk, Lieutenant General 
in the reign of King James II. by the Lady 
Mary, daughter to George Howard Earl 

Pf 
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of Suffolk, and that he died Jan. i, 1741, 
^ed fifty-feven. 

68. We come now to the monument 
erected to the memory of that brave com- 
mander the Lord Aubrey Beauclerk, orna- 
mented with arms, tropnies, and naval en- 
figns, and in an oval nich on a beautiful 
pyramid of dove-coloured marble, is a fine 
buft of that young Hero. On this pyramid 
is the following hiflorical infcription : 
The Lord Aubrey Beauclerk was the 
youngefl fbn of Charles Duke of St. 
AJban§, by Diana, daughter of Aubrey 
de Vere Earl of Oxford. He went early 
to fea> and was made a commander in 
1 73 1. In 1740, he was fent upon that 
memorable expedition to Carthagena, 
under the command of Admiral Vernon, 
inhisMajefly's fhip the Prince Frederic, 
which, with three others, was ordered 
to cannonade the caftie of Boccachica. 
One of thefe being obliged to quit her 
flatlon, the Prince Frederic was expofed, 
not only to the fire from the cafUe, but 
to that of Fort St. Jofeph, and to two 
{hips that guarded the mouth of the har- 
bour, which he fuftained for many hours 
th^t day, and part of the next, with un- 
. common intrepidity. As he was giving 

hi& 
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his commands upon deck, both his legs 
were (hot off ; but fuch was his magna.- 
pimity, that he would not fuffer his 
wounds to be dreft, till he communicated 
his orders to his firft Lieutenant, which 
were, T!o fight bis Jhip to the lafi epctre-^ 
tnity. Soon after this he gave iome di- 
rections about his private affairs, and 
then refigned his foul with the dignity of 
ji Hero and a Chriftian, Thus was he 
taken off in the thirty-firfl year of his 
^g^ an illufbious copimander of fupe- 
rior fortitude and clemency, amiable in 
his pcrfon, fleady in his aifedtions, and 
equalled by few in the focialond domeflic 
virtues of politenefs/ modefly, candour^ 
and benevolence. He married the wi- 
dow of Col. Francis Alexander, a daugl>-i 
ter of Sir Henry Newton, Knt. Envoy 
Extraordinary to the Court of Florence 
and the Republic of Genoa, and Judge 
of the high court of Admiralty. 

Over his infcription is the following 
epitaph t 

Whilfl Britain boafts her Empire a'er the deep^ 
This marble (hall compel the brave to weep ; 
As men, as Britons, and as foldiers mourn : 
*'Tis (]s|}iatlers, loyaj, virtuous Bc^mclerk's um. 

Sweet 
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Sweet were his manners, as his foul was great. 
And ripe his worth, tho' immature his fate; 
Each tender grace that joy and love infpires. 
Living, he mingled with his martial fires ; 
Dying, he bid Britannia's thunder roar. 
And Spain ftill felt him, when he breath'd no more. 

69. A beautiful monument eredcd to 
the memory of Admiral Balchcn, on which 
is his buft well executed in the fineft white 
marble. The enrichments, arms and 
trophies, are admirably wrought, but in 
fattening the cable to the anchor this ex- 
cellent artift has fhewn that he is no ma- 
riner. In the front is a fine reprefentation 
of a fhip in a ftorm. The infcription is as 
follows : 

To the memory of Sir John Balchcn, Knt. 
Admiral of the White Squadron of his 
Majefly*s fleet in 1744, being fent out 
Commander in chief of the combined 
fleets of England and Holland, to cruize 
on the enemy> was on his return home 
in his Majeffy^s fhip the Vidtory, loft in 
the Channel by a violent ftorm; from 
which iad circumftance of his death we 
may learn, that neither the greateft fkill, 
judgment, or experience, joined to the 
rooft firm unihaken refolution, can refift 

the

the fury of the winds and waves; and 
we are taught from the paffages of his 
life, which were filled with great and 
gallant adions, but ever accompanied 
with adverfe gales of fortune, that the 
brave, the worthy and the good man, 
meets not always his reward in this 
world. Fifty-eight years of faithful and 
painful fervices he had pafled, when be- 
ing juft retired to the government of 
Greenwich Hofpital to wear out the re- 
mainder of his days, he was once more, 
and for the laft time, called out by his 
King and Country, whofe intereft he evef 
preferred to his own, and his unwearied 
zeal for their fervice ended only in his 
death; which weighty misfortune to his 
afflidted family became heightened by 
many aggravating circumftances attend- 
ing it; yet amicjft their grief had they 
the mournful confolation to find his gra- 
cious and royal Mafter mixing his con- 
cern with the general lamentations of the 
public, for the calamitous fate of ib zeal- 
ous, fo valiant, and fo able a Commander; 
and as a lafting memorial of the fincere 
love and efleem borne by his widow, to 
a moft afFedionate and worthy hufband, 
this honourary monument was erefted by 

her- 
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her. He was born Feb, 2> 1669, iridr-* 
ried Sufannah, daughter of CoL Aprcece 
of Waflbingly in die County of Hun- 
tingdon. Died Oa. 7, 1744, leaving 
one fon arid one daughter, the former of 
whom, George Balchen, formed him 
but a fhort time ; for being i fent to the 
Weft Indies in 1745, Commander of his 
Majefty's fhip the Pembroke, he died in 
Barbadoes in December the fame year^ 
aged 28, having walked in the fteps, and 
imitated the virtue and bravery of hifi 
good, but unfortunate father. 
70. A noble and elegant monument 
created in honour of General Gucft. It is 
adorned with a pyramid and bafe of the 
moft beautiful Egyptian porphyry, orna- 
mented with the fineft enrichments, and 
on the latter is an admirable buft of the 
General of white? marble. The whole is 
executed in the moft delicate and mifterly 
manner. It has this fhort> but appofitc 
infcription : 

Sacred'to thofe virtues that adorn aChfiftian 
and a Soldier, this marble perpetuates^ 
the memory of Lieut. Gen. Jofliua Gueft^ 
who clofed a fervice of fixty years by 
faithfully defending Edinburgh caftle 
againft the Rebels, I745< 

71. The 
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71. The next worthy of notice is the 
elegant monument of Sir Charles Wager. 
The principal figure here is that of Fame 
holding a portrait of Sir Charles in relief, 
which is alfo fupported by an infant Her- 
cules. The enrichments are naval tro- 
phies, iriftruraents of war and navigation. 
Sec. on the bafe is/reprefented in relief the 
'deftroying and taking of the Spanifh gal- 
■ leons in 1708. Theinfcription is as follows : 

To the memory of ISir Charles Wager, Knt. 

Admiral of the White, firfl: CommiiTiGner of the A'dmiraltr, 

And Privy Gounfellor: 

A^ man of great natural talents. 

Who l)ore the hJgheft commands, .

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72* The next tomb in the Abb^ that 
demands our attention, is that erected to 
the memory of John Mollis Duke of New- 
caftle, by his daughter the Countef^ of Ox- 
.ford. This is perhaps the loftieft and moft 
coftly of any in the Abbey. A pediment 
is fupported by beautiful columns of varie- 
gated marble. The Duke is reprefented 
refting upon a fepulchral monument, hold- 
ing in his right hand a General's ftafF, and 
in his left a ducal coronet. On one fide 
the bafe ftands a ftatue of Wifdom, on the 
other, of Sincerity. On the angles of the 
iipper compartment fit angels, and on the 
afcending fides of the pediment fit two 
cherubs, one with an hour-glafs, alluding 
to the admeafurement of man's life by grains 
of fand; the other pointing upwards, where 
life fhall no longer be meafured by hours 
and minutes. On the bafe is an infcription 
.enumerating his Grace's tides, and feve- 
ral employments ; his marriage and ifliie 1 
and informing us that he was born Jan. 9, 
1661-2, anddiedjuly 15, 1711.. * 

73. The monument of William Caven- 
difh Duke of Ncwcaftle is alfc very pomp- 
ous, Iwit is in the old tafte. Under a rich., 
canopy of ftate lifi» 03 the infcription ex- 
prefles it, ^^ The loyal Duke of Ncwcaftle, 

'' and 
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** and his Duchefe, his fecand wife> by 
" whom he had no ifliie 2 her name was 
'^ Margaret Lucas, youngeft fifter to I^rdv 
*' Lucas of Colchefter, a noble family ; Tor 
" all the brothers were valiant^ and all the 
'* lifters virtuous- The Duchefs was a 
** wife, witty, and learned Lady, which 
'* her many books do well teftijfy; She was 
" a moft virtuous, and a loving and care- 
" fill wife, and was with her Lord all thfe 
'* time of his banifhment and miferies ; 
** and when he came home, never ^ parted 
" from him in his folitary retirements/* 
This is the Englifh infcription. The Latin 
gives his titles and employments ; and ob- 
serves, that for his fidelity to King Charles I. 
he was made Captain-General of the forces 
raifcd for his fervice in the North, fought 
mahy battles, and generally came off vifto- 
rious ; but that when the rebels prevailed 
(being one of the firft defigned a facrifice) 
he left his eftate, and endured a long exile/ 
It then gives his iffue by his firft wife, and 
concludes with obferving, that he died 
Dec. 27, 1676, in his eighty-fourth year. 

74. On the adjoining pillar is a neat 
tablet, on which is this infcription : 

Vol. L H Grace, 
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Grace, cldcft daughter of Sir Thomas Mauleverer of 
Allerton Mauleverer in Yorkshire, Bart, bom 1622, 
married unto Col. Scott, a member of the Hon. Houfe 
of Commons 1644, and died Feb. 24, 1645. 

He that will give my Grace but what is hers, 

Muft fay her death has not 

Made only her dear Scott, 
But Virtue, Worth, and Sweetncfs, widowers. 

75. The monument of Dame Mary James 
is neatly ornamented with an um, wreath- 
ed and crowned with a Vifcount's coronet, 
on a handibme pedeftal. The infcription 
obferves that this Lady was wife to Sir 
John James, qf the ancient family of the 
Lords of Hoftrick in Holland, and that (he 
died Nov. 6, 1667. 

76. A magnificent and elegant monu- 
ment of white marble to the memory of Sir 
Peter Warren, done by Roubiliac. Clofe 
to the wall is a large flag hanging to the 
flag-ftafF, and ipreading in very natural 
folds behind the whole monument. Before 
it is a fine figure of Hercules placing Sir 
Peter's buft on its pedeftal ; and on the 
other fide, Vid:ory, with a laurel wreath 
in her hand, is feated gazing on the buft 
with a look of melancholy mixed with

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aiirfiiralioh. Behind her a Cornucopia potirs- 
bat fruity eorn> the fleece^ &c, ancj by it 
is a cannon^ an Anchor^ and other de«ora- 
tidnSi The infcription is as follows:

']j. The monument infcribed to the 
memory of Sir Gilbert Lort, of Stackpolc 
in Pembrokefliire, who died Sept. 19, 1698, 
was erefted to his memory by his fifter 
Dame Elizabeth Campbell of Calder 'in 
Scotland. The author oif Hhe Review of 
the public buildings, &c. obferves, that the 
two boys here placed on each fide a little 
tomb, are in a very pretty tafte, and a per- 
fedt contraft to each other ; one reprefent- 
ing paflionate, exclamatory grief, and the 
other ftill and filent ; and adds, '* 'Tis pi^* 
^* they are divided by fo bad an ornament 
** in the middle: had they leaned on a 
fingle urn, which, in the antique tafte, 
might have been fuppofed to hold liis 
afhes, they would have had a fine efFedt, 
and challenged more admiration than 
many a more pompous and expenfivepile/' 

78. The 
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78. The monument ere<ftcd to Hugh 
Chamberlayne, M. D. was fome years ago^ 
cfteemed one of the beft pieces in ihe 
Abbey; but fome of the later monuments 
greatly exceed it^ The principal figure 
lies, as it were, at eafe, upon a tomb ftone, 
leaning upon his right arm, with his hand 
upon his night cap, and his head uncover- 
ed. In his left hand, he holds a book, to 
/hew his intenfe application to ftudy. On 
each fide are the emblems of Phyfic and 
Longevity; and over his head, is Fame de- 
fcending with a trumpet in one hand, and 

a wream in the other. On the top are 
weeping cherubs, and on the pedeftal a long 
Latin infcription, which mentions his great 
knowledge and induftry in his profeffion, 
his humanity in relieving the fick, and his 
affinities and connexions in fecial and pri- 
vate life. He died June 17, 1728, aged 
fixty-fbur. 

79. The tomb of Almericus de Courcy, 
Baron of Kinfale, in Ireland, is ornamented 
with the figure of his Lordfliip in armour, 
repofing hunfelf after the fatigues of an ac- 
tive life, under a gilded canopy. The in- 
fcription (hews, that he was defpended 
from the famous John de Courcy, Earl of 
Ulftcr, who in the reign of King John, in 

H 3 con- 
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confideradon of his great valour, obtained 
^^the ^traordinary privilege for him and hia 
hoffs, of being covered in the King's pre- 
fence, Almericus de Courcy died Feb. 9, 
I719, aged fifty-feven* 

80. The monument of Sir Thopias 
Puppa is adorned with flowers and foliage, 
and on the top with an urn wreathed. The 
infcription fhews, that Sir Thomas in his 
youth waited upon King Charles 11. when 
Prince of Wales, and at length became Gen-s 
tleman Ufher of the Black Rod> in which 
office, he died April 25, 1 694, aged y^, 

81, We come now to a monument that 
has been much admired, and as much cen-? 
fured, that of Dame Elizabeth Carteret, 
who died on the 26th of March, 171 7, 
aged fifty-two. This Lady is reprefentcd 
fpringing upwards, with only one foot fixed 
to the earth, and a little winged feraph de^ 
icending to receive her ; but the di^ropor- 
tions are fo great between them, that one 
cannot help thinking, that it is much more 
likely flie fliould puU the aerial meflenger 
down, than he raife her one inch from the 
ground ; but what is ilill worfe, her atti- 
tude is fuch, that it is impoffible ihc fhould 
know that he is coming to give her a lifit, 
Bdowher hovering on the bafe, is another 

of 
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of thefc heavenly fpirits unfolding a very in- 
diflferent epitaph. 

82. We c;pme now^ to the grand^gnd^ 
magnificent monument of the great Sir' 
Ifaac Newton, whofe Itatue is formed re- 
cumbent, leaning his right arm on four 
folios^ thus titled Divinity, Chronolo- 
gy, Optics, and Phil: prin: math: and 
pointing to a fcroll fupported by cherubs. 
Over him is a large globe projedting from a 
pyramid behind, whereon is delineated the 
courfe of the comet in 1680, with the 
figns, conftellations and planets. On this 
globe fits the figure of Aftronomy, with her 
book clofcd, in a very thoughtful compof- 
cd and penfive mood. Beneath the principal 
figure is a very fine bas relief, reprefenting 
the various labours in which Sir Ifaac 
chiefly employed his time : fuch as difcover- 
ing die caufe of gravitation, fettling the 
principles of light and colours, and reduc- 
ing the coinage to a determined ftandard. 
The infcription on the pedeftal is in Latin, 
fliort, but fuU of meaning, intimating, that 
by a Ipirit nearly divine, he folvcd on prin- 
ciples of his own, the motion and figure of 
the planets, the path? of the comets, and 
the ebbing and flowing of the fea ; that he 
difcovered the diflimularity of the rays of 
H4 light. 
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light, and the properties of colours from 
thence arifing, wnich none but himfelf 
^adcver dreamt of ; that he was a dUigcnt, 
wife and faithful interpreter of nature, an- 
tiquity, and the holy fcriptures; that by his 
philofophy he maintained the dignity of the 
Supreme Being ; and by the purity of his 
life, the fimplicity of the gofpcl; and it 
concludes with a joft exclamation, What 
reafon have mortals to pride themfelves in 
the cxiftence of fo great an ornament to the 
human race! He was born Dec. 25, 1642, 
and died in 1726. 

So noble a monument erefted to real 
merit, is a greater honour to the nation than 
to the great genius for whom it Was raifed ; 
in this light it is viewed by all Europe. 

83. On the other fide of the entrance 
into the choir is another lofty and pompous 
monuments This laft was erefted to the 
memory of Earl Stanhope, who is alfo repre- 
fcnted leaning upon his arm in a recumbent 
pofture, holding ir\his right hand a Gene- 
ral's ftafF, and in his left a parchment fcroll. 
Before him ftands a cupid refting ,upon a 
fhield. Over a martial tent fits Minerva, 
holding in her right hand a javelin, and in 
the other a fcroll. Behind is a flender pyra* 
mid, Oo the middle of the pedeftal are 

two

two medalions, and on each fide the pilaP 
ters one. In (hort, under the principal 
figure is a Latin infcription, diiplayingjhe' 
merits of this great man, as a foldier, a 
ftatefinan, and a fenator: obferving, that in 
1707, he concluded an advantageous peace 
with Spain ; and the fame year was fent 
Embaflador to Charles IIL In 1708, he 
took PortMahon : In 171 o, he forced his 
way to the gates of Madrid, and took pof- 
feflion of that capital : In 171 5, being of 
the Secret Committee, he impeached the 
DukeofOrmond. In 171 7 he was made 
firft Commiflioner of the treafury, and 
Chancdlor of the exchequer ; and in July 
following was created a Peer. He died 
in 1 72 1, in the fbrty-fevcnth year of his 
age. 

84. Mr. Thynne's monument has always 
been efteemed a very fine one. That gentle- 
man is reprefented dying, and at his feet is 
a boy weeping. Underneath on a table of 
black marble in white ktters is this fhort 
infcription: 
Thomas Thynne of Longleate in Com. 

Wilts, Efq; who was barbaroufly miw- 

dered on Sunday the 1 2th of February, 

1682. 

And 
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And upon the pedcftal the ftory of his 
murder is finely reprefented in relief. 
^ This laft obfervation makes it neceflaiy 
to give the particulars of this murder, which 
we fhall do from a very accurate, tho' fmall 
work, from which we have obtained con- 
ifderable affiftance in the defcription of 
many things relating to the Abbey. The 
above murder was confpired by Count 
Koningfmark, and executed by three aflaf- 
fins hired for that purpofe, who fhot this 
unhappy gentleman in Pali-Mall, in his 
own coach. The motive was, to obtain 
the rich heirefs of Northumberland in mar- 
riage, who in her infancy had been be- 
trothed to the Earl of Ogle, but left a widow 
before cpnfummation ; and afterwards mar- 
ried to Mr. Thynne; but being fcarce fif- 
teen, and her mother ejctremely tender of 
her, and at the fame time defirous of her 
having ifliie, prevailed upon her hu{b^d to 
travel another year before he bedded her, 
in which time ihe became acquainted with 
Koningfmark at the Court of Hanover. 
Whether fhe had ever given him any coun- 
tenance is uncertain i but having no grounds 
to hope to ol tain her while her huiband 
lived, he in this villainous manneif accom- 
plifhed his death ; the Lady, however, de- 

tefted 
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tefted this bafe and inhuman condudl, and 
ibon after married the great Duke of Somer-^ 
fet. — At the time this happened, a report 
was fpread that Mr. Thynne had formerly 
{debauched a. woman of family and charac- 
ter, on honourable pretences ; but upon 
his uncle's leaving him 10,000 1. a year; 
he bafely defertcd her j whence arofe the? 
faying, that Jbe badefcaped his misfortune^ if 
he had either married the Lady he bad lain 
withy or lain with the Lady be had married^ 
But we do not pretend to infinuate that 
there was any truth in this fliory. It niay 
probably be only a cruel piece of defama-* 
tion. Hijiorical Dejcription of JVeJiminJier-r 
Abbey. 

85. The monument of Dame GracQ 
Gethin, is ornamented with a figure of a 
Lady devoutly kneeling, with a book in 
her right hand, and her left on her breafti 
on each fide is an angel, one holding over 
her head a crown, and the other a cbaplet; 
and on the afcending fides of the pediment, 
are two female figures in a mournful pbA 
ture. It is adorned with three different 
coats of family arms, and on the bafe is an 
Enjglifti inlcription,, which alfo lets us know 
j^af: fhe was married to Sir Richard Qethin 
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of Gethin Grott ijo Ireland ; was famed for 
her exemplary piety, and wrote a book of 
devotions, which Mr. Corigreve has com* 
plimented with a poem. She died 0€t. 1 1, 
1697, aged twenty-one. 

86. A monument eredted to the memory 
of two fifters,the daughters of Ralph Freke 
of Hanningtonin Wilts, Efq; whofe bufts 
in relief ornament the fides. The infcrip- 
tion obierves, that the ddeft, named Eliza- 
beth, was married to Percey Freke of Weft 
Bilney in Norfolk, and died on the 7th of 
April 1714 ; that Judith the youngeft mar- 
ried Robert Auftin of Teuterden in Kent, 
and died May 19, 1716 : and that they 
were both the beft of daughters, the beft 
of wives, and the beft of mothers. 

87. A large monument of black marble 
creded to the memory of Sir Thomas 
Richardfon, Lord Chief Juftice of England 
in the reign of King Charles I. He died 
in 1634, and his tomb is adorned with his 
effigy in brafs, lying in his robes, and his 
collar of SS. 

88. An ancient monument raifed to the 
memory of William Thynne of Botterville, 
Efq; it is of marble and alabafter gilt, 
and is adorned with the ftatue of that 

gen- 
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gentleman lying at fiill length. The in- 
fcription informs us, that he was a polite 
gentleman, a great traveller, and a brave 
foldier, and that he died on the 14 th of 
March 1584. ^ 

89. A very handfome nionument erefted 
for that learned granimarian Dr. Bufby, 
matter of Weftminft6r fchool ; who is re- 
prelented in his gown, looking earnefUy at 
the infcription ; holding in his right hand a 
pen, and in his left a book open. Upon 
the pedeftal underneath ^re a variety of 
books, and at the top is his family arms. 
The infcription is a very elegant one, and 
intimates whatibever fame the fchool of 
Weftminfter boafts, and whatever advan- 
tages mankind fhaU reap from thence in fu- 
ture times, are all principally owing to the 
wife inftitutions of this gentleman, who 
was born at Lutton in Lincolnfhire, Sept. 
22, 1606, and after being made Mafter of 
Weftminfter college was eled:ed Prebendary 
of Weftminfter, and Treafurer of Wells. He 
died April 5, 1695. 

90.The next monument, is that erefted to 
the memory of Robert South, D. D. who 
is reprefented in a recumbent pofture in his 
canonical habit, with his arm refting on a 
cufliion, and his right hand on a death's 
head. In his left he holds a book with his 

finger 
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finger between the leaves, as if juft clofed 
from reading, and over his head is a group 
of cherubs i5uing from a mantling. This 
monument is however very badly executed, 
and the ftatue is clumfy and unmeaning. 
It has a long Latin infcription, fhewing that 
this celebrated divine was fcholar to Dr^ 
Bufby, and ftudent at Chrift Church, Ox- 
ford ; that by the patronage of the Lord 
Clarendon he was made Prebendary both of 
Weftminfter and Chrift Church, and after- 
wards redor of Iflip, where he rebuilt the 
parfohage hoiife, and founded and endowed 
a fchool for the education of poor children* 
He died on the 8th of July 1718^ aged 
eighty-two. 

The Monuments in the Cloijiers. The mofi 
ancient of thefe are towards the eaft end 
of the fouth walk, where lie the remains 
of four Abbots marked in the pavement 
by four ftones. 

The firft of thefe covers die AbbotVitales, 
who died in 1082, and was formerly cover-* 
ed with brafs plates. 

The fecond is of grey marble^ to the 
memory of GeilebertusCrifpinus, who died 
in 1 1 14, and whofe effigies may ftill he 
traced on the ftone. 

Under the third, which is a raifed ftond 
gf Suflex marble, lies the Abbot Laurentius^ 

2 who 
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who died in 1 176, and is faid to be the firft 
who obtained from Pope Alexander III. the 
privilege of ufing the mitre, ring and globe. 
The laft is of black marble, and covers 
the aihes of Gervafius de Blois, who was 
natural fon to King Stephen, and died in 
1 166. This is called Long Meg, from its 
extraordinary length, it being eleven feet 
eight inches. All thefe feem to have had 
their names and dates cut afrefh. 

In the eaft walk is a handfbme monu- 
ment erefted to the memory of Daniel Pul- 
teney, Efq; facing thofe of the above Ab- 
bots; the infcription on which is much ad- 
mired for the purity of the didion, and 
its propriety and elegance, and is as follows: 
Reader, 
If thou art a Br iton. 
Behold diis tomb with reverence and regret. 
Here lieth the remains of 
Daniel Pulteney, 
TTic kindcft relation, the trueft friend. 
The warmeft patriot, the worthieft man 5 
He cxercifed virtues in this age. 
Sufficient to have diftinguiflied him even in the beft. 
Sagacious by nature, 
Induftrious by habit, 
Inquifitive with art. 
He gain'd a compleat knowledge of the ftate of Britaint, 

Foreien and domeftic. 

In 
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In iliofl the backward fruit of tedious etptntnc^. 
In him the early acquifition of undiffipatcd youth* 

He ferved the court feveral years : 

Abroad in the aufpicious reign of Queen Anne, 

At home^ in the reign of that excellent Prince K. George the Firll. 

He fervcd his country always. 

At court independent, 

In the fenate unbiafsM, 

At every age, and in every ftation : 

This was the bent of his generous foul. 

This was the bufinefs of his laborious life. 

Public men, and public things. 

He judged by one conftant ftandard, 

Thi true inter f^ of Britain ; 

He made no odier diftin£tion of party. 

He abhorred all other : 

Gentle^ humane, difinterefted, beneficent. 

He created no enemies on his own account : 

Firm, determined, inflexible. 

He feared none he could create in the caufe of Britain*

In tl^it misfortune of thy country, lament thy own ; 

For know 

The lofi of fo much private virtue 

Is a public calamity. 

Almoft at the end of the north eaft walk 
is a monument againft the Abbey wall to the 
memory of the Rev. Mr. William Laurence, 

the 
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the infcription on which is remarkable for 
its quaintnefs^ and is as follows : 

With diligence and truft exemplary^ 
Did William Laurence ferve a Prebendary j 
And for his pains, now paft, before not loft, 
GainM this remembrance at his matter's coft. 
O ! read thefe lines again, you feidom find 
A fervant faithful, and his matter kind. 
Short-hand he wrote, bis flower in prime did fade, ' 
And hatty death fliort hand of him hath made. 
Well couth he numbers, and well me^fur'd land. 
Thus doth he now that ground whereon we ttand. 
Whereon he lies fo geometrical. 
Art maketh fome, but thus will Nature all.

Henry the Seventh's ChapeL As this is 
a feparate building from Weftminfter Ab- 
bey, we did not think proper to confound 
it with the other chapels^ and as it is joindd 
to the Abbey, we did not chufe to render 
it io diflind: an article as it would have 
been, had we given it the place it would 
have demanded in the order of the alpha- 
bet. It is to be examined at the fame 
time with that edifice, and we have follow- 
ed the example of the architedt iq uniting 
them. 

Vol. L I Thi$ 
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This chapel, which was founded by 
Henry VII. in the year 1502, and. the 
iiicceeding years, is ftyled by Leland the 
wonder of the world. It is fituated to the 
call of the Abbey, to which it is fo neatly 
joined, that on a fuperficial view it appears 
to be one and the fame building. It is 
fupported by fourtefen Gothic buttrefles, 
all beautifully ornamented, and projecting 
from the building in different angles, and 
is enlightened by a double range of win- 
dows that throw the light into fuch a 
happy difpofition as at once to pleajfe the 
eye, and afford a kind of folemn gloom. 
Thefe buttreffes extend up to the roof, and 
are made to ftrengthen it by their being 
crowned with Gothic arches. In thefe 
buttrefles are niches, in which formerly 
flood a number of ftatues; but thefe being 
greatly decayed, have been long taken 
down. 

This chapel is one of the rnpfl expen- 
five remains of the ancient Englifh tafle 
and magnificence ; there is no looking up- 
on it without admiration : yet, perhaps, its 
beauty confifts much more eminently in 
the MTorkmanfhip than the contrivance. 
The plate fhews the outfide, where it joins 
to the Abbey, and gives fome idea of the 
, • fine 
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fine taftc of Gothic architedlure in that 
age, which ieems to have been its rheridiani 
but it foon fell into the bad tafte pradifed 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth, as may be^ 
feen in the tomb of this Queen and h^r 
predeceflbr in the fide ifles of this chapel. 

This may be fufficient for the outfi^e of 
this edifice, the entrance to which is from the 
eaft end of the Abbey, by a flight of fleps 
of black marble, under a very noble arch, 
that leads to the gates opening to the body 
or nave of the chapel : for, like a cathedral 
it is divided into a nave and fide ifles, to 
which you may enter by a door on each 
hand- The gates at the entrance of the 
nave are of brafs curioufly wrought in the 
m^imtr of frame work, and have in every 
other open pannel a role and portcullis al- 
ternately. 

Being entered, the eye is naturally di- 
rected to the lofty ceiling, in the moft ad- 
mirable manner wrought with fuch an 
aftonifhing variety of figures as is impoflible 
to be deicribed. The flails on each fide are 
of oak, with Gothic canopies, mofl beauti- 
iully carved, as are alfo the feats -, and the 
pavement is of black and white marble, 
laid at the charge of Dr. Killigrew, once 
Prebendary of this Abbey, The eaft view 
I 2 from 



from the entrance prefcnts you with 4ic 
brafs chapel and tomb of the founder^ 
which will be hereafter defcribed, and 
round it where the eaft end forms a femi- 
tircle, are the chapels of the Dtfkes of 
Buckingham and Richmond. At that end 
the fide illcs open to the nave. It muft 
hot be omitted, that the walls both of the 
nave and the fide ifles are adorned with 
the moft curious imagery imaginable, and 
contain an hundred and twenty flatues of 
patriarchs, faints, martyrs and confeflTorSy 
under which are angels fupporting impe- 
rial crowns, befides innumerable fmall ones, 
all of them efteemed fo curiouS, that the 
beft mafter^ are faid to have travelled from 
abroad to copy them. The roof of the 
fide ifles is flattifh, and fupported on archeJs 
between the nave and fide ifles turning 
upon twelve fl:ately Gothic pillars, curioufly 
adorned with figures, fruitage and foliage. 
The windows, beficks a fpacious one at 
the eaft end, are thirteen on each fide 
above and as many below, and were for- 
merly painted, having in each pane a white 
rofe, the badge of the houfe of Lancafter, 
an i^ the initial letter of the founder's name, 
or portculllfes crowned, the badge of the 
Beaufort's family, of which there arc fome 
now remaining. 

2 This 
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Thl^ chapel was originally defigned as a 
fepulchre appropriated folely to tlie ufe of 
thofe of royal blood; and fo far has the will 
of the founder been obferved, that none 
have been yet interred there, but thofe of 
high quality, whofe defcent miy generally 
be traced from fome of our ancient Kings ; 
I fhall therefore mention each of thefe 
tombs, beginning with that which is the 
moft ancient, as well as the moil aftonifh- 
ing. 

It has been already obferved, that In the 
middle of the eaft end of the nave is fitu- 
ated the magnificent tomb of Henry VII. 
this is enclofed with a fcreen of caft brafs, 
moft admirably defigned, and executed ; 
this fcreen is nineteen feet in length, elevea 
in breadth, and the fame in height. It is 
ornamented with ftatues, of which thofe on- 
ly of St. James, St- Bartholomew, St. George, 
and St. Edward, are now remaining ; and 
alfo adorned with other devices alluding to 
King Henry the Seventh's family i as port- 
cullifes, fignifying his relation to the Beau- 
fort's by his mother's fide ; rofes twifted 
andcrqwned, in memory of the union of the 
two houfes of Lancafter and York, by his 
marriage ; and at each end a crown in a 
bufh, alluding to the crown of Richard III. 
found in a hawthorn bu(h, near Bofworth 
I 3 field. 
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field, where the famous battle was fought 
in which Richard loft his life. Within the 
rails are the effigies of the royal pair, in 
their robes of ftate, ,on a tomb of black 
marble, the head whereof is fupported by a 
red dragon the enfign of Cadwalladar, from 
whom King Henry VII. was fond of trac- 
ing his defcent, and the foot by an 
angel. 

At the head of this tomb lie the remains 
of Edward -VL grandfon to Henry VIL 
who died in the (ixteenth year of his age, 
and the feventh of his reigm A fine monu- 
ment was:, eredted to his memory by Queen 
Mary, hisfifter and fucceflbr; it was adorn- 
ed with curious fculpturc reprefenting the 
paflion and refurreftion of our Saviour ; 
with two angels on the top kneeling; and 
the whole elegantly finifhed 5 but it was 
afterwards demolifhed as a rclidt of Popifh 
fuperftition. 

On one fide of Henry the Seventh's tomb 
in a fmall chapel, in which is the monu- 
ment of Lewis Stuart Duke of Richmond, 
and Frances his wife ; whofe ftatues in caft 
brafs are reprefented lying on a marble table 
under a canopy of brafs curioufly wrought, 
and fupported by the figures of Faith, Hope, 
Charity, and Prudence j and on the top is 

a figure 
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a figure of Fame, taking her flight, and 
refting only on her toe. 

On the north fide of Henry the Seventh's 
totpb is a monument decorated with feveral 
emblematical figures in brafs gilt ; the prin- 
cipal is Neptune in a penfive pofture with 
his trident reverfed, and Mars with his 
head crufhed ; thefe fupport the tomb on 
which lie the effigies of George Villars 
Duke of Buckingham, the great favourite 
of King James I. and King Charles I. who 
fell a facrifice to the national refentment 
by the hand of Felton. His Grace married 
Catharine, daughter to the Earl of Rut- 
land, who eredted this monpracnt to his 
n^emory, and lies in effigy on the fame 
tomb by his fide. The Latin infcription, 
after recounting his noble qualities, and 
high tides, alludes to the ftory of his 
death. 

Of a later date, and fuperior in point 
of defign and workman{hip,*is a noble 
monument erefted to the rhemory of John 
Sheffield Duke of Bjickingham,' where his 
Grace's ftatue ii> a JRoman habit, is laid in 
a half raifed pofture on an altar of fine 
marble : his Duchefs is repr.^enteikftand-' 
ing at his feet weeping. On eacji fide are 
military trophies -, and over all an admir- 
I 4 able 
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able figure of Time holding fcveral medal- 
lions reprcfenting the heads of their Graces 
children. This monument is very jufliy: 
admired. It has been obietved; that the 
Duke hinofelf appears the principal figure 
in the group, and though he lies, in a re- 
cunibeht pofture, and his Lady is in tfii^ 
moil beautifiU manner placed at his feet^ 
yet her figure is fo charafterized, as to be 
only a guide to his, and both refleft back 
a beauty on each other. The decora- 
tions are allowed to be extremely pi6tu- 
refque and elegant; the trophies at his head^ 
the figure of Time above, with the medal- 
lions of his children, fill up all the fpaces 
with fuch propriety, that little could be 
added, and nothing appears fuperflubus. 
The infcription fets forth the Duke of Buck- 
ingham's pofts, and his qualifications as a 
|;ood poet, and a fine writer ; and over bis 
ftatue is inicribed in Latin fentences to t)ie 
following purpofe : 

I lived dpubtful, not difToIute. 

I die unrefolved, not unrefigned. 

Ignorance and error are incident to human nature. 

I tnift in an Almighty and All-good God« 

Tl^oju j^ing of Kings have mercy upon me* 

And 
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And underneath : 
For my King often, for my Country always. 
•His Grace died in the 57th year of his age, Feb. 24, 
1720, leaving the publication of his works to the 
^are of Mr. Pope. He had three wives; the firft, 
. Uriiila,Covnte6 of Coventry ; the fecond, Catharine, 
Countefi of Qainfborough ; the third, Catharine, 
Countefi of An^Iefej. 

In this Ifle there is a lofty p3^amid fup- 
port^d by two griffins of gilt brafs, on a pe- 
deftal of the moft curious marble, ereded 
to the memory of Charles Montague, 
Marquis of Halifax, ion to George Mon- 
tague of Horton. He was placed at the 
iiead of the treafury in the reign of King 
Charles I. and undertaking die reformation 
of the coin, which was then moft infa- 
moufly clipped, he reftored it to its proper 
value. For this, and other public fervices, 
he was firft created Baron, and then Mar- 
quis of Halifax. 

Againft the eaft wall at the end of the 
north ifle is a monument in the form of a 
beautiful altar, raifedby King Charles II. to 
the meijioiy of Edward V. and his brother 
Richard, on which is an infcription in Latin, 
to the following purport ; 

Here 
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Here lie the rcliques of Edward V. King of 
England, and Richard Duke of York, 
who being confined in the Tower, and 
there ftifled with pillows, were privately 
and meanly buried, by order of their 
perfidious uncle Richard the Ufurper. 
Their bones, long enquired after, and 
wifhcd for, after lying two hundred and 
one years in the rubbifh of the flairs, 
lately leading to the chapel of the White 
Tower, were on the 17th of July 1674, 
by undoubted proofs difcovered ; being 
buried deep in that place. Ch?u-les IL 
pitying their unhappy fate, ordered thcfe 
unfortunate Princes to be laid amoAgft 
the reliques of their predeceflbrs, in toe 
year 1678, and the 2odi of his reign. 
At the eafl end of the fame iHe is a vault 
in which are depofited the bodies of King 
James I. and Anne his Queen, daughter 
to Frederic IL King of Denmark. 

Over this vault is a fmall tomb adorned 
with the figure of a<:hild,ered:ed to theme- 
mory of Mary the third daughter of Jamcsl. 
who was born at Greenwich in 1605, and 
died at two years old. 

There is alfo another nK)nument on 
which is the reprefentation of a child in a 
cradle, ereded to the memory of Sophia, 

the

ihe fourth daughterof the fame King, who 
was born at Greenwich in 1606, and died 
three days after. 

In the fame ifle is a lofty monument- 
eteiaed to the memory of Queen Elizabeth 
by King James I. her fucceflbr. The inr- 
fcription reprefents her charafter, high de- 
fcent, iand the memorable afts of her glori- 
ous reign, " That iht was the mother of 
** her country, and die patronefs of reli- 
" gion and learning; was herfelf ikilled in 
" many languages, adorned with every ex- 
** cellence of mind and perfbn, and endow- 
" cd with princely virtues beyond her fex : 
** ^atin her reign religion was refined to 
" its original purity 5 peace was eftabliiGbicd ; 
^* memcy reftoted to its juft valuer domeftic 
*• iniurrediorts quelled ; France delivered 
'* from inteftine troubles ; the Nedierlands 
** fiipported ; the Spanifh Armada defeat- 
^* ed ; Ireland, altooft loft by the fecret 
** contrivances of Spain, recovered ; dae 
** revenues of both univerfiti©B iiiiproved 
** by a law of pr6Vifions ; and, in fhott, 
^* all England enriched. That /he was a 
" moft prudent Governefs, forty-five year's 
^' a virtuous and triumphant Qjieen 1 truly 

religious, and bleft in all her great affairs; 

and that after a eaim and re%ned death 

'' in 
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^* in the 70th year of her age, fhc lt£t 
** her motrtal part to be depofited in this 
*' church, which (he eftablifhcd upon 

a new footing, till by the word of Chrift 

fhe is called to immortality/' She died 
March 24, 1602. 

In the fouth ifle is a lofty and pompous 
tomb ered:ed to the mcnK)ry of Mary Queen 
of Scots, the mother of King James I. who 
flying into England from her rebellious 
fubjedts, was takra prifoner, tried and con- 
demned for confpirine the death of Queen 
Elizabeth, and on the 8th of February 
1587, beheaded on a fcaffold ereAed in 
the hall of Fotheringhay Caftle> in Nortl^- 
amptonfliire. She was afterwards ponoH* 
poufly interred by order of Queen Elizabeth, 
in the cathedral church of Peterborough ; 
but upon the acceflion of her fon, to the 
throne of England, he ordered her renudns 
to be removed from thence, and placed 
near this monument. 

Near th©^ laft monument is a tomb en- 
cloied with iron rails, on which lies a Lady 
alfo finely robed, the effigies of Margaret 
Douglas, daughter of Margaret Queen of 
Scots by the Earl of Angus. Her fon the 
Lord Daraely, father to King James I. is 
rcprefented foremofl:.on the tomb kneeling, 

with 
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with the crown over his head, and there 
are feven other of her children reprefented 
found the tomb. This great Lady, though 
ihe herielf never fat on the throne, had, 
according to the Englifh infcription. King 
Edward IV. to her great grandfather; 
Henry Vn. to her grandfather; Henry VIII. 
to her uncle; Edward VI. to her couiin 
german ; James V. of Scotland to her bro- 
ther; Henry I. of Scotland to her fon; 
James VI. to her brother. Having to her 
great grandmother and grandmother twa 
Queens, both named Elizabeth; to her 
mother, Margaret Queen of Scots ; to her 
aunt,Mary the French Queen; to her coufins 
german, Mary and Elizabeth Queens o£ 
England ; and to her niece and daughter- 
in-law, Mary Queen of Scots. This great 
Lady died March 10, 1577. 

In the fbuth fide is likewife the monu- 
ment of Margaret Countefs of Richmond, 
mother to Henry VIL by her firft huf- 
band Henry Tudor. She was afterwards 
married to Humphry Stafford, a younger 
fon to Humphry Duke of Buckingham, 
and at laft to Thomas Lord Stanley, Earl 
of Derby ; but by the two laft had no 
children. The infcription mentions the 
charities of this humane and generous 

Princefs, 
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Piiocefe,, particulariy h^r founding two 
colkges tt Oxlord^ Chrifl Qiurch and St. 
John's; and a grammar fchool at Wia- 
boisme. She died in July 1509, in the 
reign of her grandfon Henry VIII. 

At the eaft end of this tfle is the royal 
vault of King Charles II. King William III. 
Queen Mary his Coniprt^ Queen Anne, and 
Prince George- 

Over thefe royal Perfonages are their 
effigies (except that of Prince George) in 
wainfcot fKtd3es; they are of wax work 
refembling life, and dreflfed in iheir coro- 
nation robes. 

Another wainfcot prefs is placed at di? 
corner of the great eaft window, in which 
is the effigy of the Lady Maiy Duohefe of 
•Richmond, daughter to James Dnke of 
Richmond and Lepojc, dreffed in the very 
•robes rher Grace wore at tbe coronation of 
.Queen Anne. 

On leaving this ;ifle you will be fhewn 
in another wainfcot prefs the effigies of 
General Monk, who had a great fhare in 
the reftoration of King Charles II. to 
the throne of England, and was interred in 
a vault appropriated to* him and his family. 
He is reprefented in armour, and his > duc^l 
cap is generally made ufe of by thofe who 

fhew 
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Ihew tKis chapel, to redeive die bounty of 
thofe who vifit it ; thcfe^ perfons having 
fio fhare of the money paid for feeing it. 

Thus have wc given a defcription of 
every thing remarkable in the Abbey, and 
-rhat venerable pile adjoining to it, called 
^enry the Seventh's chapel; we have men- 
tioned and defcribedtbe monuments in both 
that are worthy of notice, and we (hall con- 
clude this article with the fc^owing reflec- 
tions, extraded frc»n an ingenious writer, 
on this iubje<a. 

" However amiable fame may be to the 
living, *tis certain no advantage to the 
dead, whatever dangers they have dar- 
ed, whatever toils they have under- 
gone, whatever difficulties they have fur- 
mounted ; the grave is deaf to the voice 
of applaufe,and theduft of the noble and 
vulgar deep in the fame obfcurity toge- 
** ther. 'Tis poffible the confcious fpirit 
** may have an idea of the honour that is 
paid to hisafhes; but 'tis rriuch more, 
probable, that the profped: of this ima- 
ginary glory, while he lived among us, 
** was all the pleafure it ever could afford 
** him, I makethisobfervation, becaufe 
" -moft monuments are faid to beerefted 
^* as an honour to the dead, and the living 
** are fuppofedto be the leaft concerned in 

** them: 
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•* them : hut one man's fame is made thtf 
** foundation of another*s, in the fame man- 
** ner with the gentleman's^ who ordered 
** this fentgnce to be made his epitaph i 
*• Here lies Sir Philip Sidney's 
" FRIEND. Some there are that mention 
** only the names of the pcrfons whofe 
** dull they cover, and preferve a noble fi- 
** lence with regard to the hand that raifed 
** them ; but even here, the dead can re- 
** ceive no benefit jfrom fuch difinterefted 
** afFeiStion; but the living niay profit much 
** by fo noble, an example. Another thing 
** that difpleafes me is the mannef^ of the 
** infcriptions, which fi-equently miftakc 
** the very defign of engraving diem, and 
** as fi-equendy give the lie to themfclves. 
** To pore one's felf blind in gueffing out 
** Mterna Memorue facramj is a jeft, that 
** would make Hcraclitus laugh ; and yet 
*' moft of them begin in that pompous 
** tafte, without the leaft rcfledion that 
** brafs and marble can t preferve them fi"om 
** the tooth of Time ; and if men's adtions 
** have not guarded their reputations^ the 
** proudeft monument would flatter in vain. 
** Sepulchral monuments fhould be always 
** confidered as the laft public tribute paid 
** to virtue i as a proof of our regard fcr 

** noble 
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** hobl& characters, and molt particularly 
" as an excitement to others to emulate the 
" great example. 

** It is certain there is not a nobler a- 
" mUfement, than a walk in Weftminfter 
" Abbey, among the tombs of heroes, 
" patriots^ poets, and philofophers; you are 
" fufrounded with the (hades of your great 
" forefathers ; you feel the influence of 
" their venerable fociety, and grow fond of 
** fame and virtue in the contemplation : 
** 'tis the fineft fchool of morality, and the 
" moft beautiful flatterer df imagination in 
** nature, I appeal to any man's mind that 
" has any tafte for what is fublime and 
" noble, for a witnefs to the pleafure he 
" experiences on this occafion ; and I dare 
*' believe he will acknowledge, that there is 
" no entertainment (b various, or fo in- 
" ftruftive. For my own part*, I have 
" fpent many an hour of pleafing melan- 
" choly in its venerable walks ; and have 
^* been more delighted with the folemn 
" converfation of the dead, than the moft 
" (prightly fallies of the living. I have 
" examined the characters that were in-* 
" fcribed before me, and diftinguifhed 
" every particular Virtue. The monuments 
'* of real famcj I have viewed with real 

Vol. I. K "refpeft; 
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" reiped; but the piles that wanted ^ 
*' charadter to excufe them, I confidereci 
*' as the monuments of folly. I have wan- 
** dered with pleafure into the moft gloomy 
** recefles of this laft refort of grandeur, to 
'* contemplate human life, and trace maii- 
'* kind diro' all the wildernefs of their 
^ frailties and misfortunes, from their cradles 
** to their grave. I have reflefted on the 
** fhortnefs of our duration here, and that 
** I was but one of the millions who had 
** been employed in the fame maimer, in 
** ruminating on the trophies of mortality 
** before me ; that I muft moulder to dull 
in the fame manner, and quit the fcene 
to a new generation, without leaving 
** the fliadow of my exiftence behind me; 
" that this huge fabric, this facred repofi- 
*' tory of fame and grandeur, would only 
** be the ftage for the fame performances ; 
** would receive new acceffions of noble 
** duft ; would be adorned with other fe- 
** pulchresofcoft and magnificence; would 
** be crouded with fucceffive admirers; and 
** at laft, by the unavoidable clecays of time, 
** bury the whole colledtion of antiquities 
" in general obfcurity, and be the monu- 
•* ment of its own ruin/* 
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Abbots Lang.ley; a village InHertford- 
fhire, fituatcd to the eaft of Kings Langley, 
and three or four miles to the S. W. of 
St. Alban's, to whofe abbey it once be- 
longed. It is famous for being the birth 
place of Nicholas Breakipeare, who was 
made Pope by the title of Adrian IV. and 
had his ftirrup held by the Emperor Fre- 
deric while he diftnounted : but notwith- 
ftahding his pride, it is a ftill more indeli- 
ble ftain to his memory, that whtn Sove- 
reign Pontiff, he fuffer d his mother to 
be maintained by the alms of the church 
of Canterbury. This place gives the title 
of Baron to the Lord Raymond, who has 
a feat in this neighbourhood. 

Abbs Court, in the parifh of Walton up- 
on Thames in Surry. The Lord of this 
Manor, which is alio called Aps, ufed 
formerly upon All-Saints Day to give a 
barrel of beer, and a quarter of corn baked 
into loaves, to as many poor as came.. 
This charity was begun in the days of 
Popery, in order, as 'tis fuppofed, to en-, 
courage the prayers for deliverance of 
fouls out of purgatory.

But virhat is moft remarkable, is, that the 
Lord of the Manor held it in the reign of 
Henry III. by the fervice of making his 
Majefty a mefs of pottage in an earthen 
pot in the King's kitchen at his corona- 
tion; and fo late as the cpronation of 
King Charles II. Thomas Leigh, Efq; 
then Lord of the Manor, made a mefs ac-^ 
cording to his tenure, and brought it to 
his Majefty's table, when that King ac- 
cepted of his fervice, though he did not 
tafte what he had prepared.

Admiralty court. This court, which is 
held in Dodtors Commons, was formerly 
under the direction of the Lord High Ad- 
miral, as it is now under the Lords of ^o 
Admiralty, who here take cognifance of 
all paufes relating to merchants and mari- 
K 3 ners. 
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ners. The proceedings are in the Civil 
» Law. The plaintifFgives iecurity to pro- 
fecute, and if caft, to pay what fhall be ad- 
judged, and likewife to ftand to all his 
prodlor fhall tranfaA in his name. But 
in criminal cafes, as the trial of pirates, 
. and crimes committed at fea, the procefs, 

• by a fpecial commiffion, is by a judge, 
jury and witnejSes, a Judge of the Com- 
mon Law afliftijcig : on which occafion the 
court is commonly held at the Seffion- 

• houfe in the Old Bailey. The officers of 
this court are the Judge of the Admiralty, 

. who mufl be a Civilian, an Advocate and 
Prod:or, a Regifler, and a Marfhal, who 
carries a filver oar before the Judge. 

Admiralty office ^ an edifice built with 
brick and flone, on the wefl fide of the 

^ flreet, oppofite to Scotland yard. The 
cafl front, which is that reprefented in the 
print, has two deep wings, and is entered 
by a very lofty portico fupported by four 
very large flone columns of the Ionic Or- 
der, to which there is an afcent by a few 
fteps. 

The importance of this building is what 
recommends it to notice. The portico, 
which was intended as an ornament, ra- 

., ther difgufls than pleafes, by the imjcno^ 

derate 
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derate height ajrid ill (hape of the columns. 
In this office arc tranfaded all martime 
affairs belonging to the jurifdidiion of the 
Admiralty, who here regulate the affairs 
of the navy; nominate Admirals, Cap- 
tainsy artd other officers to ferve oij board 
his Majefly's (hips of War, and give orders 
for the trial of thofe who have failed in 
their duty, or been guilty of other irregu- 
larities.

Adscomb, in Surry near Croydon, is the 
feat of William Draper, Efq; the paint- 
ings and furniture of which are fine.

Affidavit ojiccy in Symond's inn. Thi^ 
office belongs to the Mafters in Chancery, 
where one or more of them conftantly at- 
tend to take affidavits, and there all affi- 
davits belonging to the Court of Chancery 
are filed. 

African Companv. The Englifli firft 
fent (hips to Africa on account of com- 
merce about the year 1553, from which 
time the trade to that country was carried 
on by private hands till 1588, when Queen 
Elizabeth, by her letters patent, eredted a 
cpmpaay, for the more effectual promoting 
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of that trade, which then was only fhr 
gold, elephants teeth, and Guinea pepper; 
fot the ufe of negroes was not yet intro- 
duced into America. 

This company was greatly encouraged 
during the reigns of James I. and Charles L 
but the Dutch taking feveral forts on 
the coaft of Africa from the Portuguefe, 
committed great depredations on the Eng*- 
lifh, upoa which Charies 11. the better 
to enable his fubjed:s to carry on that 
trade, incorporated a body of merchants, 
in the year 1662, by the title of ^be 
Company of Royal Adventurers of England 
io Africa : but the fubfcriptions for carry-^ 
ing on this precarious commerce not an- 
iweringthe expectation of the incorporated 
pierchants, they were foon involved in 
debt, and reduced to fuch difficulties as 
rendered them unable to continue their 
trade to advantage ; wherefore they agreed 
for a certain fum, to furrender their 
charter to the crown, and to affign all 
their eftates and effeds both at home and 
abroad to certain merchants, who intended 
to eredt a new company, for the more efr 
feftual carrying on a trade to Africa: 
thefe merchants the King incorporated in 
the year 1672, and thefe were the Royal 

Africa^ 
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African company, who had a power to 
trade from the port of Sallee, to the Cape 
of Good Hope, exclufive of all the King s 
other fubjeds, during the term of a thou- 
fand years. , 

By virtue of this royal grant, the 
company made a confiderable progrefs in 
erefting forts, and fettling fad:ors : but 
their trade being laid open by parliament 
in the year 1697, they were rendered un- 
able to fupport their forts, it was there^ 
fore enafted, that all private traders to' 
Africa fhould pay ten per cent, to the 
company for that purpofe. 

This duty did not however anfwer the 
end for which it was granted, and the 
company was obliged to apply to parlia- 
ment in the year 1730 for relief, when 
they obtained a certain fum for that pur- 
pofe, and it was enadled that all his Ma- 
jefty's fubjed:s treading to and from Af- 
rica, between Cape Blanco and the Cape 
of Good Hope, fhould hereafter be deemed 
a body corporate, and that all the coun- 
tries, iflands, rivers and places, together 
with the forts, fhould be in the pof- 
feflion of this new company ; the mem- 
bers of which fhould not trade to or from 
Africa in their joint capacity, have any 

joint 
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joint or transferabk flock, or borrow 
money on their conunon feal. That the 
pcrfons trading or intending to trade to 
Africa, fhould pay to the Chamberlain 
of London, the Clerk of the Merchants- 
hall inBriflol, or the Town Ckrk of Liver- 
pool, 40S. each for thefrcedom of the new 
company. That the management of the 
affairs of this new company, fhould be 
under the dire<9ion of a committee of 
nine perfons, to be chofen annually, three 
out of the members in the city of Lon- 
don, three out of thofe of Briflol, and 
three out of thofe of Liverpool, That 
this conmiittee fhould have power to 
make orders for the government and im- 
provement of the forts and faftories ; to 
appoint governors, and other officers civil 
and military ; to receive annually the 
fum of 40 s. and to take a lift of the names 
of all the perfons making payment. 

It is alfo ena(3:ed, that the committee 
ihall once a year give an account of all 
their tranfadlions to the CommifTioners for 
trade and plantations, and likewife lay 
before the CurfitORBaron of theExchequer, 
an account, upon oath, of all the money 
they have received within the preced- 
ing year, aiid the application thereof; 

and 
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^nd the J^ords of the Admiralty arc to 
give inilru(ftions.tp the Captains of fuch 
of his ]Vlaje%'s fhips of war as (hall 
be ftatioued or ordered to cruiz? within 
the above limits, to infpe<3:, and make 
report to them from time to time of 
the ftate of the forts and fettjeipents, 
copies of which are to be laid before 
the parliament every feflions. 

This is the ftate at prefenjt of this 
company, who keep their Office in 
Cooper s court, Cornhill.

St. Al ban's, a large and very ancient 
town in Hertfordfliire, 21 miles from 
London, was fo called from St. Alban, 
who fufFered in the perfecution under 

Dioclefiah, 
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Dioclefian, and being afterwards cano- 
nized, and interred on a hill in the neigh- 
bourhood of this town, a monaftery was 
credled and dedicated to him by King 
Offa, King Edward I. erefted a magni- 
ficent crofs in memory of Queen Eleanor^ 
and King Edward VI. incorporated this 
town by a charter, granting the inhabi- 
tants aMayor, a Steward, a Chamberlain^ 
and ten Burgeffes : but the Mayor and 
Steward are here the only JufHces of peace. 
Here are three churches, befides the an- 
cient cathedral called St. Alban's, belong- 
ing to the monaftery, which is now a 
parifh church. 

In this ancient edifice is a fiineral 
monument and efiigies of King- OiFa, its 
founder, who is reprefented feated on his 
throne ; and underneath is the following^ 
infcription : 

Fundator Ecclefiae circa annum 793. 
Quem male depi£tum, et refidentem cernitis alte 
Sublimem folio, Mercius Off a fuit. 

That is. 

The founder of the churchy about the year 793. 
Whom you behold ill-painted on his throne 
Sublime^ tt^as once far Mercian Off a known.

On the caft fide flood the flirlne of St.* 
Alban, where the following fhort infcrip- , 
tion is ftill to be feen ; 
S. Albanus Verolamensis, Anglo- 
rum Protomartyr, 17 Junii 293. 

In the fouth ifle near the above fhrinc 
is the monument of Humphry, brother 
to King Henry V. commonly diftinguifli- 
ed by the tide of the Good Duke of 
Gloucefter. It is adorned with a ducal 
coronet, and the arms of France and 
England quartered. In niches on one fide 
are feventeen Kings ; but in the niches 
en the other fide there are no ftatues 
remaining. The infcription, which al- 
ludes to the pretended miraculous cure 
of a blind man detected by the Duke, is 
as follows : 

Piae Memoriae V. Opt. Sacrum. 
Hie jacet Humphredus, Dux ille Gloceftrius olim^ 
Henrici Sexti proteftor, fraudis ineptae 
Detei^or, dum fi£ta notat miracula coeci.

Gratum opusOxonio, quae nunc fchola facra refu]get« 
Invida fed mulier regno, regi, ilbi nequam, 
Abftulit hunc, humili vix hoc dignata fepulcro.

About 40 years ago in digging a 
grave, a pair of flairs were difcoveredthat 
lead down into a vault where his leaden 
coffin was found, in which his body was 
preferved entire, by a kind of pickle in 
which it lay, pnly the flefh was wafted 
from the legs, the pickle at that end 
being dried up. Many curious medals 
and coins are to be feen in the church, 
that have been dug out of the ruins 
of Old Verulam that ftood on the other 
fide of the river Ver, or Moore, which 
-runs ibuth-weft of the town. 

Near 
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Near St. Alban's is a fort, at a place 
called by the common people the Oyfter 
Hills, which is fuppofed to have been the 
camp of Oftorius, the Roman Propraetor^ 
This town is the largeft in the county, 
^and befides the four churches, has feveral 
mccting-houfes, two charity fchools, and 
three fairs, and has on Saturday one of the 
beft markets for wheat in England, It 
gives the title df Duke to the noble fami- 
ly of Beauclerc. The great John Duke 
of Marlborough ereded a feat here, cal- 
led HoUoway-houfe, and feveral neat 
alms-houfes have been built here by him 
and his Duchefs. 

St. Alban's, WoodJir^eU on the north 
fide of London, and the caft fide oi 
Wood ftreet, Cheapfide, is dedicated 

- to St. Alban, the Britifh Proto-Mar- 
tyr, who fufFered under the perfecu- 
tion of Dioclefian. . The firft church in 
this place was ereAed in the year 930, 
and dedicated to the fame Saint. After 
various repairs, the old church was pul- 
led down in 1634, and another erected, 
which was deftroyed by the fire of Lon- 
don thirty-two years after, when the 
prefent edifice was built fi"om the fame 
model, as the former. It is entirely in 

the 
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die Gothic ftile, and cohiifts of a fpkcioils 
body, and a handibme tower with 
pinacles* 

This church is a redory in the patroa- 
age of Eton College, and the parifh of 
St.Olave, Silver ftreet, is united tq it* 
The Red:or, befides other advantages, 
receives 170 1. in lieu of tithes. 

Munday in his edition of Stow men- 
tions feveral uncommon epitaphs in this 
church, from which wt: have only fc- 
. lefted die following :

Albemarle MUdingSy Bond ftreet, fo 
called from the Duke of Albemarle, who 
bought the Earl of Clarendon's feat, 
which ftood here, and afterwarsd .fel- 
ling the houfe and gardens, they were 
laid out into ftreets, whence arofe this 
and the two following ftreets.

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In the poffeflton of Richard Meld, Efq; 
in Albemarle fti*ect> is a book bought out 
of the collediion of the famous Cardinal 
Maxinai atRofee; it contain 148 ac- 
curate and elegant paintings in water 
colours don6 from ancient pictures found 
. on the wdjsy ceilings and floofs of the 
hatha of Titus, and various other buildings 
in Rome, fome of which have been en- 
graved by Bartoli in his Bepolchri di Naf- 
Jhrih and in other books : but many of 
them are tb be feeri ho w^here elfe, neither 
engraved, nor on the walls from whence 
they were firft copied, where they are 
much defaced by the Weather, the finoke 
of torches, and other accidents. 

Of tbefc ancient paintings on wall, 
Mr. Mead has alfo a very elegant little 
fpecimen reprefenting Auguftus reftor- 
ing a cipwn to a conquered Prince in the 
prefence of jfeveral oi his courtiers, a- 
mong which the faces of Mecaenas and 
Horace may be diftinguifhed. — This 
has been engraved ^d explained by 
Turnbull. 

An ancient Greek infcription, being 
eight lines of Hexameter and Pentameter 
verfes on a marble brought from Alia, 
wliich had been a pedeftal to a ftatue of 

VoL.L L Jupiter 
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Jupiter Urius. This has been engraved 
and explained by the learned Mn Chifhul 
in his Antiquitates AJiatica. 

A L cock's rentSj Barnaby ftrcet.^f- 

Aldermanbury, Catcaton ftreet. This 
ftreet was thus named from the Guild- 
hall being anciently fituated thercj till 
falling to decay, the prefent hall was built 
at the end of King ftreet, about the year 
1420. The old hall muft have been 
very ancient, as this ftreet had the name 
of Aldermanbury fo early as before the 

' year 11 89; and Mr. Maitland fuppofes 
that Edward the Confeflbr, who began 
his reign in 1042, had a confiderable 
fhare in its firft foundation.

Aldermen. Thefe are twenty-fix in 
number, and each has his feparate ward, 
to the government of whicn he is more 
immediately to attend. Thofe who 

• have ferved the office of Lord Mayor, are 
faid to be above the chair, and with three 
of the eldeft that are next it, are juftices 
of the peace by charter. All the Alder- 
men kee© their wardmote for chufing 

ward 
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Wdrd officers, and fettling the affairs oi 
the ward ; for redrefling grievances, and 
prefenting all defaults found in the ward« 

' In the management of thefe affairs, every 
Alderman has his deputy, chofen out of 
the conmion council, and id ibme of the 
wards, that are very large, the Alderman 
has two deputies. 

Aldersgate, which is fituated 1265 
feet Touth weft of Cripplegat^, is, in 
Stow'is opinion, one of die original 
gates of the city ; hut this is difpUted by 
Maitland, who obferves, thkt the epithet 
of Alder does not neceifarily iriiply its 
antiquity, as fbrtie derive the name oi^ 
the gate from Aldrich, a Saxon ; others 
from the feniors or old men by whom it 
Was built; and others from the great 
hUmbef bf alder trees, which grew in 
that neighbourhood; whence he ima- 
gines that either of thefe opinions is 
more probable, than that this name t^as 
conferred upon it on account of its age^ 
particularly as it is no whefe foUnd to oe 
mentioned before the conqueft. 

The prefent gate was built in the yeaf 
a 6 1 6, and being much damaged by the 
fire of London, was repaired in 1670. 
In a large fquarc over the arch is Kihg 
J[ames I. on horfeback, in the fame pof- 
h i turd 
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turc as when he made his entry through 
this gate, on his coming to take pof^ 
feffion of the crown. The arms of 
England, Scotland, andlreland, are quar- 
tered above his head. In a nich on the 
eaft fide is the prophet Jeremiah, with 
the words of the 25 th verfe of the 17th 
chapter of his book ; and in a nich on 
the weft fide ftands the prophet Samuel, 
with the firft verfe of the 1 2th chap, of 
I Sam. On the fouth fide is King 
James I. in his royal robes, fitting in a 
chair of ftate, done in relief By the 
fides of the gate, there are twopofterns 
for the convenience of foot paffengefs : 
and the apartments above are appropriated 
to the ufe of the common crier of the city. 
A late author obferves, that this gate 

. is fo heavy and Gothic a ftrudlure, that 
it hardly deferves notice, unlefs for the 
fake of the bafs relief of King James, 
which, though in an aukward and inele- 
gant tafte, is a very tolerable piece of 
workmanfhip, and may challenge fome 
applaufe. 

Aldersgate barsy in Gofwell ^^^U a lit- 
tle beyqpd the north end of Alderfgate 
ftreet, where the Uberties of the city end 

. on that fide.

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AldrrsG ATEy?r^<?/, extends froni the gate 
to the corner of Barbican, 

Aldersgate Ward, is of confiderable 
extent both within arid without the gate 
from which it is named, and extends in 
length from Bio wbladder ftreet to Alderf- 
gate bars, including part of Noble ftreet, 
almoft all Fofter lane, St. Martin's-le- 
Grand, Bull and Mouth ftreet. Little 
Britain, and Alderigate ftreet. The 
principal buildings are two churches, St. 
Botolph's and St. Anni's, Goldfmiths- 
hall. Cooks -hall, Coachmakers-hnll, 
Shaftft)ury houfe, a noble building now 
ufed for the London lying-in hof- 
pital, and London-houfe. This ward 
is governed by an Alderman, two Depu- 
ties, and eight Common Council Men ; 
eight conftables, nine fcavengers, nineteen 
wardmote inqueft men and a beadle. 
The jurymen returned by the wardmote 
inqueft ferve in the feveral courts in 
Guildhall in the month of Auguft. 

Aldgate, was one of the four original 
gates of the city, and that through 
which the Roman vioinjil way led to the 
trajeBus or ferry at Old Ford. Stow 
fays, that it received its name from its 
m\k]pitj, which Maitland obferves is 
L 3 very 
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yery improbable, though he allows that 
the Saxons might give it the epithet of 
J5/?A/ or jilfl, from the ruinous conditic«i 
in which th^y foujid it when they firll 
poffefled thenifelvGS of this city. How- 
ever, the firft time it is found mentioned, 
is in a charter granted by King Edgar 
about the year 967. 

Aldgate being very ruinous, w?is pyUed 
down in the year 1 606, and the firft ftpne 
of the prefent edifice was laid the next 
year ; but this work \vas not finiflied till 
1609, It is obfervable that in digging 
the foundation, fevqral Roman coins 
were dilcover^d, two of which Mn Bond 
the furveyor caufed to be cut on ftonc,i 
and placed on each fide pf the eaft front. 
On the fame fide was placed in a large 
fquare the ftatue of King James I. in gilt 
armour, with a golden lion and a chained 
unicorn couchant at his feet, On tbe top 
of the gate was a vane fupported by a 
gilt fphere, on each fide pf which ftood 
a foldier holding a bullet in his hand, ofi 
the top of the upper batdements. On 
the weft fide was a figure of Fortune gilt, 
and ftanding on a globe, with a proiper- 
ous fail fpreading over her head ; under 
lyhich was carved the King's arms; fojne 

what 
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what lower on the fouth fide ftood Peace 
with a dove perched on her hand, and a 
gilded wreath in the other; and on the 
borth fide lyas the emblem of Charity. 
Over the arch of the gate was alfo en- 
graven,

But all thefe ftatues have been removed, 
and none of thefe ornaments remain, ex- 
cept the rcprefentation of the two Roman 
coins, and the infcription. 

The apartments over this gate are ap- 
propriated to the ufe of one of the Lord 
Mayor's carvers. 

hhixGAT'E.highJireety extends fi-om Aid- 
gate to Leadenhall ftreet. 

AhDGAT^/treet, extends without Aldgate, 
to the north eaft corner of the Minories. 

Aldgate Ward,- is bounded on the eaft 
by Portfoken ward ; on the fouth by 
Tower ftreet ward ; and on the weft and 
north, by the wards of Langbourn, Lime 
ftreet and Bifhopfgate. It extends from 
Aldgate to Lime ftreet comer in Leaden- 
hall ftreet, and takes in all the ftreets 
L 4 and 
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and lanes on the one hand to Bcvis 
Mark and Shoemaker row, and on the 
other to Ironmongers hall in Fenchureh 
ftreet ; to the navy office, only a part 
of which is in this ward, and to the end 
of River ftreet Tower hill ; including 
Poor Jury lane, Crutched Friars, Lon- 
don ftreet, Woodroff lane, &c. The 
principal buildings are thefe four parifh 
churches, St. Catharine Cree church, 
St. Andrew Underfhgft, St. James 
Duke's place, and St. Catharine Cole- 
man ; three Jews Synagogues, and the 
Ironftiongcrs, Fletchers and Bricklayers 
halls. It is imder the government of 
an Alderman smd fix Common Council 
men, one of whom is the Alderman's 
deputy, with fix conftabjes, nine fcaven--- 
gcrs, eighteen wardmote inquefi: men, 
and a beadle. The jurymen returned by 
the wardmote inquejft, ferve as jurors in 
the feveral courts of Guildhall in the 
month of January. Maitland.

Alleyn^s AiMSHQUSfe' in^ Lamb alky in 
Biihopfgate ftrect.

' the year 16 14, -and from tlience re- 
moved to the above pla<:e upon the re- 
building of Petty France, now called 
New Broad 'ftreet. Ten poor men and 
womten are, befides their lodging, allow- 
ed about 40 s. ffer annum, and every o- 
ther year the men have coats and breeches, 
and the women gowns and petticoats^ 
Maitland. 

Alleyn's Almshouse, in Pefthoufe lane 
near Old ftreet, was founded by the 
fiboye Edward Alleyn;^ about the year 
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1616, for ten pgor men and women 5 
who receive 6d. per week each, and every 
other year coats and gowns. 

Alleyn's Almshouse inSoapyard,Dead- 
man's Place in SouthwarK^ was alio 
founded by the above Edward AUeyi^ 
about the year 161 6, for ten poor mba 
and women, with an allowance of only 
6d. per wefek. 

Allhallows Barking church, at the eaft 
end of Tower ftrect, is fo denomiiiated 
from its being dedicated to all the Saints, 
vulgarly called Allhallow£ ; and its 
anciently belonging to the Abbefs and 
Convent of Barking in Effex. It ef^ 
caped the fire in 1666, and carries about 
it the marks of that period when ardii- 

. tenure was not well underftood in Eng- 
land. The church is of confidcrable 
extent, and the fteeple is a plain tower 
with its turret. It is a vicarage in the 
patronage of the Afchbifhop of Canter- 
bury. The Vicar, befides other advan- 
tages, receives about 126L a year in 
tithes. 

Allh ALLOWS Breadftreet. The old church 
was deftroyed by the dreadful confla- 
gration .which laid mofl of the other 
phurches in ruins j and die prefent edifice

wasere&edin 1684. Itconiiilsof aplaii^i 
body^ and a fquare tower divided into 
four ftages wim arches near the tx>p. It 
is a redory, and one of the thirteen pe- 
culiars in this city belonging to the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury. 

The advowfou of this church is in 
the Archbifhop of Canterbury, and to 
this parifli th^t of St. John the Evangdift 
is united. The Viear^ befides glebes, ca- 
fualties, annual doijations, and other 
^dvant^ges, receives 140I, a year in lieu 
of tithes, Maitkmd. 

The following ngtonuroental ipfcrip- 
ton in this church is worthy of a place in 
this work. It is to the memory of Hum- 
frey Levins, a citizen and grocer of Lon- 
don, who died in 1682, in the fifty- 
third year of his age> apd his fon Hum- 
frey, a youth aged fourteen, who died 
in 1677, ^^ ^^^^ buried in the fapie 
grave.

All- 
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All HALLOWS the Great, fituated on the 
fouth fide of Thames ftreet, was ancient- 
ly denominated -^//^^z/femr the More, and 
AUhallows ad Famum in the Ropery, 
from its vicinity to a hay- wharf or mar- 
ket, and fituation among rope-makers. 
The old church with a large cloifter on 
the fouth fide, were confiimed in the ge- 
neral conflagration in 1666, and the 
prefent edifice arofe in 1683. It was 
built on Sir Chriftopher Wren's plan ; 
but in fome parts the mafon has taken 
inexcufable liberties. The church is 87 
feet in length, 60 in breadth, and the 
height to the roof is 33. It is built of 
ftone, and there runs thro' the whole, an 
apparent ftrength and folidity. The .walls 
are plain and mafly, the ornaments are 
few and fimple, and the apertures, tho' 
large, in order to enlighten fo confidera- 
ble a breadth, are not numerous. The 
tower is plain, fquare, and divided into 
five ftages, but terminates abfblutely 
fquare and plain, without fpire, turret 
or pinacles. The cornice is fupported by 
fcroUs, and over thefe rifes a baluftrade 
of folid conftrudtion, very proper for the 
reft of- the building. Maitland, and 
Englijh ArchiteSture,

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Among the funeral monuments in 
this church, before its being burnt, was 
one in memory of Queen Elizabeth, with 
the following infcriptions :

tor are gready increafed. He receives, 
befides glebes, &c. 200 1. per annum in 
lieu of tithes. 

Allh ALLOWS Hon^ lane^ a fmall church, 
which ftood where the eaft end of 
Honey lane market is at prefent fituated; 
but being deftroyed by the fire of Lon- 
London in 1666, the parilh was by zGt 

/ of parlianient united to the church of St. 
Mary le Bow. 

Allhallows the Lefs, ftood on the fouth 
fide of Thames ftreet, almoft adjoining 
to that of Allhallows the Great ; but 
having fufFered in the common calamity 
in 1666, the parilh was united to that 
of Allhallows the Great. 

Allhallows Lombard Jlreety fituated in 
Bell alley, neai; the north corner of 
Lombard ftreet, in Langbourn ward. A 
- church ftood here under the fame patron- 
age, before the year 1053; but the 
prefent plain, well-^proportioned building, 
was eredled in the room of that deftf ey- 
ed by the fire of London. The body is 

enlightened 
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enOghtened by a iGngle ferics of large 
windows, and the tower is terminated 
by a plain battlement. 

This church is a redory, and one of 
the thirteen peculiars in this city belong- 
ing to the Archbrfliop of Canterbury. 
The Re(aor,befides glebes, donations, and 
cafualties, receives 1 1 o L a year in lieu of 
tithes. Maitland. 

Allhallows London walU a fmall mean 
edifice, a litde to the eaft of Bethlem 
Hofpitalj on the outfide of London wall. 
It elcaped the fire in 1666, and is a rec-* 
tory, in the King's gift. 

Allhallows Staining^ fituated near the 
north end of Mark lane« It is faid to 
obtain the name of Staining, from the 
corruption of the word Jioney^' becaufe 
built at firft of ftone, when "the other 
churches dedicated to all the Saints 
were of wood. It efcaped the fire in 
1666. The body is well illuminated 
with Gothic windows, and the fquare 
tower is crowned with a fmall turret. 

This church is a curacy, in the gift of 
the Grocers company The curate re- 
ceives about 100 L a year by tithes. 
Maitland^ and Engltjh ArchiteAure. 

All- 
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Allhallows Stainikg School^ Wds 
founded in the year 1658, by Mr. Wil- 
liam Winter, who endowed it with the 
fum of 600 L the profits arifinj from 
which, amounting to 26 1. perannuntf are 
employed in inftrudling fix boys in read- 
ing, writing, and account^, and putting 
them out apprentice, with each of whom 
\ a fum is given n^ot exceeding i o 1. 

Allhallows Lane, near the Steelyard, 
Thames ftreet. 4- 

Allhallows Stairs, Allhallows lane, 
Thames ftreet. 

Lord High Almoner, a clergyman of the 
higheft rank, and frequently the Arch- 
biihop of York, who has the office of 
diipofing of the King s alms, and for 
that ufe receives all deodands, the goods 
of peribns found guilty of felf-murder, 
and other fums allowed by his Majcfty to 
be diipofed of for that purpofe. JBe-

Almonry, vulgarly called tHitAmiry^ re- 
ceives its name fix>m .the alms of the 
Abbey being diftributed there, and was 
originally a chapel dedicated to St. Ca- 
tharine, and not, .as Mr. Stow afferts, 
fd St. Anne. Near this chapel Abbot 
Iflip ercdlcd the firft printing-houfe that 
. ever was jn England in the year i ^74 ; 
, when Mr. William Caxtoh, a citizen 
and mercer of London, bringirg that 
invaluable art from Holland, becanSe[the 
firft printer in Britain. Maitland. 

Almonry School, fit<aated in the Al- 
monry at Weflminfter, was founded in 
the year 1677, ty Henry Hill, Elq; 
who alfo endowed it with 7 1. a year for 
the education of poor children,

Amicable Society, in Seijcants-inn 
Fleet ftrcet, was incorporated by a charter 
granted by Queen Anne, in the year 

* 1706, for a perpetual Afliirance-officc 
for the purpofe of making a provifion 
for their wives, children, and other re- 
lations, after an eaiy, certain and advan- 
tageous manner, with power to purchafe 
lands, &c. and to have a feal, which is 
a dove {landing upon a ferpent, and a- 
bove in a fcroll the motto Prudens 
SiMPLiciTAs. The number of perfbns 
to be incorporated was not to exceed 

• 2000. After paying the charges of 
the policy, and 10 s. entrance-money, 
each perfon was to pay 6 1. 4 s. per an-- 
num, which annual payments have fince, 
by the increafe of the Society's ftock, 
been reduced to 5 L a year, payable quar* 

* terly, and from diefc payments the divi- 

• dends to claimants afe to arife. 

That this Society has been great- 
ly beneficial to the public, evidently 
appears fi-om a ftate of their yearly 
dividends from Lady-day 1710, to 
Lady 1757, during which each claim 
amounted upon an average to 106 1. i s,

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4d. but taking the computation only 
for thcfe twenty-three years laft paft, 
w^. from the year i734f (when by an 
order of the general court, a part of 
their yearly income was appropriated, for

The tower, which rifes fquare, coniifts 
bnly of two flages, and round the top is 
a baluftrade with a pinacle at each 
comer; on the crown of each is placed a 
pineapple, from which rifes the fanes.

which rifes a turret that contains the 
bell; It is a reftory, in die patronage of 
the Bifliop of London.

5/. Andrew Wardrobey on the eaft fide of 
Puddledock hill, in Caftle Baynard ward, 
took its name from a great royal ward- 
robe erected there in the reign of King 
Edward III.

Sf. Ann's LimeJboti/e, arofe from the great 
increafe of hbufes apd inhabitants, by 
which the village of Limehoufe,a hamlet 
of Stepney, became joined to the metro- 
polis, and it was refblved that here 
fhould be one of the fifty new churches^ 
appointed by z6k of parliament to be buUt 
within the bills of mprtality. The 

founda- 
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IMndatiori was laid in the year 171 2, 
and the prefent ftrudture finifhed in 
1729 ; but the inhabitants of this ham- 
let not applying to parliament to have it 
erefted into, a parilh till the year 1729, 
it was not confecrated till 1730. This 
hamlet and part of that of Ratcliff, hav- 
ing been conftituted a diftin(a: parifh from 
that of Stepney, the fum of 3500L was 
given by parliament to be laid out in fee 
fimple towards the fupport of theRedtor; 
befides which the churqh wardens were 
to pay him annually the fum of 60I. to 
be raifed by burial fees. 
. This church is of a very fingular con- 
ftrudion, the body is not pne plain 
buildings but is continued under feparate 
portions. The door jjnder the tower has 
a portico, covered with a dome fupport- 
ed by pilafters, and to this door there is 
an alcent by a flight of plain fteps. Tcs 
fqvare tower hus a large Corinthian win- 
dow adorned with columns and pilafters. 
The corners of the tower are alfo ftrength- 
ened by pilafters, which on their tops 
fupport vales. The upper ftage of the 
tower is p:ain, and extremely heavy, and 
from this part rifes a turret at each cor- 
ner, and a more lofty one in the middje.

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The advowfon of diis reftory, whick 
is not to be held in commcftdam, is in 
the Principal ahd Scholars of King's hall, 
and Brazen-nofe CdSege, Oxford.

St. Ann's So6of owes its foundation to the 
fame caufe as the former, the increaffe 
of public buildings; the inhabitants of the 
parifh of St. Martin's in the Fields be- 
came much too numerous to be contain- 
ed in the churdi, and therefore applying 
to parliament, this was ereded in the 
year 16&6, in a fpot of ground then cal- 
ledKemp s Field, and the parifh to^ which 
it belongs was feparated from St. Martin's 
in 1678. 

The walls of this church are of brick 
with ruflic quoins. The tower> which is 
fquare, is flrengthened with a kind of 
buttreffes, and at the fpringing of the 
dome, which fiipports the lanthorn, 
there are urns on the corners with 
flames. The lanthorn, which is formed 
of arches, is furrounded with a baluflrade 
at the bottom, and a turret over it is 
well fhaped, and crowned with a globe 
and fane.

Antiquarian Society. A fociety of 
. Antiquarids was fprmed in this city about 
the year. 1580, by fome of the moft 
. learned men in the kingdom : but ha- 
ving, been frequently interrupted and 
difcontinued, very little can be faid con- 
.cerning the fame till the year 17 17, 
. when it was agdin revived by a number 
' of gentlen;ien ftudious of antiquity in ge- 
. neral, but more particulary defirous toob- 
tainall poffible knowledge of the antiqui- 
. ties of their own country. With this view 
. they agreed to meet one evening in every 
, week under certain regulations ; they 
encouraged correfpondencies with all parts 
of the kingdom ; they fubfcribed an 
, annual. fum to defray the expence of en- 
graving on copper-plates, what fhould 
, be' thought defervihg to be fo preferved, 
and limited their number to 1 00. And 
in this manner they continued their week- 
ly meeting withgreat reputation, till his 
Majefty King George 11. was gracioufly 

pleafed 
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pkafed to grant them a royal charter of 
incorporation, dated Nov. 2, 1751; 
and to declare himfelf their founder and 
patron. 

Under this charter they became a body 
corporate, by the name of tlie Society of 
Antiquaries of London, with a power 
to have and ufe a common ^eal, to fue 
and be fued, and to take, hold, and en- 
joy by purchafe, gift, or otherwife, any 
lands, tenements or hereditaments, not 
exceeding in the whole i cool .per annum^ 
And it is therein direded, that the Coun- 
cil of the faid Society fhall at all times 
confift of 2 1 perlbns, the Prefident for 
the time being always to be one; and the 
faid charter appoints Martin Folkes, Efq; 
to be the firft Prefident, and alfo 20 other 
perfons therein named to be thefirflCoun- 
cil, empowering them within two months 
from the date thereof, to nominate, 
chufe and admit, as Fellows of the faid 
Society, fuch perfons as fhall excel in the 
knowledge of the antiquities and hiftory 
of this and other nations, and be eminent 
for piety, virtue, integrity and loyalty. 
This firfl Prefident and Council are to 
continue till the 23d day of April next 
cnfuing, on which day, in every year 
N 3 thereafter^ 
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thereafter, tfee jCpuncil ^nd Fdjpws ^e to 
affemblc to Aomip^te arjd ejedl'a JPrsfi-. 
idenjt -and Council for the eofuing ytfir^ 
and it is particularly dired:cd th«it ^veri 
pf the former CoupciJ ibjptll fee continued, 
and ten other perfpp§ chofen out of the 
memhers of the Society : ten and no more 
pf thp Cpuncil bekig to be changed an- 
nually, The Pfefidept is empowered to 
nominate four p^rfpns of the Council to 
be his Deputies, apd fupply bis place in 
pafe of ficknefs or abfepcp, and the Prefi- 
jdent. Council, Fellows, or any riyenty- 
on/e or more, arc empowered tp make 
flatutes, rules, orders and by-laws, for 
the gpverpnipnt and direftipn of the 
laid Society, their eftates, goods, &c. 
gnd for the admiffion and amoval of all 
and every the members and officfers 
thereof. And the Prefident, Council 
;;indFellows,may appoint treafurers,fecre-! 
taries and clerks, may have and employ 
one ferjcant at piace, and fuch other fer- 
vants as they think neceflary. And laftly, 
if any abufes or differences (hall arife, 
the Archbifhpp of Canterbury, the Lord 
Chancellor or Keeper of the Great Seal, 
the Lord Privy Seal, and the two Secre- 
tftries pf Sfafe fpr the time being, are 

jippointe4 
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appointed Vifiters, with full power for 
^ly tjiree of them to compofe and 
redrefs fuch diflferences and abufes : 
provifion is alfo made to fill up any 
vacancies that may happen by the death 
of Ac Prefident or any of the Council. 

On the receipt of this charter, the fir ft 
Prefident and Council nominated and 
admitted, by a writing dated the 14th of 
November 175I5 all the former mem- 
bers, together with fome others, in the 
whole 121, to be Fellows of the faid 
Society of Antiquaries of London, and 
foon after drew up a body of ftatutcs for 
the good government thereof, which was 
unanimouily agreed to and confirmed 
in the month of July 1752. 

It was herein enaded, that the num- 
ber of members fhould not exceed 150, 
but that number being very foon filled 
up, and fevcral men of quality and fortune, 
as well as perfons of great learning and 
eminence, being continually applying to 
^become members, which they could not be 
till vacancies fhould happen by death, the 
Society thought proper in the year 1755, 
to enlarge their number to 1 80, (to which 
they are limited at prcfent) exclufive of 
Peers, Privy Councellors and Judges, that 
N 4 fhould 
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(hoiiid be chofen after that time, A 
little before this the Society gave up the 
management of their eftate and revenues, 
the payment of monies, and the publi- 
cation of their papers and drawings, 
(which before were in the body in general, 
and thereby attended with rhany incon- 
veniences,) entirely to the care of their 
Council, which are now a ftanding com-r 
mittce for that purpofe ; and thereby the 
government of this Society is become 
nearly the fame -as that of the Royal 
Society, which was doubtlefs a proper 
pattern to copy after. 

On the 23d of April,, being St. 
George's day, the Society annually €le<3: 
their Council and officers, viz. a Prefi- 
dent, a Treafurer, two Secretaries, and a 
Diredior, who has the care of all their 
* publications. Then the Prefident ap- 
points four of the Council to be his 
Deputies orVice-prelidents : and after the 
eledion is over, the Society dine together 
at their own expence. Martin Folkes, 
Efq; was annually ele<3:ed Prefident till 
his death in 1754, fince which time the 
Rt. Hon. Lord Willoughby of Parham 
has been every year chofen. 

Every perlbn defirous to be elefled a 

Fellpw 
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Fellow of this Society,except Peers, Privy 
Councellors, or Judges of Great Britain 
or Ireland, muft be recomrhended 
by three or more of the members, in a . 
paper figned by themfelves, Specifying 
the name, addition, profeffion, and chief 
qualification of the candidate, and alfothe 
place of his abode. When this has been 
read at one of the Society's meetings, and 
then huxig up in their public room during 
the time of four other meetings, the 
eleftion is deterniined by ballot. Peers, 
Privy Councellors, and Judges of Great 
Britain or Ireland, if propofed by any fingle 
member,muft be ballotedforimmediately. 
Every new member muft pay an admiflion 
fee of five guineas, and fign the obliga- 
tion, whereby he proraifes, that he will 
to the utmoft of his power promote?' 
the honour and intereft of the Society, 
and obferve the ftatutes and orders there- 
of. Which being done' he is led up to 
the chair, when the Prefidcnt or Vice- 
Prefident rifmg, takes him by the hand 
and fays thefe words, viz. I do, 
by the authority and in the name of the 
Society of Antiquaries of London, ad- 
mit you a Fellow thereof. 

Every nuember muft further pay one 
guinea annually for the ufe of the So- 
ciety, 
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cicty, or ten guineas at once in lieu of 
all contributions. 

The meetings of Ais Society are on 
Thurfday evenings weekly, from about 
fix till- nine o'clock, at Aeir houfc in 
Chancery-lane : their bufinefs is to re- 
ceive, read and confider all informations 
from their own members, or others, 
concerning the Antiquities of all nations, 
(for which purpofc they admit eminent 
foreigners to be correfpondcnt members) 
tut they more particidarly attend to the 
ftudy of the ancient hiftory, cuftoms, 
manners, grants, charters, coins, me- 
dals, camps, churches, cities, and all 
monuments whatever, ecclefiaftical, mili- 
tary, or civil, which are found in or re- 
late to Great Britain and Ireland. And 
the communications they have received 
concerning thefe matters muft be very 
valuable, as may be judged by the many 
curious remains of antiquity they have 
caufed to be engraven on copper-plates, 
and permitted lately to be fold -, thoV as 
yet diey have not thought fit to publifli 
any of their diflertations. They have a 
fmall but choice library, whidi is in- 
creafing daily, alio a fine coUe^on of 
prints and drawings.

Apothecaries Company. This com- 
pany was incorporated with that of the 
Grocers by King James L in the year 
1606; but they were foon feparated, 
and in 1 6.17, incorporated by the name 
of the Mafter, Wardens and Society of 
the art and myftery of Apothecaries 
of the city of London, at which time 
there were only 104 Apothecaries 
fhops within the city and fuburbs. 

This company is governed by a Ma- 
fter, two Wardens, and twenty-one 
Affiftants, to whom belong a, livery of 
144 members, whofe fine is 1 6 1. The 
Apothecaries have the privilege of be- 
ing exempt from parifh and ward 
offices* 

Apothecaries Hall. This edifice is 
fituated in Blackfriars, and has a pair of 
gates leading into an open court hand- 
fomely paved with broad ftones, at the 
upper end of which is the hall built with 
brick and ftone, and adorned with 
O z coluraps 
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columns ot the Tuscan order. The cell* 
ing of the court room and hal! is orna- 
mented with fret work^ and the latter 
wainfcotted fourteen feet high. In the 
hall room is the portrakufe of Ring 
James L and alfo the buft of Dr., Gideoi> 
Delaun, that Kihg^s apodiecary, who 
was a confidtrablc bencfaftor to tfie com- 
pany, in this building arc two large 
laboratories, one chemical, and the 
other for galenical preparations, where 
vaft quantities of the beft medicines arc 
prepared, ^ for the ufe 6f apothecaries and 
others, and particularly of the Surgeons 
of the royal navy, who here make up their 
chefts. 

The Apothecaries company have z 
ipaclous and beautifid ph3dSG garden at 
Chelfea, which contains almoft four 
acres, and is enriched with a vaft variety 
of plants both domeftic and exotic. This- 
was given by Sir Hans Sloane^ Bart, or 
condition of their paying a quit rent of 
5I. per annum^ and annually delivering 
to the Prefident and Fellows of the Royal

Archdeacon. As the biftioprie of Lon- 
don includes the ancient kingdom of the 
Eafl: Saxons, which contained the counties 
of Middlefex, Effex, aiid part of Hert- 
fordfhire, it has five archdeaconries, viz. 
thofe of London, Eflex, Middleffex, Col- 
chefter, and St*^ Alban's. It is the of- 
fice of thcfe Archdeacons to wfit annual- 
ly the feveral cures in their reipedive 
archdeaconries, in order to cn^re into 
the deportmentof the feveral incumbents, 
O 3 as 
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as well as f)drifh officers ; to advife tbcra 
gravely to reform what is amifs, and in 
cafe of eontumicy to inflidt pains and 
penalties, for which they receive procu- 

* ration from every parifti prieft within 
- their jurifdidlion. 

Arches^ an ccclefiaftical court in Doc- 
tors Commons, formerly kept in Bow 
church Cheapfide, where the church 

• and tower being arched, the court was 
from thence called jthe Arches, and ftill 
retains the name. As this is the higheft 

. court belonging to the , Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, hither all appeals in eccle- 
fiaftical matters within that province are 
direfted. .The judge of fhis court is 
filled the Dean of the Arches , from - his 
having a jurifdid:on over a Deanry in 
London, confifting of 13 parishes or pc- 
culiars exempt from the Bifhop of Lon- 
don's jurifdidion. The other officers, arc 
a regifter, or examiner, an aduary, a 
beadle or crier, and an apparitor ; be- 
fides advocates, procurators, orprcxftors- 
See Doctors Commons.

. guild of St. George^ of the men of the myf^- 
ries of the Armourers of the city of London. 
The lamePrince alfo honoured the company 
by becoming one of their inembers. To 
. this company, which formerly made coats 
of mail, is united that of the brafiers, 
who are joindy governed by a Mafter, 
two Wardens, and z i Afliftants. Their 
livery confifts of eighty members, whofe 
fine is 25I. 

The armourers and brafiers hall i3 an 
old plain brick building near the north- 
taft corner of Coleman ftreet.

Artillery Grojund. The Old Artillery 
Ground was a little north eaft of what is 
now Devonfhire fquare in Bifhop%ate 
ftreet. This was originally afpacious 
field c^led Taflel Clofe, frbm its being 
planted with taflels for the ufe of the 
clothworkers. It was afterwards let to 
the crofs-bow makers, who ufed to fhoot 
there ; but being at length inclofed with 
a brick wall, ferved as an artillery ground, 
to which the gunners of tlie Tower re- 
paired every Thurfday, when they level- 
led brafs pieces of large artillery agairifl a 

butt 
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butt of earth raifed for that purpofe* 
iThc laft Prior of St. Mary Spital granted 
to the gunners of rfie Tower this artil- 
lery ground for thrice ninety nine years, 
fcr Sic ufe and practice of great and 
finall artillery ; and King Henry VIII. 
gave die company a charter. Hence this 
artillery ground became fubje<ft to the 
Tower; the ftreets, &c. compofe one of. 
the Tower hamlets, and the inhabitants 
arc ftfll fummoned on juries belonging to 
the courts held on Tower hill. 

In the year i 585, the city being put to 
great trouble and expence by the con- 
tinual mufters and training of foldiers, 
Ibme brave and adlivc citizens, who had 
obtained experience both at home and 
abroad. Voluntarily exercifed themfclves, 
and trained up others in the ufe of arms, 
{6 that within two years there were al- 
tnoft three* hundred merchants, and 
other perfons.of *diftin(3ion, qualified to 
teach the common foldiers the manage-^ . 
ment of their guns, pikes, and halberts, 
as well as to march and countermarch, 
Thefe met every Thurfday, each peribn 
by turns bearing office from the cor- 
poral to the captain, and fome of thefe 
gentlemen had the honour of having ^ 

body 
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body^f forces under their command at 
the great camp of Tilbury, in the year 
J 588, when the Spaniards fent againft us 
their pretended invincible' Armada, and 
thefe commanders were generally called 
Captains of the Artillery Garden. 
This noble exercife became afterwards 

. difcontinued for a long time, but was 
renewed in the year i6io, when feveral 
gendemen having obtained the permif- 
lion of King James I. undertook at their 
private expence a weekly exercife in 
the fame artillery ground, and in the 
year 1662, eredled an armoury, in which 
they placed 500 fets of arms, of extraor- 

^'^ dinary beauty and workma^fhip. The 
Artillery company now greatly increafcd, 
and the people reforted to the artillery 
ground to learn to defend themfelves 
and their country ; and even many gen- 
tlemen from every county went thither 
to learn martial exercifes, in order to 
teach them to the militia, in th? diftant 
parts of the kingdom. 

At length this company being fo much 
increafed that this ardllery ground was 
fcarcely able to contain them, for they 
amounted to about 6000 : they removed 
to the New Artillery Ground near the 

upper 
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upper end of Moerfields, where they 
ftill continue to affcmble. 

King Charles II. when Prince of Wales 
enlifted himfelf into this company, 
as did his brother James Duke of York, 
at the fanae time ; who after the reftora- 
tion took upon himfelf the command, 
and named it his own company. 

The Artillery company confifts of 
about 30D men. It is governed by a 
Prefident^ Vice-prefident, Treafurer and 
Court of Affiftants, The Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen and Sheriffs for the time be- 
ing. Set. with the Field Officers of the 
mUitia or trained bands, are of the ho- 
norary court, thefe with 24 gentlemen 
^annually eleded, compofc the court of 
Affiftants. His Majefty is Captain- 
General, and all the other officers are 
elected annually, and ferve by rotation. 

The New Artillery Ground is a fpa- 
cious fquarc walled round. In the cen- 
ter of the north fide is the Armoury, & 
neat building of brick and ftone flxength- 
cned with ruftic quoins at the corners ; 
before it is ^ flight of fteps^ and there 
are a few others at the door, which is 
in the center, and is large, lofty, and 
adorned with a porch formed by two 

Tufcaa 
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Tnfcan columns and two pikflers fop- 
porting a balcony. The front is orna- 
mented widi a pediment fiipportid at 
the comers by quoins. On tnc top arc 
piac^ feverd large balls, and on the 
apex of the pediment is a lofty flag ftafF. 
On each fide the main building, ftands 
at fome defiance backwards a fmaU edi- 
ike, where the provifions are drefs'd at 
the company's fcafts. The haB of the 
armoury is hung round with breaft- 
plates, hdmets and drums ; and frdnt- 
irig the entrance is a handfbme pair of 
iron gat^s which lead to a fpacious ftair- 
cafe, painted with military ornaments, 
and adorned with the fktue of a man 
drefled in a compleat fuit of armour. 
This ftaircafe leads into a very ipacious 
room, which has the King's arms over 
one fire place, and thofe of the com- 
pany over the other. It has two chan- 
deliers, and is adorned with vay fine 
guns, fwords and bayonets, prefented 
by the officers of tte company, and 
handfomely difpofed on the walls. Tlierc 
are here alfo tables hung up, containing 
the names of the fubfcribef s to the iron 
gates and other ornaments, among whona 
is Kin§ George I. who gave 500/. Be- 

fides 
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fides the rooms already mentioned, there 
are two others above, and two below:.

Society for the mcouragemnt of Arts, 
Mantufactures/iw^Commerce. The 
public fpitit of this age is perhaps in no 
inl^ee more remarkably fliewn than in 
the flourifhing condition of this va- 
luable Society, whole fole obje<9; is the 
improvement of the polite and commer- 
cial arts in all their various branches, by 
exciting induilry and en>ulation amongft 
all who can be moved either by honora-^ 
ry or pecuniary rewards. It was fet on 
foot by Lord Folkftone, Lord Romney, 
Dr. Hales, and feven or eight private 
gentlemen, who were brought together 
by the unwearied pains of Mr. William 
Shipley^ a pet^n Httkiaiaw{i» who had 

long 
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long laboured to reduce into pra(3ice t 
fcheme he had proje<ftedfor this purpofe. 
Their firft meeting was at Rathmill's 
cofFee-houfe, March 2 2d 1754, when 
thofe noble Lords approved and patroniz- 
ed the undertaking. At their next meet- 
ing they determined to make abeginning, 
by propofing rewards for the difcovery of 
cobalt, for the encouragement of boys and 
girls in theairtof drawing, (thereby to im- 
prove manufadlures intaftcand elegance,) 
and for the planting of madder in this 
kingdom. And now moiiey being want- 
ed, a voluntary fubfcription was begun, 
to which the two noblemen before nam- 
ed, did not only generoufly contribute 
much more than they would let appear, 
but engaged moreover to make good the 
deficiencies at the end of the year : a pro- 
mife they moft honourably fulfilled. Soon 
after this, a plan was drawn up by one of 
the members (Mr. Baker) for forming, re- 
gulating and governing the Society, which 
being printed and diiperfed, thegreat utility 
of fuch a fociety became fo well under- 
ftood, that immediatelyfeveral noblemen 
and gentlemen offered tliemfelves as 
members, and ever fince^ that time its 
increafe has been fo extraordinary, that it

confifts atprefeht of above looo mem- 
bers, many of whom are of the greateft 
quality and fortune : and it can now af- 
ford to offer premiums to the amount of 
near 2000I. per annum. 

The officers of this Society are a Prefi- 
dent,eight Vice-prefidents, a Regifter,and 
a Secretary; and thefe arc to be chofcn by 
ballot annually on the firft Tuefday in 
March. Every perfon defiring to be a mem- 
ber of this Society, muft be propofed by 
fome member of the fame at one of their 
meetings, by delivering in the name, 
addition, and place of abode of fuch per- 
ibn, figned by himfelf ; which muft be 
read by the Secretary, and balloted for 
at the next meeting, and if two thirds of 
the members then prefent are for admit- 
ting fuch perfon, he fhall be deemed a 
perpetual member on payment of twenty 
guineas, or a fubfcribing member on 
payment ojf any fum not lefs than two ' 
guineas, and continuing fuch payment 
annually : but tho' two guineas a year is the 
moft common fubfcription, all the mem- 
bers that are noUemen, and even fome 
gentlemen, fubfcribe five guineas, and fe- 
veral others four or three. There are alfo la- 
dies that arc fubfcribers ; enanent foreigaers 

are 
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are Bkcwife admitted to be hoiioraty 
members. At firft they had a Tre^urer^ 
but now their money is jdaced in the 
Bank of England, in the names c^thePte^ 
fident and Vicc-pBefidents, tteee whereof 
are iflipowered to diuw aiiy fum the So** 
ciety fliall erdisr to be paid; And the 
accounts of tiie receipts and payments are 
conitantly examined and baknced on the 
laft day of every month, by a conmiittee 
appointed for diatpurpofe. Their pro- 
ceedings are regulated by a body of rules 
and orders eftabiifhed by thcwhdieSociety, 
andprintedfor theufe of themembers- All 
quetttons and debates are determined by 
holding up of hands, or by ballot if re- 
quired, and na .matter can be confirmed 
without the aflent of a majority at two 
meetings. They invite alithc world to 
propofe fubjedts for encouragement, and 
whatever is deemed deferving attention is 
referred to the. confideration of a com- 
mittee, which after due enquiry and de- 
liberation make their report to the whole 
Society, where it is approved, rcjcftedor 
altered. A lift is printed. and putlifhed 
every year, ofthe matters for which they 
propofe to give premiums, wJiich pre- 
miums are either fums of money, and 

thofe 
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tKofe fottictimes very confiderabld <>iies^ 
Or the Society's mcidal irf gold or filver*,; 
1?hiehthey cbnfider as the gfcateft hoinour' 
they can beftow. All poffible cafe is 
taken to j^reveAt partiality in the diftri- 
biitibn of their prerftiunls, by defiring 
the claimants naiHcs may be cbitcealed^ 
and by appointing committees, (who 
when they find occafion call to their af- 
fiftance the moft fkilful artifts) for the? 
ftri<3: examination of the real merit of aJl 
matters and thiftgs btotight before them^ 
in cohfequericej of their premiums.

A plan of the building was drawn by 
Dr. Hook, a learned mathematician erf 
Grefham College, and upon his model it 
was erefted iii an advantageous fituation, 
fronting the eaft, with grafs plats before 
It, adorned with rows of lime trees, and 
inclofed with a handfome wall and iron 
gates. On the piers of the great gates at 
the fouth end, are tvs^o ftone ftatues, re- 
prefenting two of Aike's Holpital nien, 
in full proportion.

This charitable foundltion of 
Which Wc ktfe fiow going to give a de- 
fcription. Was founded at the fame time, 
ift order to Jjrefef ve poor fiiendlefs ahd 
|d?ferted girls, from the miferies and 

jiangers 
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dangers to which they would be expoied, 
and from die guilt of proftitution. 

The evils this charity is intended to 
prevent, are not chimerical, but found- 
ed oa fa<3;s. It tpo often happens, that 
by the death of the father, a mother iij- 
titl^d to no relief from any parifh, is 
Jeft with feveral hislpiefs children, to be 
fupplied from her induftry ; her refourcc 
for fubfiftence is ufiiaily to fome low oc- 
cupation, fcarcely fuf5cien|: to afford 
bread ai^d cbathing, and rarely the 
jjiean§ pf inftrudion. Wh^t then jnuft 
become c^die daughters of fuch parents, 
poor and illiterate as they are, and 
thereby expofed to every temptation ? 
Neceffity may make them proftitutes, 
even before their paffions can havp any 
Ihare in their guilt. Among diefe un- 
happy objefts, very agreeaWe features 
^re frequently {ten difguifed amidil dirt 
and rags, and this ftill expofes them to 
greater hazards ; for thefe are the girls 
which the vile procurefs feejcs^rter; 
flie trepans them to her brothel, . even 
while they are yet -children, and ihe 
cleans and drefles them up for prpftitu- 
tion. But what is ftill more .dreadful, 
P 4 maler- 
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* maternal duty and afFedlion have been 
fb thoroughly obliterated, that even mo- 
, ^ers themfelves have been the feducers : 
they have infnared their children to the 
houfe of the procured; and fh^red with 
her the in%npus gain of initiating their 
daughters in lewdnefs : or if this has not 
been the cafe, they have too often been 
prevailed on, for a trifling confideration, 
to conceal and forgive the crime of the 
infamous bawd. 

Thcfe and other coilfiderations indu- 
ced a nun^bey of Noblemen aniGcntle- 
jnen, who had approved of a propofal 
from John Fielding, Efq; pnp of the 
JufUccs for the Liberties of Wei1:minfter, 
to hold their firft meeting on the loth 
pfMay 1758, for carrying into execu^ 
tion a plan of this Afylum. Several 
other meetings were fooh after held, in 
which tjie rules and orders for the rer 
peption and management of the chil-r 
jdrcn were cftabliflied, and the leafc of 
a houfe, lately the Hercules Inn near 
Weftminfter-bridge, agreed for. This 
houfe was foon fitted up, and furniflied, 
and the firft children admitted on the 
5th of July following. 

The 
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The rules and orders eftabliflied are 
as follows : 

!• The qualification of a perpetual 
Guardian is a benefaction of thirty guineas 
or upwards, at one payment. 

II. That of an annual Guardian is a 
fuhfcription of three guineas or upwards 
per annum. 

III. Ladies fiibfcribing the faid fums, 
will be confidered as Guardians of this 
charity, and have a right of voting at all 
general elections, by proxy, fuch proxy 
being a Guardian, or they may lend a 
letter to the board, naming therein the 
perfon they vote for, which fhall be con- 
fidered as their vote. It is efteemed by 
the Guardians a benefit to the charity^ 
for the Ladies occafionally to vifit the 
houfe, and infpedt the management of 
the children ; the matron being ordered 
to attend fiich Ladies, and to give them 
all neceflaty information : and, what- 
ever obfervations they may then make. 
Of whatever hints, at other times, may 
occur to them, for the good of the cha- 
rity, if they will be pleafed to tranfmit 
them by letter to the Secretary, or to 
the Committee, who meet every Wcd- 
pcfday in the forenoon at the Afylum, 

they

dren are not adpiitted, as the obje€ls of 
this charity are to be conftantly em^ 
ployed in every branch of good houfe- 
, wii^. 

X. Each objed applying for admif- 
iion, muft produce ^ch certificate of 

. her age and neceflity> as ihall be fatif- 
£ti8boty to the Guardians then preient; 
and in all cafes, wherein, duri^ig the iur 
fancy of this Aiylum, more objofts fhall 
apply for.admiffion than the Afylum 
can at once receive, the names of the 
objedts not admitted are entered in a 
book kept for that purpoiib, and a no- 
tice is lent to the perfons, fignifying the 
. certificate of each child, of the fif ft op- 
portunity of taking in fuch children 
that ihall happen afterwaidsj in filling 
up all whkh, the children, before re- 
fufed, have the preference as they ftand 
upon the entry : each of the above cer- 
tificates muft be figned by two fubftan-^ 
tial houfekeepers, of the parifh where 
the obje(9: refides. 

XI. The children arc reffularly and 
alternately employed in reading, knit- 
ting, Jfewing, and in the biifinefs of the 
Jdtehen^^ to . which latter emplpyment 

fouf 
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four are s^pointed weekly, to be with 
the cook, to aflift her, and to receive 
from her the neceflary inftrudtions in 
plain cookery, curing provifions, and 
other employments of the kitchen. They 
likewife make the beds, dean the rooms, 
aflift in wafhing, and ironing the Kn- 
nen, and in other houfhold btifinefs, ac- 
cording to their refpedive age^ and a- 
bijkies, at the difctetion of the matron. 

XII.The Chaplain on Sundays preaches, 
and performs the other parts of di^rine 
• lervice, and catechifes the children. 
Prayers alfo are read on the odier days 
of tfie wedc,' by the matron or teacher; 
and fome portion of fcripture is read by 
thoic of the children who are beft able. 
They have alfo, each of them, a com- 
mon prayer book, and the hew tefta- 
rnent ; and other good books are like- 
wife provided for them. 

The number of children in the houfe 
in April 17595 were forty-two, and 
the fums raifed for the fupport of this 
charitable foundation, at the fame time, 
amounted to 2032I.

Austin Friars, near Broad ftreet, was 
a priory founded for the Friars £renute$» 
of the order, of St, Auguftine, in the 
year 1253, by Humphrey Bohun, Earl 
of Hereford and Ei^x. The Friars 
of this priory were Mendicants, and 
continued in the ^poiTefiion of this place 
till its diffolution by King Henry VIIL 
fince which time thegreateftpart has been 
pulled down, and many handfome houfes 
Duilti but a part of the old church be- 
longing to the priory is flill ftanding.

placed a long table with feats againft the 
wall, and forms round, for the ufe of 
the Holy Communion, and the windows 
on one fide have painted on them in fe- 
veral places, the words Jesus Temple. 
On the wefl: end over the fcreen is a 
library, thus infcribed, Ecclefia Londi- 
no^Belgica Bibtiotheca^ extru^a fumpti-^ 
bus Mariae Dubois 1659, It contains 
feveral valuable manufcripts, among 
which are the letters of Calvin, Peter 
Martyr, and other foreign reformers. 
St. Austin's Churchy at the north- weft 
trorner of Watling ftreet, in the ward of 
Faringdon within, was dedicated to St. 
Auftin the monk, the Englifli Apoftle. 
The old church having fuffered in the 
dreadfiil conflagration in 1666, has been 
rebuilt, and the parifh of St. Faith uni- 
ted to it. It is a reftory, and the ad- 
vowfon is in the Dean and Chapter of St.

for 100 poor boys,, and two dwdtling- 
houfes for the fchoohnafters, and en- 

^. dowing the fame. He alfo ordered liiat 
each of the ahnfinen fhould have S\. and 
half ^ chaldron of cods yearly, and a 
gown of baize every third year ; that the 
^ool boys £hould be cloathed and 
taught readmg, writing and arithmetic ; 
that each of the mdiers, befides their 
houjfes, fliould have a falary of 30I. ^er 
antmmy and the yearly fum of 2dh -for 
co^s and candles, for their ufe, and that 
ofthefchool^ with a fufficient allow- 
ance for bodes, paper, pens and ink; 
that the committee of the court of af- 
fiftants fhould have 5I. for a dinner, at 
their annual viiitation of the almshoufe 
and fchool ; and that 3L los. fhould be 
given for two half yearly fermons to be 
Q^ij, preached 
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preached in the parifti churches of St. 
Helen and St. Michael Cornhill, or die- 
where, in conimemoration of thi« foun- 
\ dation, at which the almfinen and boys 
were to be prefent- To each of thefe 
boys, when put out apprentices, he gave 
4I. but if they were put to fervice they 
were to have nomprethan 2I. los. to buy 
them cloaths. 

The edifice is not only neat but ex- 
tremely elegant, confifting of two wings 
and a center detached from both of them. 
In the middle of the front is the chapel, 
before which is a noble portico, with 
Ionic columns, and coupled pilafters 
at the corners, fupporting a pediment* 
in the plane of which is the dial. 
There is an afcent to tb« portico by a 
flight of fteps, and over the chapel is a 
handfome turret. , On each fide of the 
portico, are two houfes like thofe in the 
wings. The conftrudlion of the wings 
is uniform, lofty and convenient : twelve 
doors in each open in a regular feries, 
and the windows are of a moderate fize, 
numerous, and proportioned to the a- 
partments they are to enlighten. The 
fquare is furrounded with gravel walks, 
with a large grafs plat in the middle, 

and 
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and next the road the wall is adorned 
with handfome iron rails and gates. In 
fhort, the ends of the wings next the 
road being placed at a confiderable dif- 
tance from it, the whole is feen in a pro- 
per point of view, and appears to the 
greateft advantage. 

It is worthy of remark, that this Ban- 
croft, who left fo large a fum for ered:- 
ing and endowing this fine hofpital, and 
cve;i ordered two fermons to be annually 
preached in commemoratioqi of his cha- 
rity, was, according to the laft edition 
of S tow's Survey, one of the Lord 
Mayor's officers, and by informations 
and fum;n6ning the citizens before the 
Lord Mayor, upon the moA trifling oc- 
caiions, and other things not belpnging 
to his office, not only pillaged the poor 
but alfo many of the* rich, who rather 
than lofe time in appealing before that 
Magiftrate, gave money to get rid of this 
common peft of the citizens, which, to- 
gether with his numerous quarterages 
from the brokers, &:c. enabled him to 
amafs annually a confiderable fum of 
money. But by thefe and other mercen- 
ary pra<3:ices, he fo incurred the hatred 
gnd ill-will of the. citizens of all ranks 

and 
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and denominations, that tfae peribiiswho 
attended his funeral obfeqmes^ wijdb great 
difficulty &ved his corpfe from .&ing 
joftled off the tearers Shoulders in the 
church, by «he enraged populgccji who 
fcizing the bells, rang them ^ joy at 
liis unlamented death.

Farther backward is another qua- 
drangle, with an arcade on the eaft and 
weft fides of it ; and on the north fide 
is the accomptant's office, which is 60 
feet long, and 28 feet broad. Over 
this, and the other fides of the qua- 
drangle, are handfome apartments, with 
a fine ftaircafe adorned with fretwork, 
and under it are large vaults, that have 
ftrong walls and iron gates, for the pre- 
fervation of the cafh. The back en- 
trance from Bartholomew lane is by a 
grand gateway, which opens into a com- 
modious and ipacious court yard fi>r 
coaches, or waggons, that frequently 
come loaded with gold and filver bul- 
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Kon J and in the room fronting the gate 
the transfer office is kept. 

The Bank was eftabliflbed by z€t of 
Parliament in the year 1693, under the 
title o£T6e Governs an J Company of the 
Bank of England^ in confideration of a 
loan of i,20o,oool. granted to the gd- 
vemment, for which the fubfcribers re^ 
ceived eight per cent. By this charter, 
the Company are not to borrow under 
their common feal, unlefs by zdi of par- 
liament ; they are not to trade, or fuffer 
any perfon in truft for them to trade in 
goods or merchandize; but may deal in 
bills of exchange, in buying or felling 
bullion, and foreign gold, or filver coin, 
&c. 

By an ad palled in the 8th and 9th 
years of the reign of King William IIL 
they were empowered to enlarge their 
capital to 2,201,1711. ids. It was then 
al£) enadted, that bank ftock fhould be 
a peribnal and not a real eftate ; that 
no contraft, either in word or writing, 
for bujdng or felling bank ftock, fhould 
be good in law, unlefs regiftered in the 
books of the bank within feven days, 
and the ftock transferred within fourteen 
days; and that it ihould be felony, 

without 
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without benefit &B clergy, tdeoUnterifelt. 
the cottimon feal of the B^ik, a»y fealed 
baftfc biD, any bank note^ ot Uo^altter or 
crafe fuch'bilk or nofes^ 

la the 7th of Queen Anne^ tihe Com- 
pany were, by another a€fc> impowered 
td mcreafe their capital to 4,402,343^1. 
and at the fame time they a^aneed 
400,0001. mofe to the government; and. 
m 1 714, they advanced the fom of 
1,500,0001. . 

In the third year of the reign of Kkig 
George I. the intereft of their capital 
was reduced ta 5I. per eenf. when ^^ 
Bank agreed to deliver up a$ many Ex- 
chequer bilts as amounted to two milli- 
ons, and to accept of an annuity of 
roo,oool. per annum. It was alfb de- 
clared lawful for the Bank to call for 
t from .their niembers, in proportion to 
their interefts in the capital ftock, lueh 
fums, as in a general court fhould be 
found neceffary ; but if any member 
fhould negled: to pay his fhare of the 
money fo called for, at the time ap- 
pointed, by notice in the London Gazette 
and fixed up in the Royal Exchange, it 
fhould be lawful for the Bank, .not only 
to flop the dividend of fuch member, 

and 
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Md'tey apply it towards the payfti^nt of 
the mctficy fa called for/ but alfo to flop 
Ae transfers of hclk defaultaer, and to 
eliarge hitti with an intcreft of 5I. per 
cent, per anmmi for Ac moiwy fo^omit- 
tedtobepaid; and* if the principal and 
iiltereft fhould be three months unpaid, 
tiie Bink flio\}Id have power to fell fo 
much of the frock belonging to the de- 
faulter as wotdd fatisfy die fame. This 
ftock is now called Bank Circulation, 
every prbprictor of which receives 5L 
per cent, ftr anitum^ but is obliged to 
advance, if calledfor, icrool. for every 
lool. {^ paid in. 

The B^k afterwards^ confented to 
have the interefl of two milKons ftill 
due from the government, reduced 
from* 5 to 4 per cent. The Company 
alfo purchafed feveral other annuities, ■ 
tiiat were afterwards redeemed by the 
government, and the national debt due 
to the Bank was reduced to 1,600,000. 

At length in 1742, the Company 
agreed to fupply the government with 
i,6oo,oool. at 3L per cent, by which 
means the government became indebted 
to die Company j,2oo,oool. the one 
hdf carrying 4, ana die other 3 per cent. 

In 
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In 1746, the Company confentcd that 
the fum of 986,800!., due to them in 
Exchequer bills unfatisfied, on the du- 
ties for licences to fell fpirituous liquors 
by retail, fhould be cancelledi^ and ifl 
lieu thereof to accept of an annuity 
of 39,4421. the intereft of that fum at 
4/. per cent. The Company aifo agreed 
to advance the farther fumof i,ooo,oooI. 
upon the credit of the duties arifing 
by the malt and land tax, at4l. per 
cent, for Exchequer bills to be iflued 
for that purpofe, in confideration of 
which the Company were enabled to 
augment their capital with 986,800!. 
the intereft of which, as wd! as that 
of the other annuities, was reduced to 
3I. I OS. per cent, till the 25th qf De- 
cember 1757, and from that time they 
carry only 3L per cent. 

In fhort, fevera! other fums have 
fince been raifed by the Bank for the 
fervice of the government : but the 
above is fufficient to give a full idea 
of the nature of the fevera! fpecies of 
annuities ; only it m^y be proper to 
add, that what is . called Bank Stock 
is entirely diftindl from thefe, and may 
not improperly be termed, the trading 

ftoek 
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ttock of the Company, fince with this 
they difcount bii*.. |nd deal very large- 
ly in foreign gold, &c. which they only 
buy by weight, which trade is fo very 
confidejrable, as to render a fhare in 
this ftock very valuable, tho* it is not 
equal in value to the Eaft Ifidia ftoek. 
The Company make dividends of the 
profits half yearly. . Pccket Library.

iBA.NQjJ£TXNG House, WhkehaJi, fq .cal- 
led from there being originally in" 
this .place an edifice in which our 
iKings had pyblic jantertain^ients. This 
was a finall part of the ancient palace of 
R2 Wjiite* 
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Whitehall, which was deftroyed hy fire 
in 1697, and only the Banqueting Houfe,; 
and one court' left ftanding^ See the: 
article Whitehall. 

In the reign of King James I. the 
Banqueting Houfe being in a ruinous 
condition, that Monarch formed the de- 
lign of eredting a palace on the ^ot^ 
worthy the refidence of the Kings of 
England. The celebrated Inigo Jone& 
was employed to draw the plan of ^ no- 
ble edifice; this was done, and the pre- 
fent ftrufture erefted, as a fiaiall part of 
the great intended work, for the recep- 
tion of ambafiadors, and other audiences 

, of fl:atc. The engraved view of it, 
which is here given, will beft illuftrate 
what follows. 

This is a regular and auguft building 
which' has three ftories. The lowefl: 

, has a ruftic walU with fmall fquare 
windows, and by its ftrength happily 
ferves for a bafis for the orders. Upon 
this is raifed the Ionic, with columns 
and pilafters, and between the columns 
are well proportioned windows, with, 
arched and pointed pediments. Over 
thefe is placed the proper entablature, 
and on this is raifed a fecond feries of 

the 
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the Corinthian order, confifting of co- 
lumns and pikfters like the other ; co- 
lumn being placed over column, and pi- 
lafter over pilafter. From the capitals 
are carried feftoons, which meet witli 
mafks and other ornaments in the middle. 
This feries is alfo crowned with its proper 
entablature, on which is raifed the balu- 
ftrade with Attic pedeftals bet ween, which 
crown the work. Every thing in this 
building is finely proportioned, and as 
happily e^tecuted. The projeftion of the 
columns from the wall has a fine efFed: 
in the entablatures, which being brought 
forward in the fame proportion, gives 
Aat happy diverfity of light and ihade 
fo eflential to fine architedhire. EngHJh 
ArchiteSlure. 

To render this edifice as perfed: as 
poflible, the ceiling is finely painted by 
the celebrated Sir Peter Paul Rubens, 
who was ambaflador here in the time 
of Charles I. The fubjedk is the en- 
trance, inauguration, and coronation of 
King James I. reprefented by Pagan 
cniblems. It is efteemed one of his 
moft capital performfinces, and may be 
juftly efteemed one of the fineft ceilings 
R 3 iQ 
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in the ^orM. This great apartment i§ 
at prefent converted into a chapel^ 
for the fervice of wtrich certain fe- 
iedl preachers were appointed out of each 
univerfity, by King George I. to preach 
here every Sunday ; for this each are al- 
lovi^ed a ftipend of 30 1. a year. 

Bansted, a village in Surry, fituatcd be- 
Metn Darking ^nd Croydon^ famous for 
producing a great number of walnuts ; 
but much more for its neighhouring 
Downs, one of the moft delightfiU 
fpots in England, on account of the 
agreeable feats in that neighbourhood ; 
for the extenfiveprofpeft of" fevcral coun- 
ties on both fides the Thames, and even 
<)f the royal palaces of Wiiidfor and 
Hampton Court ; and for the finenefs of 
the turf, covered with a fhort grafs inter- 
mixed with thyme, and other fragrant 
herbsjj that render the mutton of this 
tra<5t^ though fmall, remarkable for its 
iwpetnefs. In thefe Downs there is a 
four miles courfe for horfe races, which 
is much frequented.

Barbees, 
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Bajibers, The art of furgery was an- 
ciently pradtifed in this city by none 
but the Barbers, who were incorporated 
by letters patent granted by King Ed- 
ward IV. in the Year 1461, and in 
15 12 an adt was paffed to prevent any , 
perfons befides the Barbers pradlifing 
furgery within the city of London, and 
feven miles round. At length feveral 
perfons, who were not Barbers, being 
examined and admitted as pracftitioners 
in the art of furgery, the parliament 
united them in the thirty-fecond year of 
the reign of King Henry VIII. by the 
appellation oi the Majiers or Governors of 
the myjiery or commonalty of Barbers and 
Surgeons of the city of London ; and by 
this adt all perfons pradtifing the art of 
(having, are ftridlly enjoined not to in- 
termeddle with that of furgery, except 
what belongs to drawing of teeth. 
Thus this company obtained the name 
of Barber-Surgeons, which they conti- 
nued to enjoy till the eighteenth year of 
the reign of his prefent Majcfty King 
George II. when the Surgeons applying 
to Parliament to have this union dif- 
folved, were formed into a feparate com- 
pany ', though the Barbers were left in 

polfeffioij 
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poffeffion of the hall and theatre, and 
were cofiftituted a body politic, under 
the name of tbe Mi^Jiery Governors and 
Commonalty of the myjiery of Bar hers of 
London. ^ 

This company has a Mafter and three 
Other Governors, a court of Affiftants of 
twenty-four members, and a very nu- 

• merous livery. 

£ARd£R9 Hall, a fine edificcon the weft 
fide of Monkweil ftreet, confifting of a 
fpacious hall room, a court room, theatre, 
library, and other commodious offices. 
The grand entrance from Monkweil 
ftreet is enriched with the company's 
larms, large fruit, and other decorations. 
The court room has a fretwork ceiling, 
and is aljfb adorned with the piiStures of 
King Henry VIII. and the court of Af- 
fiftants, in one fine piece ; a portrait of 
King Charles IL and other paintings.The 
theatre contains four degrees of cedar 
ieats, one above another^ in an dliptical 
form, and the roof is an dliptical cu- 
pola : this room is adorned with a buft 
of King Charles I. the figures rf the 
feven liberal fciences, and the twelve 
figns of the Zodiac; the fldns of a 
fpafi and woman on wooden frames, in 

* imita-* 
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imitation of Adam and Eve i the figwe 
q{ a msa^ flayed^ done after the life^ dl 
the mufcles appearing in their due 
place, and proportion 1 the fkckton of 
an oftrich ; an human fkeleton, with 
capper joints, and five otlier Skeletons 
of human bodies. But as this furniture^ 
was introduced by the Surgeons, it is 
now of no ufe, and the theatre is en^ 
tirely darted. 

This HaU is one of the works of that 
great archtm^dk Inigo Johes, and is a 
mafterpiece in its kind, that elegant Sim- 
plicity which cbar^deriies all his wof ks, 
givii^ the rpediator the higheft fads- 
faction.

Barking, a large market town in EiTcx, 
(ituated ten miles from London, on a 
creek that leads to the Thames, from 
whence fifh is fent up in boats to Lon- 
don, the town being chiefly inhabited 
by fifliermen. The parifli has been fo 
much enlarged by lands recovered from 
the Thames, and the river Rothing, 
which runs on the weft fide of the 
town, that it has two chapels of eafe, 
one at Ilford, and another called New 
chapel, on the fide of Epping foreft, and 
the great and fmall tithes are computed 
at above 600L' per annum. At a fmall 
diftance from the town, in*the way to 
Dagenham, ftood a large old houfe, 
where the gunpowder JJot is faid to 
have been formed.

Barnes, a village in Surry, almoft en- 
compaffed by the Thames, It lies be- 
tween Mortlake and Barn Elms, and is 
feven miles from London, and five from 
Kingfton. 

Bar NET, a market town in Hertfordfliire, 
fituated in the road to St. Alban's, eleven 
miles from London, on the top of a 
hill, whence it is called High Barnet^ 
and alfo Chipping, or Cheaping Barnct, 
from King Henry the Second's granting 
the monks of St. Alban's^the privilege 
of holding a market here; the word 
Cheap, or Chepe, being an ancient word 
for a market. As this place is a great 
thoroughfare, it is well fupplied with 
inns. The church is a chapel of eafe 
to the village of Eaft BarneL Here is 
a free fcnool founded by Q^Elizabeth, 
and endowed partly by that Princefs, 
and partly by Alderman Owen, of Lon- 
don, whofe additional endowment is 
paid by the Fiftimongers company, who 

appoint 
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appokt 24 governors, by whoin .tlic 
mafter and uflier arc chofen to teach 
feven children gratis, and all the athcr 
children of the parilfh for 56 a quarter. 
Here is alio an almshoufe founikd and 
endowed by James 9aywfctc£t, £{^ 
for &x widows. 

This place is remarkable for the xie- 
xdfive battle taught there between the 
houfes of York and Laocafter, on EaAer 
day, 1468, in which the great Eari of 
Warwick, ftfled tie Setter up, and Pui^ 
ler ihwn of Kings ^ was ilain, with many 
iOthcrs of the principal naWlity. The 
. i^^^fx, fij^ppoi^d to be the fidd of bftlde^ 
is a green %ot, a little i)efore the meet- 
ing of the St. Att)an'8 and Hatfidd roads : 
and here, in the year 1740, a ftoneco* 
iumn was ere<5ted, on which is anfcrib- 
ed a long account of that battl^. 
Barn«et (East) a pleafant village in 
Hertfordihire, near Whetftonc and En- 
field Chace, formerly much frequented 
on account of its n:iedicinal fpring,which 
Was difcovered in a neighbouring com- 
rt^f- mon about an hividrcd years ago. 
The church is a mean edifice 5 hut the 
re<Sfcory is very b^eficial.

turret. It is a redlory in the patronage 
of the Earl of Holland. The Rcdor's 
profits, befides calualties, an^puht to 
about 60I. per annum. 

St. Bartholomew the Lefs, is feated on 
the fouth eaft fide of Smithfield, adjoin- 
ing .to St. Bartholomew's. Hofpital. It 
was founded in the year 1 102, and be- 
longed to the neighbouring convent of 
the fame name ; but as it was not de- 
ftroyed.by the fire in 1666, it remains 
in the fame ftate it was in before that 
dreadfid calamity. It is a low building, 
compofed of brick and rough ftone 
plaiftered; and confifts of a roofed body 
with Gothic windows, and a towei- 
with a corner turret. This church is

Mayor, Aldermen, and Ccanmon Coun- 
cii^ who upon receiving die grant of th^ 
dwrdi and ho^itoi, covenanted to pay 
die Vicar 1 3L 6s. 8d* per annum, which^ 
widi an allow&hce from th^ hofpitali 
aiid c^Uualties, amounts to about laoL 
p&f ^tHHunu 
jSa Bari'holoMew's Hospital, on thd 
ibodi esoft of Smithfidd, for the cure of 
the pt)or. Tick and ianie> formerly be* 
longed to the Priory of St. BardiolomeW 
in Smid3i&skl; but bodi the priory and 
hi|Htai beingdtilblyedby K.Heniy VIIL 
cfaarMonatdb, in the kft year of fak 
teign> £nmded the hofpital slnew^ and 
4bd0isred it widi the annual revenue of 
500 marks^ upon ctindition that thoi 
C£^ diould pay the fame ixsm, which 
piOfK>{ai was readily embraced, and the 
managers of this foundation were incor- 
porated by the name of ^be Hofpital of 
the Mayor 9 Comminalty tmd Citizens af 
London^ Oovemors for the poor, catied 
Ldttk St. BarthoJamews, mar Weft Smith-^ 
field. Since thai tiifie' die hofpital has 
received pn>digioiis beuefadi<m6 from 
great nutnfaers of charitabie pcrfcais, by 
which means aiot only the poor of Lon* 
Vol. L S don 
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don and' SouAwark; but the diftrcflal 
of any other parts of tkc King^s domi* 
nions> and from foreign countries^ are 
taken in> whether £ick or maimed> and 
. have lodging, food, attendance^ and 
medicines, with the advice and affifb- 
ance of fome of the befl Phyficians and 
Surgeons in the kingdom, who belong 
to die hofpital, and attend the patients 
as occaiion requires; they have al£> 
matrons and nurfes, to look after and 
aflifl: themi and at their difcharge when 
cured, fome, who live at a confiderablc 
diflance, are relieved with money, cloaths, 
and other necefTaries, to enaUe them to 
return to their feveral habitations. Pi^ 
it is that fo noble and humane a founda- 
tion fhould want any thing to render it 
perfect, and that every fick perfon who 
is admitted, except fuch as. have fufFered 
by fudden accidents, as the fradturc or 
diflocation of a bone, fhould be obliged 
to depofit or give fccurity for the pay- 
ment of a guinea, in cafe of death, in 
order to defray the expence of the fune- 
ral ; for by this fome of the pooreft and 
mod miferable, and confequently the 
mofl proper obged:s, are unhappily ex- 
clwdw from reapiiig the benefit they 

might 
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might other wife receive from ft : but 
this is alio the cafe of fcveral of the other 
hofpitals of this city; however many 
thoufands of perfbns labouring under 
the mofl dreadful difeafes and wounds, 
are annually cured at this hofpital, and 
in thofe of Kent ftreet in Southwark, 
and the Lock at Kingfland, both of 
which are dependent on it. Beiides all 
thiS) there are great numbers of out-* 
patients^ Vho receive advice and medi-> 
cines gratis. 

The ancient ho^ital which efeaped 
the fire of London becoming ruinous, it 
was found abfolutely necejSary in the 
year 1729 to rebuild it; a plan for that 
purpofe was formed, and a grand edifice 
ered:ed, by fubfcription, which was de- 
iigned to be only one out of four noble 
detached piles of building, to be after^ 
wards railed, about a court or area 250 
feet in length, and 60 in breadth. 

The original defign is now nearly 
compleated, and this hofpital altogether 
forms a very elegant building, or rather 
buildings, for the fides which compofe 
the quadrarigle do not join at the angles, 
as is ufual, but by four walls, each 
haying a large gate which admits you

Bat T ERSE Y, a village in Surrey, fituated 
on the river Thames, four miles from 
London, and at the fame diftance from 
Richmond. The gardens about this 
place are noted for producing the fineft 
afparagus. It gave the title of baron to 
the late Lord Vifcount St. John, who 
had a feat here, which is a plain old 
building. Here Sir Walter St. John 
founded a free fchool for twenty boys.

They are ufually 
perfons of the higheft quality, and their 
office is, each in his turn, to wait one 
week in the King's bedchamber, aud 
there to lie all night on a pallat bed by 
the King, and to fupply tfe place of the 
Oroc«n of the Stole in lis abfence. They 
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alfo wait upon the King when he eats 
in private ; for the cupbearers, carvers^ 
and fewers do not men wait. The 
Groom of the Stole has 2000I. a year, 
and the reft of the Lords 'df the Bed- 
chamber I cool a year each. See Groom 
OF THE Stole. 

Grooms of the Bedchamber, eight ofEccsrs 
of confiderable rank under the Lords of 
the bedchamber, each of wh<»n has a 
falary of 500L per annum. 

Beddington, in Surry, the feat and 
manor of the ancient family, of the 
Carews, is a noble edifice; but &e 

. wings are too deep for the body of the 
hou& ; for they fhould either have been 

, placed at a greater diflance, or not have 
been fo long. The court before them 
is fine, as is the canal in the park, which 
lies before this -court, and has a river 
running through it. All the flat part 
of the park is taken up with very fine 
gardens, which extend in villas two or 
three miles. The orangery is faid to 
be the only one in England that is 
planted in the natural ground, and the 
trees, which are above an hundred years 
old, were brourfit out of Italy by Sir 
Francis Carew, j^art, . They arc, how- 
ever, 
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ever, fecured in the winter by moveable 
covers. The pleafurc houfe, which 
was alfo built by Sir Francis^ has the 
famous Spanifh Armada painted on the 
top of it, and under it is a cold bath. 
The churdi is a beautiful finall .Gothic 
pile, built of ftone, in thef north and 
fouth ifles of which are fevcral ftalls 
after the . manner of cathedrals : and 
here is alfo two charity fchook, one for 
boys, and the other for girls.

Belsyse, in Middlcfex, is fituatedon the 
fouth weft fide of Hampftead hill, and 
was a fine feat belonging to the Lord 
Wotton, and afterwards to the late Earl 
of Chefterfield : but in the year 1720, 
it was converted into a place of polite 
entertainment, particularly for mufic, 
dancing, and play, when it was much 
frequented on account of its neighbour- 
hood to London : but fince that time 
it has been foffercd to run to ruin.

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Belvedere House, this belongs to 
Sampfbn Gideon, Efq; is iituated on the 
brow of a hill, near Erith in Kent, and 
commands a vaft extent of a fine coun-^ 
try many miles beyond the Thames, 
which is about a mile and half diilant. 
This river and navigation add greatly 
to the beauty of this fcene, which ex- 
hibits to the qre of the delighted ipec- 
4itor> as pleafing a landfkip of the 
kind as imagination can form. The 
innumerable ihips employed in the im« 
menie trade of London,, are beheld con- 
tinually failing up and down the river. 
On the other fide are profpefts not lefe 
beautifiil, the' 'of ahotfier kind. This 

fentleman ha? very judicioufiy laid out 
is grounds, and made mafty beautifiil 
viftas. The houfc is but finall, tho* an 
addition has been made of a very noble 
room; this and two others are finely fiir- 
nifh'd with pi(itures, of which follows 
a catalogue. The coUedtion, though not 
numerous, is very valuable, it containing 
none but pieces which are originals by 
the greateft matters, and fome of them 
irery capital.

It is iituated on the fouth 
fide of Thrtad-necdle-ftreet. The old 
churdi being deflroyed in the general 
conflagration in 1666, the prefent edi-« 
ficc was ere6ted in its room. The body 
is of an irregular form, enlightened by 
large arched windows, which reach to v 
t|hc roof; this is incompafled with a 
baluftrade, and crowned with a lantern,: 
a dome rifes upon the whole extent of 
the tower, and on its top rifes a turret. 
This church is a curacy in the patro- 
nage of the Dean and Chapter of Wind- 
ibr, who generally fupply it with one of 
their own Canons. The Curate receives 
lool. % year in lieu of tithes. 

T 2 ^ St. 
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Sf. Bennet's Gracechurch-Jireet^ is fitu- 
ated at the fouth weft corner of Fen- 
church ftreet. The old church teing 
much damaged by the fire in 1666, was 
taken down, and the prefent ftrudiurc 
crefted iii its place, which is bmlt prin- 
cipally of ftone, and is a regular, conve- 
nient, and neat edifice, without the ex- 
, pence 0/ columns and porticos. It has 
a handfbme baluftrade at the top, and 
a very high fpire of the obcli/k kind, the 
bafe of which is fupported by fbor por- 
ticos. 

This church is a redtory in the patro- 
nage of the Dean and Chapter of St. 
PaulV; and the parifli of St. Leonard 
Eaftcheap is annexed to it. The Redtor 
receives 140 1. a year in lieu of tithes. ^ 

&t. Ben net's PauPs Wharfs is fo called 
from its being confecrated to St. Bene- 
dift, and its vicinity to that wharf. * It 
is fituated at the fouth weft corner of 
St. Bennet's hill, and the old church be- 
ing deftroyed by the fire of London in 
1666, this was ereded in its place, from 
a defign of Sir Chriftopher Wren. It is 
a neat ftrufture ; the body is well propor- 
tioned : the tower has ruftic corners, and

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. .its turret and fmall fpire are raifed from 
the. crown, of a dome. 

This church is a redory, the collation 
to which is in the Dean and Chapter of 
St. Paul's. The parifh of St. Peter 
Paul's Wharf is united to it, and the 
Re<ftor receives lOoL a year in lieu of 
tithes. 

^t. BENNET'is Sherthog^ ftood oppofite to 
St. Sj^e's lane, in St. Pancras lane, 
and in the ward of Cheap. In the year 
1323, it went by the name of St. Oiyth, 
from its being dedicated to a queen and 
mscrtyr of that name j but fhe was di- 
vcfted of the tutelage of this church, by 
Benedia Shorne, a fifhmonger of Lon- 
don, who was a rebuilder, repairer, or 
bencfadlor to it; and Shorne his fur- 
name, being corrupted into Shrog, was 
at laft converted into Sherehog. This 
church (haring the common fate of the 
general conflagration in i666« and not 
being rebuilt, the parifh was annexed to

Bek kh am ST ED, an ancient town in Hert-» 
fordftiire, fituated 30 miles to the N. W: 
of London. It was anciently a Roman 
town, and here Ibmc of the Saxon kings 
kept their court. William the Conque- 
ror here fwore to the nobility to prelerve 
the laws made by his predcceflbrs ; and 
here Henry IL kept his court, and^nt-f 
cd the town all the laws and liberties it 
had enjoyed under Edward the Confcflbr. 
It was a borough in the reign of ITpnry 

- III. and James I. to whofc children this 
place was a nurfery, pfiade it a corporation;! 
by the name ojf die Bailiff and Burgeffes 
pf Berkhanifted St. Peter; the Burgeffes 

to 
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*o be hvdvc, to chufe a Recorder, and 
Town Clerk, to have a priibn, &c. but 
in the next reign it was £q irapovejiflied 
hy the civil wars, that the governnient 
was dropp d, and has not been fince re- 
newed. Its market is alfo much decayed. 
The town^ though fituated on the ibuth 
;fide of a marih, extends itfelf ikr in a 

. faroad ihset, and handibme buildings, 
and is pleafantly furrouaded with high 
and hard ground, full of paUurcs, hedge- 
rows, and arable land- Whal: remains 
of the c^ftle,* which is but one thiid of 
it, was JBOt long ago the feat of the 
Careys, and is now the feat of the 
family oflhe Ropers. Here is a ipacious 
xhurch dedicated to St, Peter, which has 

^ eleven of the ApofUes en itspiUars, with 
a ientencc of the creed on each, and on 

' the twelfth pillar is St. George killing 
the dragon. The other public buildings 
are, a free ibhool, which is a hand£bnae 
brick ftrudure, well qodowed, the King 
heing patron, and the Warden of All 
Souk College in Oxford, Vifitor ; and a 
handfome almshoufe, built and endowed 
by Mr. JohnSayer and his wife, who 
gave 1 300 1. for that purpofe. 
Bs^SLKLEY Square, near Hyde Park road, 
T 4 contains 
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contains about three acres, and is well 
built on the north, eaft and weft fides. 

The following is an account of die 
choice and valuable colledion of pictures 
and prints of John Barnard, Efq; at his 
houfe in Berkley fquare. 

A holy femily, by Parmegiano, well 
preferved, and the characters very fine. 
It was out of the Count de Platembourg's 
collection at Amfterdam. 

A crucifixion, by Paulo Veronefe, a- 
bout three feet high; there is a fine 
group of figures at bbttom, and the 
figures on the crofs are remarkably well 
drawn. 

Ghrifl: calling to Zaccheus ; and the 
Angel appearing to St. John in the wil- 
dernefs ; both by Paulo Veronefe, in his 
fineft manner and highefl: colouring. 

A praefepe, or nativity, by Jacomo 
BaiTan ; the light comes from the child, 
and has a furprizing efFeft, being in his 
highefl: colouring. Thefe three lafl: are 
upright narrow pictures, oval at top, and 
were originally defigned for fome elegant 
little chapel. 

Chrift led to be crucified, by the fame 
fpafters the colouring is the richeft; 

and 
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and the expreiCon Is n^uch finer than 
one often fees of BafTan. 

Adam ploughing and Eve ipinning, by 
Domenico Fetti : this pid:ure is finely 
coloured, and the character of Ev6is 
prettier than can well be exprefied ; it 
was in the colledion of Monfieuf Bibe-* 
ron at Paris, and Monfieur Crozat mo- 
tions it in his work, along with two 
others of the fanie fubjedl, one of which 
belongs to the King of France. 

A holy family, with a litde St. John 
prefenting a crofs, by Guido, This pic- 
ture, which is but fifteen inches high, 
may be truly faid to be in his very fineft 
manner; the characters of the Virgin 
and St. Jofeph are iiicxpreilibly fine, and 
it is in the beft prefervation. It was 
in the Duke de Tallard's collection. 

The martyrdom of a female faint, by 
Correggio. This pidture came out of the 
fame coUedtion as the laA, and is much 
of the fame fize ; it is in his firfl manner, 
but yet vifibly of his^hand ; the colouring 
and fonie of the charafters are fine. The 
Duke of Tallard had it out of the col- 
le<9:ion of Monfieur Crozat, where it was 
always efteemed a true pifture of Cor- 
re^gio,

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i A holy fitmily, with a little St. Jdin 
prefenting a dilh of fruit, by Simoiie da 
Pefaro, commonly called Cantarini^ who 
was the beft diiciple of Guido. The 
figures are half length as big as life. True 
l^diures of this mafter arc very £:arce in 
England, and ihis is one of his beft> and 
in the higheft prefervation. 

The Virgin with the child in her lap, 
half length, as .big as life, by Vandyck. 
The charader of the Virgin is as fw^et, 
and the colouring as fine, as any thing of 
this meftcr's painting.

The converfion of St. Paul, bjr Luca 
Jordano, with many figures ana horfe-^ 
men, about fix feet wide.

A battle, by the feme mafter^ not 
quite fo large. The compofition in this 
piifhire is better, and the figures feenx 
more alive and in motion, than in al- 
pioft any battle pieces to be met M^th. 

Tobit buiying the dead, by Benedetto 
CaftigK(»e, in the ftyk of Nicola Pouflin, 
which mafter (ih his latter time) he 
particularljrftpdied and^initated; and he 
fiicceeded therein fo well, in this pifljure, 
both in the compofition and drawing, 
that was not his name upon it, fevcral 
of the beft juc^es hare declared, they 
fhould not only have taken it for a true 
pifture of that mafter, but alfo for a 
very fine one of him.

The woman taken in adultery, by Se- 
baflianRicci. Thegreatnefsofthedeiign 
the dignity and propriety of the charac- 
ters, particularly the woman^ and the 
harmony of the colours, fhew him to be 
(tho' a modern mafler) equal to moil: of 
the greateft that went before him.

An hiftorical fubjed:, a woman and three 
children, &c. by Solimcne. This is better 
coloured, and more finifhed, than one ge^ 
norally fees of this mailer* 

Angels holding a mitre over St. Am- 
brofe, a finiihed iketch for a large pic- 
ture, by the fame maAer. The charadter 
of St. Ambrofe is very^fine, and the dra- 
periei9 are in a great %le of painting. 

S«iiannah andthe£lder6> by LeMoine. 
Thecolouringof the woman, who is near 
ftaked, is very fine, and the compofitiou 
and the landfkip are very agreeable. 

A little boy and girl naked in a land- 
fkip of a garden, by Albano, in his 
ncmft colouring.

A fea calm with Englifh yachts, by 
William Vandevelde. The keeping, the 
figures, arid the water, are unconimonly 
fine in this picture. 

A canal with boats on it, and a bridge 
^ at the end,, with buildings on each fide, 
by Canaletti. This pidhirci for the fine- 
nefs of the water, and the juilnefs of 
the perfpeiftive, is allowed to be one of 
the very fineft of this mafter. 

A landfkip with figures, fiihing, &c. 
by Zuccharelli, about 2 feet 9 inches 
wide. This pi<9:ure from the finenefs 
of the figures, and the uncommon rich- 
nefs of the colouring, has been always 
deemed at leaft equal to any thing 
this great mafter ever painted. 

A holy family, with a little St. John 
fitting on a lamb, by Scarcellini dc 

Vol. I. U Ferrar*, 
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Ferrara, after a defigh of Auguftine 
Caraccif it is a fmall pifture, but the 
charafters and colouring are remarkably 
fwcet in it. 

A very mafterly fketch of the mi- 
raculous crofs of St. Antonio de Padu^ 
by Seb. U'icci. This at a little diftance, 
has all the efFc<ft of a finifh'd pidture. 

Chrift and the two difciples at Emaus, 
by Elfheimcr. The ftory is finely told, 
and there is great expreflion in the 
figures : this pifiure is a curiofity, not 
only from the great fcarcenefs of the 
. works of this .mafter, but there are in 
it two different candle lights, and a 
moon light, which have an uncomm<5n, 
and yet pleafing effe^. 

The Virgin llipporting a dead Chrift, 
by Lubin Baugin, called in France, Le 
Petit Guide, from his happy rhanner of 
imitating the ftile of tliat great 'mafter, 
of which this little pifture, among 
others, is a proof: this was out *of the 
Duke de Tallard's colleftion.

Bermondsey iScHooL, was Toiirided in 
the year 171 8, by Mr. Jofiah 'BacpQ, 
who bequeatheth the fum of 700 1. for 
purchafing land, and erecting a fchool 
upon it, which he endowed with 150I. 
a )^r, for educating fixty poor children 
of the parifli of ^t. Mary Bermondfey 
ftreet, called by corruption Barhaby- 
ftreet. See St. Mary MAGi)ALEN*s 
Bermondsey, , 

The diftrid: of 'Berrbondfey appears 
in William the Conquerbr^s furvey to 
have been a royal manor, in which 
.^yere twenty five hufbandmen, and twen- 
ty three cottagers. Maitland. 

Bernard's or Barnard's Inn, fituated 
on the fbuth fide of Holborn, near 
Fettej: Ian?, w?^s anciently called Mack- 
worth s 
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worth's Inn, and is one of the Inns of 
Chancery. This Society confifts of. a 
Principal and twelve Antients, befides 
other members, who are obliged to be in 
commons a fortnight in two terms, and 
ten days in each of the other two, on the 
penally of forfeiting five {hillings a week.

BfeTHLEHEM courts Old Bethlehem, -f* 

Bethlem, or Bedlam Hospital, ori- 
ginally a. priory, was founded in tlieyear 
1247, by Simon Fitzroy, of London, or 
according to Stow, ..Simon FitzJM[ary, 
Sheriff of London, on the eaft iSde of 
the place now called the quarters of 
Moorfields, and of the burial ground of 
. Old Bethlem. This priory confifted of 
brothers and fifterS, who wore a ftar upon 
their copes and mantles, probably incom- 
. memoration of the; ftar that guided the 
wifemen in their vifit to our Saviour at 
his. birth ; and thefe monks were to re- 
ceive the Biftiop and the Canons of 
^Bethlehem, whenever they ftiould come 
to England. .But King Henry VIII. giv- 
U 4 ' * ing 
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ing this houfe to the city of London, it 
was converted, into an ho/pital for the 
cure of lunaticks ; but not without a cer- 
tain weekly expence, paid either by their 
relations or the parifti. 

This hofpital being, however, in an 
incommodious fituation, and becomiog 
both ruinous, and unable to receive and 
entertain the great number of diftradtcd 
perfons, whofe friends fued for their ad-» 
miffion, the Lord Mayor^ Aldermen, 
and Common Council, granted the Go-? 
vernors a piece of ground along the fouth 
fide of the lower quarters of Moorfields, 
upon which the foundation of the pre- 
fent holpital was laid in April 1675, and 
notwithftanding its being the moft mag- 
nificent edifice of its kind in Europe, 
was only fifteen months in eredling, as 
appears by an infcription on its fi'ont. 

This noble edifice is 540 feet in length, 
and 40 feet in breadth, and is finely fitu- 
ated. The middle and ends, which pro- 
ved: a little, are adorned with pilaiters, 
entablatures, foliages, and other orna- 
ments, and rifing above the reft of the 
building, have each a flat roof with a 
handfome baluftrade of ftone,. in the cen- 
ter of which is an elegant turret. That 

in 
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in the middle is adorned with a clock, 
and three dial$» a gilt ball^ and a vane 
on the top. 

This building upon the whole fhews 
more the good intentions, than the good 
tafte of the founders of this charity, the 
ftyle of architcSure being very improper 
for an hofpital for madmen. Simplicity 
and regularity was all that fliould have 
been aimed at^ sind if there was a necef- 
fity for pilafters, thofeoftheTufcan order 
would nave fuited the defign ipuch bet- 
ter than Corinthian; but witl^put regard- 
ing the application, the middle' pavilion, 
which is elegant, (hould have certainly 
been larger ai)d more principal, The 
entrance is grand, and the figures on the 
piers, one reprefenting raving, and the 
other melancholy madnefs, are finely e3f- 
preflTed, and do honour to their au- 
thor Mr. Gibber, father of the late Poet 
Laureat. Since the firft ereding of this 
edifipe, two wings have been added, in 
order to contain a number of incurables. 
And before this fabric is a handfome wall 
680 feet in length, which, like the ftruc- 
ture itfelf, is built with brick and ftonc. 
It inclofes a range of gardens neatly a- 
4orned with walka of broad ftone, gra6 

platj 
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plats and trees, wherein thoic of the lu- 
natics who ar? well enough to be liiifef- 
ed to go a^bout, are allowed to walk there 
and enJQy the benefit of thp frefh '^ir. 
Jn the BWjidle of thjs wdl is a large pair 
of fine iron gate^; and by them a fmdi 
jpntrance fgr the admiffion of thpfe wh6 
^onjp out of cyrlofity to vifit this hofpital; 
jon each jBi4e .toyv^ds the top of thefc 
gatps are pJ,ac?4 '^he two ftatues, in the 
manper rejM^efented in the print. 

Tlie expeijCje 0/ eredting this edifice, 
.bejfides that of building the ij^ings, a- 
mounted to near ,1 7,000 1. 

Thejulide chiefly confifts;of two gaK- 
Jeties oae ovQr the other, which crofs t^e 
wing^, and are 193 yards long, thirteen 
..feet-high, an^.fixteen feet broad; with- 
..out including the ,cells for the patients, 
which ^e ^twelye feet deep. Tljefe gal- 
leries, are divided in the niiddle by ty^o 
iron , grates, by which means all the 
.,rnen are placed at ope. end of the houfe, 
.and all the women at the other, and in 
f each, gallery fervants J lie, to be ready /at 
. hajid on jaSi occafions. In the mifldle. of 
;the upper gallery is a large fpacious 
roorn, where, the Governors,, and, in tjie 
lower, .where the weekly Committee 

meet. 
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meet, and ftie Phyfickn prefcribcs for 
the patients ; befides, above there are 
cbnvenient apartments for the fteward 
bf the houfe, the portef, Inatrbn, nurfe 
and fetvants; and belbw ftaii*s afl 
Tieeeffary offices for keeping and dreffing 
the provifions ; for wafhing, and t)thef 
Weceffaiy offices belonging to fo large ti 
femily.5 and »alib a bathing place fot* thfe 
patients, To contrived, as to be an hot 
-cricoid bath, as occafioh teqtrires. 

There are generally above 200 lunatics 
tnaintained in this hoipital, each 6£ 
tvhom has a finall roorn or cell to him*- 
felf, ^hefe -he is locked up on nights, 
^nd in 'this room is a place Tor a bed^ 
'Ibiit virhere the pdti^nts are fo Hbnfelefs as 
not to be fit to make ufe of one, they 
are every day provided with^frefli clean 
^ftraW. Thofe afe judged the fitteft ob- 
5cds that are -raviqg and furious, anQ 
*yet' capable of aire. 

As to the rticthod of ^dfnittirig thttn, 
'they ate' brought on SdtUi^day, when tht^ 
^Committec'meets,to*bte'viewed'by1hcm 
*and ^the'Phyfician*; and'if *a perfon be 
Judged a fit bbje<a, a^verairarit is'drawn 
up for his admMion*by tke- clerk of the 
hofpital, to be figncd by the Prefident, 

or. 
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or, in his abfence, ' by the Trcafurcr. 
Thofe who put in the patient arc oblig- 
ed to give a bondy figned by two per- 
ibns^ to take him away when difcharg- 
cd, or if he dies, to be at the expcncc 
of burying him. Their friends, who put 
them in, are obliged to provide them 
with cloaths i but there is a wardrobe 
from whence thw are fupplicd, when 
aegle&ed by thpte friends : for ^ough, 
when raving and furiousi they fufFer but 
. iittk from the weather ^ yet in their in- 
tervals, they frequently contraft other 
diftempers, care of which is alfb taken, 
as well as of their lunacy, whether 
thofe diftempers be external or internal ; 
and though formerly every patient paid 
5s a weekf they now not only pay 
nothing, but after their recovery and 
leaving the hoipital, ^re fuynifhed with 
medicines to prevent a relapfe, When 
a patient is cured, he is called hpfer^ ^ 
ConMnitteeof the Governors and Phyfi= 
cians, who examine him, and being 
found fit to be diUharged, the Phyficiap 
gives a certificate to that purpofe, and 
then the fleward of the houfe takes care 
to hftve him delivered to his friends. 

Th« 
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1;hc hofpitals of Bethlem and Bride- 
well being made one corporfttioh, they 
have the fame Prefident, Treafurcr, 
Governors, Clerk, Phyfician, Surgeon^ 
and Apothecary ; yet each hofpitjd has 
its proper fteward and inferior officers, 
and a particular committee is choien out 
of the Governors for each. Out of that 
Appointed for Bethlem, there are fix 
who meet every Saturday, to examine 
the fteward's account of expences for 
the preceding week, and to fign it 
after it is approved ; they alfo view the 
provifions, examine the patients that 
are to be received or difcharged, and 
have the direftion of other affairs be- 
longing to this hofpital. 
ETHNAL Green, a village near Mile 
End, and lately one of the hamlets of 
Stepney^ from which parifh it was fepa- 
rated by an aft of parliament in the 1 3th 
year of his prefent Majefty's reign. The 
old Roman way from London led thro* 
this hamlet, and joining the mflitary 
way from the weft, paffed with it to Lea 
Ferry at Old Ford. Within thi^ ham- 
let. Banner, Bifhop of London, had a 
palace, and the Trinity Houfe have an 
Jiolpital for twenty-eight decayed fea- 

men^ 
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. men, who have been mafters of fhips of 
pilots, or their widows. See Trjnity 
Hospital* 

The church built purftiajit to the a- 
bove ad, is placed at the nprth-eaft 
corner of Hare Itrect, Spitalfidi4s, and 
i^ a neat, commodious edifice, bu^t with 
brkk coped and coined widi fre^erftone ; 
and the tower, which is not high, is of 
the fame materials. It is rem^rk^ible, 
that though *the vijlage of itfelf is feiall, 
yet as part of Spitalfields epciently be- 
longed to that h^mUt^ jhis parilh con- 
tains i^co hpufes, and the p^^ioners 
ane jcomputed.tp funouiitrto gbwfe 1 5000*

^Billing^ate is however nioft fataious 
for being the greateft filh market in

article of food. By thefe d&s it is rflade 
lawful for any perfon to buy fifti in that

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market^ and to fell it again in any other 
market or place in the city of London, 
or elfcwhere, by retail ; but no fifhmon- 
ger, or other perfon, is to engrofs or buy 
more than ihall be for his own iaie or 
ufe, on pain of forfeiting 20 1, for every 
fuch offence, and na fi(hnionger, or o- 
ther perfon, is to expofe to fale any fiih 
at Billingfgate by retail that was before 
bought in the fame market. 
Billingsgate dock^ Thames ftrect. , 
Billingsgate ward^ is fituated on the 
lide of the Thames, and is therefore 
bounded by that river on the fouth ; as 
it is 00 the eaft by Tower ftreet ward, 
on the weft by Bridge ward, and on the 
north by Langbourn ward. It contains 
"ft part of Thames ftreet> ajid:I-iittle Eaft-- 
cheap, which lie in the fame direction, 
and thofe leading from one of thofe 
ftreets to the other, as St. Mary at hill. 
Love lane, Botolph's lane. Pudding lane, 
and on the other fide of Little Eaftcheap, 
a confiderable part of Rood lane, and 
Philpot lane. The moft remarkable 
buildings are the churches of St. Mary at 
hill, St. Margaret Pattens, and St. 
George, Botolph lane; Butchers hall, 
and the .King's weigh-houfc.

BisHOPSGATE, is fituated 1440 feet 
nortli weft of Aldgate. Mr. Strypc ima- 
gines that it was eredted by - Erken- 
wald Bifhop of London about the year 
675, a conjecture founded only on the 
effigies of two Bifliops wherewith this 
gate was formerly adorned, and from 
which it might take its name : but 
it is probable that it was not erefted fb 
carly^ fince Mr. Stow could not find 

< it mentioned before the year 1 2 10. 

In the reign of King Henry IIL the 
Anfeatic company refiding in this city, in 
confideration of federal privileges granted 

them> 
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them, obliged themfelveis and their 
focceflbrs, not only to keep this gate 
in repair, but to defend it, wheHcvef 
it ftiould be attacked by an eiiemy : 
and by this company it was rebuilt 
in a beautiful manner in the year 
1479. On the fouth fide over the 

' gateway, -was placed a ftone image of 
a Bifhbp with a mitre on his head; 

• he had a long beard, eyes funk, and an 
old mortified face, and was fuppofed to 

' prefent St. Erkenwald. On the north 
fide was another Bifhop with a fmooth 
face, reaching out his right hand to be- 
flow his benedi<9:ions> and holding a 
crdfier in his left, who is thought to 
have been the courtly Bilhop William 
the Norman : this Uft jvas accompanied 
by two other figures in ftone, fuppofed to 
be King Alfred, and his fon Eldred Earl 
ofMercia. The prefent ftrudture is a plain 
neat edifice ereded in 1735. On the top 
over the gateway, which is very lofty, is 
the city arms fupportcd by dragons -, and 
on each fide* of tne gate is a poftern for 
the convenience of foot paflTengers.

Black Frjars, near Fleet ditch, was a 
monaftcry of that order, otherwife cal- 
led Preaching Friars. This monaftery 
was ereded by Robert Kilwarby Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, about the year 
1276, who alfo built the church of 
Black Friars, to which King Edward L 
and Queen Eleanor were great benefac- 
tors, and even the reputed founders. 
This church was large and richly 

. furniflied with ornaments. In the mo-^ 
naftery feveral parliaments were held, 
and. the Emperor Charles V. who 
was alfo King of Spain, lodged there in 
the year 1522. There the ancient Kings 
had their records and charters kept, 
^s well as at the Tower ; and, tho* 

this 
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this monaftery was diffolved with the 
reft by King Henry VIII. yet in the reign 
of Qijeen Elizabeth, Black Friars was 
inhabited by many noblemen and gien tie- 
men ; parliaments ftill continued to be 
often held there, and bping a place 
of refuge, malefaftors frequently took 
flielter in its liberties, and the inha- 
bitants were free from arrefts : but 
thefe pernicious privileges have been 
many years loft ; and as it has been 
lately made part of the ward of Fa- 
ringdon within, the fhopkecpers and 
tradefinen are obliged to be free of 
the city ; two Common Council men 
are annually eledted out of it, and added 
to the number that ufed to ferve this 
ward. 
Black Friars bridge. The Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Coun- 
cil of this city, have been empowered 
by a late ad:, to build a bridge crofs 
the Thames from Black Friars to the 
oppqfite fide in the county of Surry ; 
to fill up the channel of Bridewell 
dock, or Fleet: ditch, and to purchafe 
and pull down fuch buildings as ftiall 
be thought proper for forming and 
widening ftreets and avenues. This

fagc thro' the arches of 750 feet at 
Icaft within the hanks of the river. 
A fuificient number of glafs lamps 
are to be fixed on proper parts of it»

and a number of watdimen placed for 
the fecurity of paflengers.

Blackiieath, a large plain on the fouth 
of Greenwich> oft ^hich Watt Tykr, 
the Kcntifli rebel* muftercd kod,6t)o 
men. In this place, which is admired 
for the fincnefs of its fituation, and 
its excellent air, is a noble houfe built 
by Sir Gregory Page, Bart, a view 
of which we have here given. 

This is a very magnificent edifice, 
built in the modern tafte, confifting 
of a bafement ftate and attick ftory. 
The wings contain the offices and 
ftablps, which are joined to the body 
of the houfe by a colonade. It ftands 
in the midft of a park with a large 

piece 
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piece of water before it. The back 
front has an Ionic portico of four 
columns, but having no pediment does 
not make fo agreeable a figure as could 
bewifhed. 

This is one of the fineft feats in 
. England belonging to a private gentle- 
man ; it is adorned vi^ith many capi- 
tal piftures, a lift v^hereof is here given; 
and the gardens, park, and country 
around, render it a moft delightful 
feat : yet this finp edifice was begun, 
raifed, and covered, in the ip^e of 
eleven months. At a fmall diftance 
is the College erefted by Sir John. 
Morden, Bart, for a particular account 
of which fee Mqrden College.

Black WELL hall^ Bafinehall ftreet, a 
v^ ancient edifice, employed for feveral 
ages as a market for all kinds of wooUen 
cloth brought to London. This^ edifice 
was originally called Bafing's Haugh or 
Jiall } probably from the tangly of the 
Bafings, who firft built the boyfe, and 
whofe arqas were placed in many part9 
of it, painted on the Walls, and cut ia 
^e ftone work. Froqi thia. family, who 
were owners alfo of the adjoiningground* 
Sfow fuppofes, thaft *^ the ward. itJfclf took 

^^ its 
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'^ its name, as Coleman ftreet ward of 
'* Coleman, and Faringdon ward, of 
♦' William and Nicholas Faringdon." 
Of this family the fame author obferves, 
that Solomon Baling was Mayor in the 
year 1216; and that to Adam Bating his 
fbn, who was alfo afterwards Mayor, 

Sing Henry III. gave the advowfon of 
e church at Bating Hall, and fever al 
liberties and privileges. 

In the 36di year of Edward III. this 
koufc was inhabited by Mr. Thoijias 
Bakewell, whence it obtained the name 
of Bakewell Hall ; a name that was af- 
terwards corrupted to that of Blackwell 
Hall. At length it was purchaled, with 
the garden and appurtenances, of King 
Richard II. by the city, for the fum of 
50 1. and from that time has been chief- 
ly employed as a weekly market for all 
the broad and narrow woollen cloths 
broijght out of the country. 

Tiiis houfe at length growing ruinous, 
was rebuilt in the form of a handlbme 
ilore houfe in the year I55J5#- at the 
charge of 2500 1. But an hundred and 
eight years after was deftroyed by the fi» 
of London, and again rebuflt in 1672; 
Ais laft is th<j prefent edifice. 

It is a fquare building with a court 
Y4 ^ in 
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In the middle furroundcd with ware- 
houfes, and has two fpacious entrances 
for carriages, one from Bafinghall ftreet, 
and the other oppofite to it by Guildhall* 
This laft is the principal front, and has 
the door-cafe adorned with two columns 
of the Doric order, with their entabla- 
ture, and a pediment, in which are the 
King's arms, and a little lower the city 
arms enriched with Cupids, &c. 

In this edifice are the Devonfhire, 
Gloucefter, Worcefter, Kentiih, Medley, 
Spanifh, aftd Blanket Halls, in which 
each piece of cloth pays one penny for 
pitching, and a half-penny per week 
refting j and the profits, which are faid to 
amount to about 1 1 oo J. p^r annum, are 
applied towards the fupport of Chrift'si 
Hofpital, the Governors whereof havci 
the whole managenient of thefe ware- 
houfes. There are feveral ftatutes relating 
to the regulation of this market, with 
refped: to the faftors, and others , con- 
cerned.

The. town, which is five 
miles from Ryegate, and twenty from 
London, being fituated on a hill, on the 
fideofHohnsdale, affords a fine profpedt, 
as far as Suifex and the South Downs, 
and from fome of the ruins of the caftlc, 
which are ftill vifible, tho' in the midft 
of a coppice, one may take a view to 
the weft into Hampfhire, and to the 
caft into Kent. Here is a free fchool 
and an alrnshoufe; but the fpire of 
the church wa3 confumed by lightning 
and all the bells melted in the year

Botolph's Alierfgnte, lb denominated 
from St. Botolph, a monk born in 
Cornwall, is fituated at the fduth eaft 
corner of Little Britain^ and tho' the fire

It is a plain brick edifice with a tower 
fupported on a kind of arch work, 
and crowned with an open turret, 
and its fane. It is a curacy in the 
patronage of the Dean and Chapter of 
Weftminfter Abbey; but is fubje<a to 
the Bifhop and Archdeacon of London, 
to whom it pays procuration, 
St. BotoLPH*s Aldgatej fituated on the 
^ eaft fide of Houndfditch, fronting the 
Minories. The old church eicaped 
the fire in 1666, and ftood till the 
year 1741, when it was taken down,an4 
^ the prefent edifice finiftied in 1744. It 
is built with brick, and is a plain, mafly, 
a and 



and yet ^ant ftrui9:.un?. It co^fifts of a 
body of a' regular ftiape^ and a lofty 

' and well proportioned ftecple, formed 
of a tower and fpire* Its greateft 
ornament is a hold ruftic with which 
it is ftrengthened at the corners. This 
church is a curacy, and the im- 
propriation is held in fee of the 
Crown. The Curate, befides other 
confiderablc advantages, receives 400 1. 
a year by tithes, Newc. Rep. Ecc/e/l 

St. Botolpk's Billing/gate, a redlory, the 
church whereof formerly ftood oppofite 
to Botolph lane, in Thames ftreet, in 
Billingigate ward ; but being deftroyed 
by the fire of London, and not re- 
built, the parifh was by adt of parlia- 
ment annexed to St. George's Botdph 
lane. 

St. Botolph's Bijhppfgat€y oppofite the 
north end of Houndfilitch. The old 
cliurch efcaping the general conflagra- 
tion in 1666, at length fell into de- 
cay, and the prefent ftmfture was 
railed by ad: of parliament, at the 
expence- of the parifh. It is a mafly 
and fpacious edifice. The body is well 
built with brick, and well enlightened^ 
and the roof hid by a bandfome ba- 
luftrade. On the infide the roof is 
VoL.L Z arched. 
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arched, except over the galleries, and 
two rows of Corinthian columns fup- 
port both the galleries and arch which 
extends over the body of the chijrch, 
and is neatly adorned with fret work, 
from which hang feveral handfbme 
gilt branches. The fteeple, tho' heavy, 
has an air of magnificence. In the 
center of the front is a large plain 
arched window, decorated at a diftance 
with pilafters of the Doric order. Over 
this window is a feftoon, and above 
that an angular pediment ; on each 
fide is a door crowned with windows, 
and over thefe others of the porthole 
kind; above thefe laft rifes a fquare 
tower crowned with a dpme, whole 
b^e is circular, and furroundcd by a 
baluftrade in the lame form; by the 
fide of which, on the corners of the 
tower, are placed urns with flames. 
From this part rifes a feries of coupled 
Corinthian columns, fupporting other 
urns like the fprmer, and over them 
rifes the orgive dome, crowned 
with a very large vafe with flames. 
The Author of The Critical Revieiv 
fays, that he thinks this fteeple more 
in tafte than moft about town; and 
that the parts of which it is compofed 

arc 
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are fimple, beautiful and harmonious. 
The author of The EhgUp JrcbiteSiure^ 
however, obferves, " That the placing of 
" a window in the middle of the ftreet, 
•* where the principal door (hould have 
** been, is an error of the firft magni- 
** tude. The moft unlearned eye muft 
** perceive a ftrange imperfedion in this, 
" though without knowing what it is ; 
•* and there is fomething in the higheft 
degree difguftful, at being (hut out by 
a dead wall at the proper and natural 
" entrance." But in juftification of the 
architeiSt, it may be alledged, that this 
being the eaft end, he might not be 
allowed to form a door in the center,^ 
where the altar is placed uoder a noble 
arch beneath the fleeple; and that 
much greater improprieties than this are 
daily feen, from the idle puftom which 
has generally prevailed of placing the 
altar to the eaft in fpightof any incon- 
veniences it may occafion, as in St. Cle- 
ment's in the Strand, St. Dunftan's in 
Fleet ftreet^ and many others. This 
church is a re£tory, the patronage' of 
which is in the Bi(hop of London. The 
Redtor, befides other confiderable ad- 
vantages, receives about 200I. a year by 
tithes.

Irs church built by Henry JI. was a 
chapel of eafe to Stepney 5 but was 
lately made parochial. 

This village is inhabited by many 
wbitfters and fcarlet clyers, and here 
has lately been fet up a large manufac- 
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lury of porcelain, which is brought to 
fuch pcrfcdion as to be very little infe- 
rior to that of China-
